SHARED LANES VS. RESERVED LANES 

Dear Editor, 

Re: “Students Weigh In on Streetcar” [News, 
July 25]: It would be really swell if every time 
this issue came up, people writing articles 
would be really clear about what’s being pro- 
posed by various folks, especially on the issue 
of dedicated running-way (shared lane vs. 
reserved lane). 

For instance, a streetcar on Speedway sounds 
a lot better to me, too, and Guadalupe sounds 
better still, since Guadalupe is where all the cur- 
rent and most of the future residential density 
and other activity is. But are Sinclair Black and 
Glenn Gadbois and whoever else suggesting 
reserved lanes on their routes (as in 2000’s 
light-rail plan on Guadalupe) or that it would 
be sharing a lane with buses/cars (as in Cap 
Metro’s original, execrable, Future Connections 
proposal on San Jacinto)? This makes a huge 
difference - a streetcar without its own lane is 
actually even worse than a bus in speed and 
reliability - and is thus a complete waste of time 
and money. 

While we probably can’t now justify taking 
a lane on Guadalupe without the suburban 
ridership the 2000 route would have brought 
in, at least the Brewster McCracken/Will Wynn 
Transit Working Group proposal (streetcar run- 
ning in dedicated lanes, albeit on San Jacinto) 
is capable of being expanded that direction 
later on, while commuter rail is a complete 
dead end.

[Katherine Gregor responds: The rail transit 
project analysis presented by consultant ROMA 
Austin at City Council on July 24 recommended 
that streetcars run in dedicated lanes , that is, 
without vehicles in the same lanes. Streetcars 
would operate in shared lanes only where neces- 
sary, due to narrow right-of-way - primarily along 
Manor Road and in small portions of Mueller. 
ROMA recommended crossing the UT campus on 
either Speedway or San Jacinto; moving the line 
to Guadalupe was not addressed, as exploring 
that alternative was not included in the directives 
from council.]

VACANT OF ANY REAL OOMPH

This is a response to Marc Savlov’s piece: “The 
Future’s So Dark I Gotta Wear Mirror-Shades” 
[Books] in the July 25 edition of the Chronicle. 

As usual, Marc Savlov imbues his review with 
flaring acrobatic literactrics, like a racehorse so 
jacked up that it can’t even see where it’s going. 
Mr. Savlov’s idea of a review seems to consist 
of nothing but the effort to eclipse whomever 
he might be talking about with his own ranting, 
reference-loaded, jargon-overdosed, slash-and- 
burn style of prose. Just once, could I read a 
review from Mr. Savlov with an ounce of objec- 
tivity? Sure, some movies are bad, and maybe 
cyberpunk isn’t what it was, but that opinion 
becomes disgusting through Mr. Savlov’s work, 
like throwing ice-cream sprinkles onto an under- 
cooked piece of steak and calling it "done.” 

In “Mirror-Shades,” Savlov claims that cyber- 
punk is dead; cyberpunk is already obsolete. 
The irony of this point, and the creativity in it, he 
proceeds to completely shovel under a 100-gal- 
lon drum of fireworks, set to go off, but strangely 
vacant of any real oomph. You keep expecting 
to hear something serious, but it simply doesn’t 
come. Mr. Savlov entirely misses the point about a 
genre which couldn’t give the slightest damn about 
what it, itself, is, or how it ought to be defined. 
Cyberpunk authors don’t sit in a room chortling 
and debating about the “futuristicness” of their 
work. They simply create, like any other artists. 
Categorizing their genre or projecting your own 
predictions on it is as fallacious as it is childish. 
Savlov says, “Noooo, the future is already here!” 
Well, what then? In fact, the future is everyone’s to 
describe, but Savlov really doesn’t describe much 
for all of his blistering, festering prose. 

Good critics provide insight. They don’t just 
load guns and pull triggers. Savlov needs to 
find a way to inject some actual analysis into a 
style which has absolutely nothing to say. Savlov, 
the acrobatic critic, dancing enticingly on a wire 
above the art below, spewing diarrhea out of his 
ass which is so opaque and empty, nobody can 
even see it. But everyone smells it.

As a founding member of Sequential Tart, a web-comic writer, 
a manga adaptor/editor, and a comic-book writer, I want to thank 
Marc Savlov for his insightful, evenhanded reviews of comic-book- 
related and geek-culture-related films. Some geek-culture fans have 
a rather immature sense of “fannish entitlement” when it comes to 
“their” geek-culture films.

Naked City 


> NEW REGIONAL GROWTH STUDY Envision 
Central Texas released a study this week (avail- 
able at www.envisioncentraltexas.org) documenting 
Central Texans’ concerns about planning for 
regional growth. The study found the Top 5 con- 
cerns to be: improving the transportation sys- 
tem, water availability and quality, maintaining 
housing affordability, the lack of planning 
resources, and greater coordination on regional 
issues. An emerging topic of citizen and corpo- 
rate concern was climate change and energy effi- 
ciency. “Across the board there was a strong 
sense that linking economic, land use and trans- 
portation planning is essential,” noted the non- 
profit. ECT commissioned the study to update its 
Regional Vision, a plan developed five years ago 
when ECT solicited public input to produce a 
“preferred scenario” for growing more compactly 
and limiting the negative effects of sprawl. 

Earlier projections that the regional population 
would double from 2000 to 2020 have been 
borne out by growth to date. Consultant TIP 
Strategies worked with ECT staff and leadership 
to conduct a Vision Progress Assessment, which, 
according to ECT, included “a detailed series of 
interviews with local businesses, institutions, 
and public officials ... [plus] focus groups and 
public workshops, and ... online questionnaires 
in the five-county Central Texas region.”

Impeaching the Empire 

What if they held a hearing, and nobody heard?

I haven’t written much about impeaching the 
Bush administration, although I readily concede 
there is more than ample justification to indict and 
convict President Bush and Vice President Cheney 
(and numerous accomplices) on an itemized list of 
high crimes and misdemeanors, only the most 
prominent of which would be conspiring to 
violate international law, engaging in ille- 
gal wars, and imprisoning and torturing 
hundreds of people without regard for 
national or international law or the 
U.S. Constitution. But since there has 
seemed so little chance that anything 
approaching impeachment would actu- 
ally occur - for many reasons, but cer- 
tainly in part because our last congressio- 
nal adventure in that vein had left such a bit- 
ter public taste - it has seemed pointless to belabor 
the procedure except as an exercise in hypocritical 
moralism. I frankly don’t much care for symbolic 
politics unless there is some substantive goal in play 
- and handing beleaguered Republican incumbents 
a martyrdom card does not strike me as a useful 
public purpose. 

Nevertheless, I was pleased to see the U.S. House 
Judiciary Committee convene last week for its hear-

ing on Executive Power and Its Constitutional 
Limitations, the polite euphemism conceived to 
mollify both the Republican opposition and those 
Democrats so afraid of their own shadows that even 
the word “impeachment” gives them the fantods (a 
literal impeachment hearing would require a formal 
House vote). Thus Chairman John Conyers 
referred obliquely to “the [congressional] 
power to remove through the constitu- 
tional process officers who may have 
violated their oath,” a phrase instantly 
seized upon by GOP members to blast 
the Dems for talking-about-something- 
they-were-not-supposed-to-be-talking- 
about. Arizona Republican Trent Franks 
boomed, “I hope that none of the witnesses 
will even mention the word ‘impeachment,’” 
and then went on to pound plangent variations on 
“terrorism” until all ears were bleeding. 

That went on for six hours last Friday, although I 
doubt many of you knew it. A handful may have 
watched on C-SPAN, and I thought at least the 
“major newspapers” would report the parade of 
witnesses - from Rep. Dennis Kucinich and former 
Rep. Elizabeth Holtzman through GOP mavericks

tion nearly doubles. Pumping and treating that water accounts for about 60% of all 
power used by city departments. In May 2006, council passed a raft of water conser- 
vation policies, including mandatory watering restrictions that took effect in May, desig- 
nating two days a week when folks can water (odd addresses, Wednesday and Saturday; 
evens, Thursday and Sunday; apartments and businesses, Tuesday and Friday - all 
before 10am and after 7pm only). Beginning this Friday, Austinites can call 311 to report 
water waste or watering violations. City conservation efforts, which also include fixing 12 
million gallons a day in city pipe leakage and providing customer rebates on efficient fix- 
tures, are expected to save 32 million gallons a day and eliminate 19,000 tons per year 
of C0 2 emissions.

FLDS MEMBERS IN JAIL Five members of the 
Fundamentalist Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints indicted by a Schleicher Co. 
grand jury last week have turned themselves in to 
authorities. Four of the men are each charged with 
one count of sexual assault of a child, which 
carries a possible penalty of between five and 99 
years or life in prison. The fifth man, Lloyd 
Hammon Barlow, is charged with three counts of 
failure to report child abuse, a class B misde- 
meanor punishable by up to six months in prison. 

According to The Salt Lake Tribune, Barlow posted 
bail Tuesday and was released; the others remain 
behind bars on $100,000 bond. FLDS prophet 
Warren Jeffs also faces a charge of sexual assault 
of a child. He has been convicted of rape as 
accomplice in Utah, for his role in marrying an underage girl to her cousin, and is cur- 
rently in jail in Arizona awaiting trial on similar charges. The indictments against the 
six FLDS members grew out of the investigation begun by Texas authorities this spring, 
which led to the state taking custody of more than 400 children from the FLDS 
Yearning for Zion compound outside Eldorado. The children were subsequently

ROUGH PATCH FOR MONKEYWRENCH Six years 
ago, a handful of activist-oriented UT students, along 
with the creators of underground activist weekly The 
Austin Javelina, got their wish for a radical community 
space in Austin. Through fundraising, donations, and a 
few investments of personal funds, the group formed a 
collective and opened up MonkeyWrench Books with 
only $3,000 to its name. Today, the modest space at 
110 E. North Loop has become a nationally recognized 
DIY community hub, playing host to a variety of free 
events, including movie screenings, book talks, skill- 
share workshops, kids’ reading groups, and meet-ups 
for local organizations. The store is completely non- 
profit: Book sales pay for the space and more books,

CITY HALL HUSTLE 

Budget Time: Who You Gonna Cut?

One week after the release of the proposed 2008 
budget for the city of Austin, we know which cuts 
the public can’t abide. Unsurprisingly, it’s all those 
the city’s proposing. 

That’s overstating it perhaps a tad, assuming that 
- with endless stretches of 100-plus days and multi- 
plex-busting superheroics - the citizenry’s truly 
attuned to the finer points of its municipal budget. 
Despite the embankment of camera tripods and talk- 
ing heads at the budget work-session, followed by 
above-the-fold coverage, why do I get the impression 
that most Austinites have a mild impression that, uh, 
their trash bill’s going up, and that’s about it? It’s 
unsurprising, as pocketbook and quality-of-life issues 
are always the big takeaways at budget time. 

Maybe it’s time to start looking at the bigger 
picture: why we’re always scrambling to 
play catch-up. 

Immediate attention focuses on the 
General Fund departments - city endeav- 
ors like libraries and parks that generally 
feel the first brunt of a tight budget year. 

But it’s the city’s enterprise departments - 
money-earning enterprises like the airport 
and Austin Energy - that see the most mon- 
ey-shifting action. Let’s return to the refuse: namely, 
Solid Waste Services’ proposal to boost fees on 
30-gallon trash tubs by $4.40 a month, with increas- 
es also slated for 60-gallon ($6.15) and 90-gallon 
containers ($6.90). While the city argued it would be 
the first fee increase in more than a decade, public 
reaction appears to be solidly against it. While no 
one’s clamoring to pay extra, Rick Cofer, a Solid 
Waste Advisory Commission member and ramrod of 
the “Bag the Bags” campaign, issued an e-mail 
blasting the proposal on economic and environmen- 
tal fronts: “Customers should be incentivized to recy- 
cle more and waste less by reducing the cost of the 
30-gallon carts and increasing the cost of only the 
60- and 90-gallon carts,” he wrote, also noting, “It is 
irrational to change the fee structure now, before sin- 
gle-stream recycling has been introduced and before 
its effects are known.” As he surmised, “A one-time 
40% increase is beyond the pale.” 

Another sore spot with budget watchers - council 
seemingly included - is Public Works’ 

Transportation Fund, largely funded by road, parking, 
and meter fees. Contentious here is the cut in pro- 
posed street maintenance, shrinking from the cur- 
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rent goal to maintain 9.5% of the city’s traffic 
lanes annually to a proposed 8% in fiscal year 
2009. While a small correction on paper, falling 
below 10% establishes a tipping point at which 
road repairs steadily grow more backlogged and 
costly. “We strive to reach a target of 10% [per 
year], that being the magic number,” Council 
Member Lee Leffingwell said at the work-ses- 
sion. “And now we’re taking this giant leap back- 
ward.” Leffingwell announced his intention to close 
the gap to the current 9.5% at least, a position 
Will Wynn’s echoed. 

Aside from fee increases - that old budget-bal- 
ancing standby - another time-honored belt-tighten- 
er was cinched: shuttering all branch libraries one 
additional day. But as reported last week, the 
shocker here wasn’t decreasing library 

k hours to shift city money elsewhere; it’s 
that the juggling proposal came from 
library staffers themselves, who hope 
to improve much-needed janitorial, 
maintenance, and security services, 
as to remain habitable on the days 
7 they are open. 

It’s a reminder of the twofold failure 
that unfurls every city budget season 
(well, every budget of late, at least): First, 
the lie at the state level that the clamor for shrink- 
ing taxes outweighs all other considerations. It’s 
Republican starve-the-beast grandstanding 
resulting in nothing but constricted and abysmal 
local policy, preventing cities from levying taxes a 
fraction of a cent above a random rate without call- 
ing a special election. Which ties into the lie we tell 
ourselves locally: that our unbounded growth will 
pay for itself. Train your attention on this budget, 
and it’s clear: It does no such thing. 

BLOCK THAT HOUSING! 

Last week’s City Council meeting was as notable 
for what transpired as what didn’t: the promised 
yearlong delay of the Mobile Loaves & Fishes 
Habitat on Wheels program at Harold Court 
occurred, but zoning for the severely embattled 
Community Partnership for the Homeless devel- 
opment on Manor Road was postponed until coun- 
cil’s next meeting, Aug. 7. Back from break and 
already taking time off? ■

Bob Barr - who 
itemized at length the executive actions that 
should be called to direct account by this 
Congress, greatly abbreviated in Conyers’ 
opening statement addressing the “imperial 
presidency”: “the politicization of the 

Department of Justice; misuse of signing 
statements; misuse of authority with regard 
to detention, interrogation, and rendition; 
possible manipulation of intelligence regard- 
ing the Iraq war; improper retaliation against 
critics of the administration, including the 
outing of Valerie Plame; and excessive secre- 
cy by the administration, including the 
misuse of various privileges and immuni- 
ties.” Concluded Rep. Tammy Baldwin, 
D-Wisconsin, a few minutes later: “Although 
the call to impeach is one that I take neither 
easily nor lightly, I now firmly believe that 
impeachment hearings are the appropriate 
and necessary next step.” 

One Hand Clapping 

That’s only the tip of a very large and 
smoking volcano, but one quite beneath seri- 
ous media attention. I was of course wrong 
about the “major” newspapers. A few from 
committee members’ districts (Cleveland, 
Madison) mentioned the roles of Ohio’s 
Kucinich or Wisconsin’s Baldwin. The New 
York Times, our presumptive national news- 
paper of record, mentioned the hearing not 
at all. The Washington Post - currently lectur- 
ing the Russians and Chinese about official 
accountability - featured only Dana Milbank’s 
condescending recapitulation, leading with 
Austin’s gerrymandered GOP Rep. Lamar 
Smith’s sneer, “It seems that we are hosting 
an anger management class.” 

At home, Our Local Daily - still fresh from 
last week’s editorial declaration of high 
reporting “standards” - provided only a 
national digest paragraph (“Bush critics air 
woes at hearing”) redacted from an Associated 
Press commentary dismissing the hearing as 
a Dem effort to make impeachment charges 
“quietly fade away.” Despite public senti- 
ment polling for a Bush impeachment at 
50% or better for several years now, the 
national media long ago decided the subject 
is “off the table” - is it any wonder that the 


Dem leadership should take its political bear- 
ings from those prevailing winds? 

Two Plus Two 

As I said, I don’t doubt that the legal condi- 
tions exist for impeachment. The political 
conditions are something else again, and 
much smarter politicians than I have under- 
standably concluded that in the face of a 
media blackout (or backlash), it makes little 
sense to expend public energy on an effort 
doomed not just to fail but to backfire on its 
supporters. Certainly our own moral satisfac- 
tion at calling out Bush and company is insuf- 
ficient motivation for demanding headline 
congressional action; the best we can hope 
for, it seems, is continued amplification of 
these charges in the public mind by whatever 
means we otherwise possess. “The question 
for Congress is this: What responsibility do 
the president and members of his administra- 
tion have for that unnecessary, unprovoked, 
and unjustified war?” asked Kucinich. “The 
rules of the ffouse prevent me or any witness 
from utilizing familiar terms. But we can put 
two and two together in our minds. We can 
draw inferences about culpability.” 

The Judiciary hearing, circumscribed as it 
was, accumulated and narrow-casted the 
basic public charges against the administra- 
tion. The major U.S. media have made it clear 
that such charges will not be widely dissemi- 
nated, and certainly not reiterated, between 
now and November and, therefore, will not 
be addressed as “impeachable” offenses. If 
they are at least to be sustained as political 
offenses, that will have to be determined at 
the ballot box. ■

Who’ll Take a Streetcar? 
32,000 Riders a Day.

At long last, real systems planning for a 
Central Austin streetcar have arrived at the 
City Hall station. At the July 24 City Council 
meeting, consultants ROMA Austin and LTK 
Engineering unveiled the highlights of a 
detailed proposal for circulator rail transit. The 
Phase I analysis includes essential data on: 

1) projected ridership and benefits for mobility, 
environmental, and other regional goals and 2) 
a route alignment and estimated cost. The 
broad outlines: Recommended is a 15.3-mile 
system projected to serve more than 32,000 
riders daily by 2030, at an estimated capital 
cost of $36 million to $40 million per mile, 
or $550 million to $614 million overall. 
Electric-powered streetcars would run every 
10 minutes from about 6am to 11pm, along 
tracks in dedicated street lanes (outside of 
vehicular traffic), with two overlapping lines 
connecting major central-city destinations. 

(The ridership estimates assume no transit- 
oriented development upzoning; in fact, rid- 
ership-boosting density increases along Manor 
Road and Riverside Drive are likely.) 

“I was really pleased with the level of detail 
that staff and the consultant team were able to 
present Thursday,” said Mayor Will Wynn. “The 
proposal is far more refined than lots of folks 
had anticipated.” Council could act as soon as 


its next session, Aug. 7, to direct the city man- 
ager to move forward on the recommendations. 

Under the current political mandate, via the 
Transit Working Group of the Capital Area 
Metropolitan Planning Organization: Items 1 
and 2 above must be fully vetted before pro- 
ceeding to: 3) a financing analysis and plan 
and 4) a voter referendum. Thus, key goals 
defined in the CAMPO Transportation 
Investment Decision Tree informed the 
ROMA recommendations: Connect existing 
destinations, link jobs and housing, serve low- 
income and transit-dependent populations, 
maximize ridership, support and catalyze tran- 
sit-oriented development, and be cost-effec- 
tive. Assembling a viable, multipartner financ- 
ing plan is considered a Phase II project for 
city staff, Capital Metro, and other potential 
partners. Only after benefits, ridership, and 
costs are vetted will a financing plan and voter 
referendum become politically viable. Yet, due 
to the financing complexities of engaging mul- 
tiple regional partners, that research needs to 
move forward now on its own parallel track. 

Notable progress: For the first time, a 
detailed phasing plan was publicly aired for 
how to build the system in increments. Each 
could be submitted separately to voters for 
approval. (State law appears to allow a public 
vote on a system expansion of “not more than 
12 miles of track” - perhaps an ultimate ratio- 
nale for short increments - in theory, enabling 
an election that could be ordered by the Cap 
Metro board at any time.) ROMA recommend- 
ed a four-stage construction project, adding 
vehicles at each stage: 

Increment 1: 4.4 miles (Seaholm to Manor 
Road), $192 to $231 million capital cost. 
Serves Downtown, Capitol Complex, and the 
UT campus. Connects with two Red Line com- 
muter rail stops (and thus potentially Leander, 
Cedar Park, Manor, and Elgin) and proposed 
future Austin-San Antonio passenger service. 
Increment 2: 3.2 more miles (Downtown to 
Riverside Drive at Pleasant Valley), 

$133 to $147 million capital cost. 

Includes spur to Long Center and 
Auditorium Shores. 

Increment 3: 2.2 miles (Manor 
Road to Mueller), $68 to $78 million. 
Increment 4: 5.4 miles (Riverside Drive to 
Austin-Bergstrom Airport), $157 million. 

Future Expansion: The core system could be 
expanded later to serve additional destinations 
in North, South, East, and West Austin and to 
connect with expanded regional-rail service. 

The estimated capital cost per mile steadily 
drops (from as much as $53 million down to 
$29 million per mile) with each successive 
increment. Brewster McCracken later noted: 
“Toll roads were coming in with per-mile costs 
of $70 million-plus back in 2004. The price 
tag needs to be viewed in a context compared 
to roads - this is cheaper than roads to con- 
struct.” He also pointed to ROMA’s data that 


an electrified streetcar would be less expen- 
sive to operate than diesel-powered public 
transportation: “We’ve long talked about a 
transportation crisis, but always in the terms 
of the roads. But as a city, we’re now like the 
airlines - locked in 100% to running on a fuel 
source that is experiencing massive cost infla- 
tion.” Overall, the annual operating and main- 
tenance cost estimate for the proposed sys- 
tem is $21 million to $23 million or less. 

ROMA emphasized that the Downtown Urban 
Rail Connections plan - even upon official 
approval - represents just the first 2% of the 
necessary system design and planning process. 
Corridor planning would take the project to 10% 


completion; preliminary engineering, to 30% 
completion; final design, to 100% completion. 
Then it would take another year or two to com- 
plete construction and take delivery on vehicles. 
Questioned by McCracken at council, consultant 
Tom Matoff, director of Transportation Planning 
for LTK Engineering Services in California, said 
the project-cost numbers are highly reliable - in 
fact conservative, as they are based on a 
“string of conservative assumptions,” including 
a 30% construction cost contingency. 

But City Manager Marc Ott took pains to 
warn everyone against locking into any cost 
numbers. “There’s a lot to be defined and 
refined along the way,” cautioned Ott. “You 


don’t get numbers you can truly rely on until 
you get to 60%” completion of planning and 
design. He specifically referenced the media 
in warning, “The numbers are going to 
change; we’re very early in this process.” 

A risk now is that City Council may get mired 
in early-stage planning. “That’s the perennial 
struggle for Austin: to stop talking and make 
hard decisions,” observed transit advocate 
Glenn Gadbois of the Alliance for Public 
Transportation. “Increment one should be a no- 
brainer; frankly, we’ve been talking about this 
long enough. If we sit around and wait to get 
the finances perfect, it keeps it stuck at the 
council decision-making level. We’ll never get it 
done. Let’s go forward and let 
staff and the Transit Working 
Group do their stuff.” 

ROMA’s presentation included 
three recommended next steps 
(already blessed by Ott) that 
require council direction to staff: 1) Seek fur- 
ther public input, 2) work with Capital Metro to 
prepare a submittal to the Transit Working 
Group, and 3) present that submittal to coun- 
cil for final approval, prior to going forward to 
CAMPO. But will council members - particular- 
ly newbies Randi Shade and Laura Morrison - 
be ready to take action at their next session? 

“Above all, we need to proceed with a 
sense of urgency,” said McCracken. “The rise 
in gas prices is hurting Central Texans’ family 
budgets. The modern electric-powered rail sys- 
tem, operating in a dedicated lane that ROMA 
recommended, will save Austinites time and 
money, and it will improve air quality.” ■

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FRONT-RUNNER EMERGES FOR CAMPO SEAT 


With so much bubbling at Capital Metro, 
eyes are on the selection of a new Cap Metro 
board member to replace Lee Walker as the 
Capital Area Metropolitan Planning 
Organization representative - and, separate- 
ly, on the board’s selection of its new chair. On 
July 25, the CAMPO selection committee met 
to review the six applicants: Austin City 
Council Member Mike Martinez, Leander 
Mayor John Cowman, John Trube, Norm 
Chafetz, Paul Hamilton, and Mike Manor. 
The committee decided not to consider current 
Cap Metro board members who wanted to 
move over to the CAMPO seat; it thus declined 
Cowman’s application, and Martinez withdrew 
his name from consideration. The remaining 
four applicants will be interviewed soon. 

Martinez explained that he was initially 
interested in moving to the CAMPO seat to 
expand Austin’s representation on the Cap 
Metro board. Austin provides 92% of the tran- 
sit agency’s funding yet has just two represen- 
tatives (Martinez and Brewster McCracken) on 
the nine-member board. He has since conclud- 
ed that the peer review of Cap Metro being 
conducted by CAMPO is the best way to 
address the issue. Leading that effort, which 
should be completed by December, is former 
City Council Member Betty Dunkerley. 

Martinez also said he withdrew his name to 
encourage serious consideration of applicant 
Mike Manor, an African-American. Martinez 


said that after learning about the Travis Co. 
employee and his background, he felt “it 
would be an interesting perspective to have.” 
Support for Manor’s candidacy has grown. 

(The selection committee includes all four city 
of Austin CAMPO board members: Will Wynn, 
McCracken, Lee Leffingwell, and Sheryl Cole.) 

In his application, Manor noted that he grew 
up in East Austin. He said: “My parents them- 
selves neither owned a car for their sole per- 
sonal use nor did my parents ever drive a car. 
My parents relied primarily and heavily upon 
public transportation.” He also wrote: “Why 
Now? Why Me? My personal passions are 
addressing race, cultural, geographical and 
economic equality, and ameliorating, eliminat- 
ing the adverse effects of poverty through 
business and family-friendly policies and 
macro relationships facilitated through public 
sector governance and private sector ingenu- 
ity. My professional convictions are: affordabili- 
ty, accessibility, availability, appropriateness, 
and adequacy.” Manor is a social-services pro- 
gram administrator with Travis Co. and has 
served on numerous community boards, 
including Austin Area Interreligious Ministries. 

But don’t count him in just yet - the selection 
committee still has four interviews to conduct. 
They will interview all candidates on Friday, Aug. 
22, at the Travis Co. Commissioners Court from 1 
to 4pm; members hope to make a decision im- 
mediately after the interviews. - Katherine Gregor 


McCaul’s Islamic ‘Rescue’ 


In recent weeks, Republican Rep. Michael 
McCaul of Austin has been championing a 
documentary, Karachi Kids, that purportedly 
told the story of two American boys being 
held against their will at a radical madrassa 
(Islamic holy school) in Pakistan after being 
sent there by their father, an Atlanta cab 
driver. The representative of Congressional 
District 10, which stretches from Austin to 
Houston, even went so far as to introduce 
legislation “Encouraging the United States 
Secretary of State to work with the Govern- 
ment of Pakistan to secure the return to the 
United States of all American children being 
educated in madrassas in Pakistan,” and he 
met with Pakistani President Pervez 
Musharraf to secure the boys’ release. 

But in the famous words of Gilda Radner’s 
Emily Litella character: “Oh. Never mind.” 

On Sunday, CNN aired a report showing that 
the filmmaker, Imran Raza, apparently focused 
on the wrong madrassa. The teenage boys, 
Noor Elahi Khan and Mahboob Elahi Khan, 
were sent to the Jamia Binoria SITE madrassa 
in Karachi, but CNN received documents, actu- 
ally sent to them from McCaul’s office, noting 
that, “because of its name, this madrasa is 
often confused with the more prominent and 
powerful Binori Town Madrasa” - an avowedly 
radical and pro-Taliban madrassa located right 
across the street. CNN also quoted U.S. State 
Department officials saying, “The Jamia 
Binoria SITE Madrassa is known to U.S. offi- 
cials as a moderate institution favored by 
Pakistan i-Americans for its moderate and toler- 
ant Islamic instruction.” 


According to CNN, the boys’ father, Fazal 
Khan, was “astonished” by the allegations 
made by the film and said McCaul never 
contacted him. The boys said that they 
never received any sort of militant training 
and were only taught to read the Quran. “I 
wasn’t brainwashed at all,” said one of the 
boys. McCaul may have some apologizing to 
do: On Fox News, McCaul said, “I think we 
have to question the loyalty of this father.” 

Filmmaker Raza stands by his depic- 
tion of the teens’ education, but, “I take 
responsibility” for “errors that sort of spun 
out of control” in Karachi Kids, including 
allegations that Osama bin Laden spoke at 
the school before 9/11. He said he’ll be re- 
editing the film. 

At press time, McCaul’s office had not 
responded to the Chronicle, but told CNN: 
“The Taliban is known to recruit from 
Deobandi [an Islamic revivalist movement] 
madrassas, including Jamia Binoria, and train 
their recruits as terrorists. ... Any Americans 
among the recruits represent a potential 
threat to the United States because of their 
unfettered access to this country.” 

Jon Niven, spokesman for McCaul’s 
Democratic opponent, Larry Joe Doherty, 
called McCaul’s actions a “failed publicity 
stunt.” McCaul, he said, “has been pro- 
claiming ‘Mission Accomplished’ for weeks, 
and now we find out it was all a fraud. Just 
as the director of this documentary is taking 
responsibility, Michael McCaul must take 
responsibility instead of shifting the blame.”

PERMIT WOES 

Seeing the (Enchanted) Forest for the trees 


Ever since the July 18 announcement that the Austin 
Enchanted Forest may face permanent closure over permit 
problems, there’s been a remarkable outpouring of public 
support for the unique 3V2-acre outdoor art space on Oltorf 
near South Lamar. (Just ask any media outlet or local official 
with an e-mail account.) But both the forest’s owner and city 
staff stress they are working together to find ways to keep 
the site open and legal. 

Owner and operator Albert DeLoach created the forest by 
consolidating three plots. His family lives on one, and artists 
use the other two for large installations. DeLoach estimates 
more than 150 artists have displayed their work there this 
year alone. That’s very different to how the place looked when 
he took it over, which he described as “a grown-over jungle” 
and home to the nation’s oldest hobo camp. Initially he was 
happy to share the property with them, but “as far as they 
were concerned, I was trespassing on their land,” he said. So 
he moved them off, built a back fence, and started the long 
and expensive process of cleaning the land. 

He also tried to make sure he followed city ordinances by 
gaining a temporary-use permit in 2006, renewable every six 
months. That’s the same kind of permit normally granted for 
short-term events like Christmas-tree sales - “basically, any time 
you put up a tent,” explained Battalion Chief Don Smith, who 
serves as spokesman for the city’s Public Assembly Code 
Enforcement team. Smith explained: “They were doing some 
acoustical music under that tent, and it wasn’t really a big deal. 
As a fire department, we didn’t know of any problems with it.” 

The venue’s troubles began after the city received a noise 
complaint on May 27. On July 4 the PACE group informed 
DeLoach it would perform a site inspection the next day. 
According to Smith, there had been a series of changes to the 
site, including construction and electrical work that were out of 
code. His group informed DeLoach the violations meant the 
permit could not be renewed. While DeLoach has tried to fix the 
immediate health and safety problems, he says the evolving 
nature of the site is part of the process. He explained: “You 


know how people say, 'Build it, and they 
will come’? Well, we said let us build our 
community first, and then build a building 
that will specifically house the needs of 
the community.” 

While there are stages and live perfor- 
mances in the forest, he said: “I don’t 
want to be forced into being an outdoor 
event space, because that’s not the 
drive for what we are. ... Our goal is to 
build a self-sustaining arts and commu- 
nity center.” He says he’s already con- 
sulted with businesses that have gone 
energy-, waste-, and carbon-neutral. 

Contrary to rumors, Smith said, the 
PACE group is not trying to close anything, 
but there are serious code concerns to 
deal with. Yet even before the storm of 
complaints, Smith’s group was feeling the 
effects of the potential closure. “Captain [Jeff] Solomon went out 
there on the 17th, and he was very upset that he had to tell 
[DeLoach] this,” he said. DeLoach echoed this, praising Solomon 
for working toward finding a solution. Smith advised DeLoach to 
contact the city’s Development Assistance Center and said 
he hoped they could find “some kind of zoning allowance that 
would fit what they were doing.” But this would need to satisfy 
not just DeLoach and his supporters but city regulations and 
DeLoach’s neighbors, too. “It is a unique spot, and it is some- 
thing that helps the ambience of Austin, but there are two sides 
to every story,” said Smith. “The quality of life can go both ways.” 

Now there’s a ray of hope. DeLoach said that he has a meet- 
ing organized with the mayor’s office for this Thursday (July 31) 
to discuss potential zoning and permitting solutions. One 
option is a special-events permit (“Chief Smith explained to me 
it’s like for when the circus comes into town,” said DeLoach), 
which would give him more flexibility than a new temporary-use 


permit. Describing the city’s response so far as “very amiable 
and very hospitable,” he said that Mayor Will Wynn’s Chief of 
Staff Rich Bailey “had already talked to the City Council indi- 
vidually, and none of them wants to see the forest closed.” 

For the time being, DeLoach has had to cancel a fundraiser 
for several local co-ops and performances by two theatre 
companies. But his biggest immediate concern is that the 
permit problems may derail his annual Haunted Forest trail. 
The Halloween event pays for property taxes, subsidizes exhi- 
bitions, and contributes seed money to the annual Art 
Outside event. DeLoach estimates he is already personally 
$12,000 down this year, but that’s a small cost. “I have 
always paid all the artists,” he said, “and I continue to do it 
because there’s a need.” - Richard Whittaker

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“Walkability” has been an 
avowed goal of Austin’s city 
leaders and plan- 
ners for some 
time now. So 
how are we 
doing? Well, 
according to 
WalkScore.com, we 
could still use a lot c 
improvement. Using Google 

Maps technology, Walk Score calculates 
the “walkability score” of a location by 
taking into account nearby stores, restau- 
rants, schools, parks, etc., and measuring 
“how easy it is to live a car-lite lifestyle” in 
the area. Among America’s 40 largest cit- 
ies, we ranked a paltry 29th, with a score 
of 49 out of 100. By comparison, top-rat- 
ed San Francisco scored 86, and Portland, 
Ore. - a model for many of Austin’s transit 
ideas - ranked 10th with a 66. Walk 
Score said Austin’s most walkable neigh- 
borhoods are Downtown (90) and the UT 
and West Campus areas (both 87). Down 
at the bottom, Southeast Austin rated only 
an 8. The site will also calculate a score 
for your exact address. - Lee Nichols 


Driver Sentenced in Bicycle Fatality 


“Vilhelm Hesness was a man who had a pro- 
found reverence for all life. He rescued dogs and 
stray cats, healed their wounds, and made them 
part of his family. He was the kind of man who 
taught adults to read and volunteered at Hospice. 
He held degrees in philosophy, library science, and 
law.” Those were the words of 
Gerd Hesness-Frudakis as she 
choked back tears following 
the July 24 sentencing of 
motorist Richard Alan Lee, 
who struck and killed her 
brother, a respected 56-year 
old Austin attorney, as he was 
bicycling along Manchaca 
Road on July 11, 2007. 

Lee pleaded guilty to man- 
slaughter, a second-degree fel- 
ony, as part of a plea agree- 
ment with Travis Co. prosecu- 
tors. He drew a sentence of eight years probation, 
200 hours of community service, and 60 days in 
jail, in addition to losing his driver’s license for one 
year. Bicycle advocates and others following the 
case expressed disappointment in the sentence. 
Though Lee was initially charged with intoxication 
manslaughter, which carries a minimum 120-day 
jail sentence, a grand jury handed down a man- 


slaughter indictment. Accident reports cited “fail- 
ure to control speed” as a contributing factor in 
the accident, and toxicology reports found five pre- 
scription drugs in Lee’s bloodstream, including 
sedatives, an antidepressant, and a tranquilizer. 
Assistant District Attorney Laurie Manske said 

Lee’s “reckless acts formed 
the basis for his indict- 
ment,” and his sentence 
was based on his “lack of 
prior criminal history.” 

“This is a tragedy,” Lee 
said as he left the court. “If 
I could trade places with 
him I would.” He said drugs 
didn’t play a role in the 
accident. “I’ve been taking 
them for years, and I’m still 
taking them today.” The 
drugs were prescribed by 
two different doctors, Lee said, adding, “I had to 
present an affidavit that each doctor knew what 
the other was prescribing.” To other drivers, Lee 
said: “Slow down and be real careful. This came 
up so quick, I had no way to avoid it.” 

The Hesness family agreed to Lee’s plea deal 
as an alternative to a jury trial. Evangelos Frudakis, 
Hesness’ brother-in-law, said, “We were led to 


believe by the district attorney that juries were his- 
torically lenient on local motor vehicle accidents.” 
Hesness-Frudakis added, “No punishment is strong 
enough for the loss we feel, but we were afraid that 
if it went to a trial, there would’ve been no punish- 
ment at all, which would’ve been unbearable.” 
Anytime a case goes to trial, the outcome 
becomes unknown when a judge and jury select 
the sentencing,” said Manske. “We felt like a 
lengthy period of supervision would assure the 
defendant could be held accountable and remain 
responsible to the community. We take bike safe- 
ty very seriously and remind everyone that reck- 
less acts can lead to tragedy.” 

In a letter responding to the outcome of the 
case, Luke Kimble, a longtime friend and riding 
partner of Hesness, said: “What I have learned 
from following this case is that a cyclist’s life has 
little value in our court system. You can be run 
down and killed by a driver under the influence, 
and the penalty for this action is minor compared 
to the cost of a human life.” 

Following the court proceedings, Hesness- 
Frudakis said: “I have this horrible, scary thought 
that there are actually people out there who resent 
bicyclists and who try to scare them. That kind of 
thing has to be punished. With the country’s fuel 
problems, bicycles will become more well-used, and 
if better accommodations aren’t made for them, 
there will be more terrible accidents.”

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PUC GATHERING THE WESTERN WIND 


In July, the Public Utility Commission of 

Texas approved a plan to build nearly 5 billion 
dollars’ worth of power lines to carry wind-gen- 
erated electricity from West Texas’ booming 
wind farms to the state’s major cities, includ- 
ing Austin. The decision will boost Texas’ 
standing as the nation’s No. 1 wind-producing 
state, while supplying enough new energy to 
power roughly 4.6 million homes. Advocates 
say the plan could cut statewide electric bills, 
create in excess of 8,000 new jobs, and even 
serve future West Texas solar farms. But the 
decision over just how much line capacity to 
approve wasn’t without turbulence. Some 
observers cast the debate as a showdown 
between status-quo fossil-fuel forces protecting 
their turf and a large contingent of investors 
struggling to bring something new and clean 
to the market. In the end, the PUC chose a 
compromise plan that will vastly boost the 
state’s wind capacity. But many believe regula- 
tors missed a rare opportunity by not picking 
the most ambitious power line build-out, which 
was favored by greens, lawmakers, 
and major investors alike. 

The number of wind farms built 
over the past several years has grown 
rapidly, causing a transmission bottle- 
neck out west, thereby leaving avail- 
able wind power underutilized. Senate 
Bill 20, passed in 2005, directed reg- 
ulators to lay the groundwork for new 
wind-facilitating power lines. During 
the subsequent deliberations, every- 
one from utilities to oil and gas companies to 
billionaire investors weighed in. Three propos- 
als emerged, with the first, Scenario 1, adding 
5,150 megawatts to the grid at a cost of $3.8 
billion and the last and most ambitious, 
Scenario 3, adding 17,956 MW at a cost of 
$6.4 billion (see chart). Forty-nine state legisla- 
tors, including 19 GOP lawmakers known as 
the Conservative Coalition, formally favored the 
most ambitious scenario. But the PUC - which 
is made up of all Gov. Perry appointees - 
approved the middle-of-the-road option, 

Scenario 2, by a 2-1 vote. “This decision was a 
compromise, but it’s still a huge step forward,” 
said Austin-based energy consultant and wind 
expert Mike Sloan. “On the other hand, estab- 
lished coal and natural gas interests should 
feel fortunate that Texas is delaying an addi- 
tional 6,400 megawatts of new wind power ... 
as part of Scenario 3 - enough power to pro- 
duce about twice as much electricity as the 
entire city of Austin currently uses.” 

City-owned utility Austin Energy is known 
for its green initiatives yet initially backed 
Scenario 1, which would add to the grid less 
than half the amount of power as the middle 
scenario and decrease smog and C0 2 by an 
underwhelming 4%. The utility eventually sup- 
ported Scenario 2 but stopped short of sup- 
porting No. 3 because of uncertainty about 
where the future concentrations of wind farms 
will be and how many will be needed in the 
future. “We do not take Scenario 2 to be a mid- 
range or moderate build-out. It includes over 
2,300 miles of new high-voltage transmission, 
will cost $5 billion ... and will allow the amount 
of wind power from West Texas to more than tri- 


ple,” said Mark Dreyfus, Austin Energy’s direc- 
tor of regional and government affairs. By 
2014, the expected completion date for the 
build-out, he said, “We’ll have a better idea of 
where people have developed wind farms, what 
the new challenges in the transmission grid 
are, and what the next stage should be.” 
“Austin Energy has some great people and 
does many good things,” commented Sloan. 
“However, coal remains Austin Energy’s num- 
ber one fuel source. For renewable energy 
and for the environment, it will be a 
happy day when Austin is no longer 
in the coal business.” 

The parties that 
favored Scenario 1, 
calling it the 
more “measured” 
approach, include 
companies such as 
ExxonMobil, Chev- 
ron, ConocoPhillips, Halliburton, 
and Luminant (formerly TXU), which

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profit from coal or natural-gas-generated ener- 
gy. Their arguments cited wind’s intermittence, 
its inability to be scaled up when needed, and 
its tendency to diminish around hot afternoon 
energy-demand peaks. But the Electric 
Reliability Council of Texas, which over- 
sees the state’s power grid, said that power 
supplies would remain reliable even in the 
most ambitious scenario. Spokeswoman 
Dottie Roark said ERCOT uses a sophisticat- 
ed new wind forecasting tool and will contract 
with existing power plants (typically natural 
gas) to remain ready to mitigate wind drop- 
offs during high demand. During the July pro- 
ceedings, PUC Commissioner Paul Hudson 
questioned the “cautionary tone” of Scenario 
l’s fossil-fuel-friendly supporters, saying, 
“Aren’t you asking us to constrain the market 
by virtue of asking us to constrain transmis- 
sion development?” His comments pointed to 
the irony of their position, suddenly favoring 
the kind of constraints energy producers and 
refiners have long blamed for high prices. 
Meanwhile, diversifying oil companies BP and 
Shell formally broke ranks with their petro- 
competitors and threw their support behind 
the most ambitious scenarios. Both co-own 
wind projects and are planning new ones. 

Private investors, including billionaires T. 
Boone Pickens and Warren Buffett, as well 
as a list of major utilities, have lined up to fund 
the upfront cost of the lines. Under state regu- 
lations, they’re allowed to recoup costs from 
ratepayers. While most market watchers esti- 
mate that the lines will add about $4 to an 
average electric bill, wind boosters say that in 
the five or so years it will take for lines to be 


built and charges to show up on customers’ 
bills, prices for natural gas (which supplies 
about 40% of the state’s energy) are likely to 
rise. By then, cheap, new wind power should 
offset the natural gas costs, resulting in net 
savings for customers (assuming energy retail- 
ers pass along some of those savings). At a 
press conference in support of Scenario 3, 
state Rep. Mark Strama said, “The benefits 
of investing in a renewable energy source such 
as wind power outweigh the costs 3-to-l.” 

State Sen. Kirk Watson, who joined Stra- 
ma’s call for maximum wind, said: “Every major 
Texas city has smog and air pollution prob- 
lems. More wind energy will result in sig- 
nificant improvements in air quality 
in all metropolitan areas.” Watson 
noted that more wind may also 
ensure Texas’ ability to supply 
affordable energy, given recent 
Department of Energy esti- 
mates that statewide power 
costs could rise up to 62% if 
federal carbon dioxide emissions 
limits are enacted. 

“While we would have pre- 
ferred the most aggressive sce- 
nario, we think the commission 
did a good job of balancing the 
need to use more wind to lower 
fuel costs and to develop ways 
to assure the grid remains sta- 
ble to prevent blackouts,” said 
Public Citizen’s Tom “Smitty” 
Smith. “However, dark clouds 
may be looming on the horizon. 

The commissioners delayed a 
decision until the end of the month on 
whether to give priority on these lines to so- 
called ‘clean’ coal and nuclear plants.” 

Smith has called for separate hearings on 
line prioritization. - Daniel Mottola 

Austin’s Clean 
Energy Future 

In a presentation to City Council last 
Thursday, Austin Energy General Manager 
Roger Duncan laid out how the utility hopes 
to meet the city’s future energy needs. AE’s 
plan includes building a large-scale solar farm 
on city-owned land in Webberville and spend- 
ing $2.3 billion to construct and source power 
from a wood-waste-fueled biomass plant in 
East Texas. Duncan also detailed AE’s plan to 
cap carbon dioxide output at 2007 levels and 
reduce it to 2005 levels by 2014, partially 
through the use of purchased carbon offsets. 

The city will continue to employ aggressive 
energy-conservation tactics to offset power 
needs, Duncan explained, including enhancing 
city codes for zero-energy-capable buildings. 

AE won’t add any new power from coal or 
nuclear sources but will expand its Sand Hill 
natural-gas plant near the airport, adding 300 
megawatts by 2013. By 2020, AE will add 
nearly 600 MW from wind as well as 100 MW 
from solar sources like the Webberville site, a 
large-scale West Texas solar farm, and spaces 
in Austin deemed “solar-applicable” (think 
parking lots). The utility is also investigating 
coastal wind power and energy-storage tech- 
nology. Austin Energy begins gathering public 
input this fall and will present a formal recom- 
mendation to council in 2009. - D.M. 
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Noriega on Energy ... 
Looks Familiar 

You know those kids’ puzzles where you have to find the 
four or five differences between two nearly identical cartoons? 
That’s how Texas voters might feel as they try to distinguish 
between the energy plans of our incumbent junior U.S. sena- 
tor, Republican John Cornyn, and his Democratic challenger, 
state Rep. Rick Noriega of Houston. 

On July 15, Noriega unveiled his energy plan, in an attempt 
to attack Cornyn on one of the few issues that Republicans 
have going for them this election. Noriega’s ideas - available 
online at www.ricknoriega.com/energyplan - contain some surpris- 
es not normally expected from a Democratic candidate. For 
example, rather than shunning the idea of offshore drilling, 
Noriega embraces it. 

Noriega - an employee of CenterPoint Energy - leads with 
a big emphasis on renewables, but tucked away on p.4 of the 
11-page document is a call to lift the ban on offshore drill- 
ing. “Rick Noriega believes that we cannot drill ourselves out 
of our current problems but recognizes that we must attack our 
energy problem from all angles,” the policy paper reads, “which 
includes allowing offshore drilling as long as that oil is required 
to be used in the United States, not exported overseas. The 
Noriega plan will encourage states to decide for themselves on 
their drilling plans and will support lifting the congressional 
ban on offshore exploration.” 

Noriega’s plan also includes a call for oil companies to wring 
what they can from currently unused leases they hold. Calling 
such leases “potentially highly productive,” he demands that 
the companies “drill or give up the leases they hold on 68 mil- 
lion acres of undeveloped federal land.” 

Noriega does propose ambitious renewable-energy goals, the 
most notable being “100% in 10”: He calls for all of Texas’ 
household electricity usage to come from renewable sources 
by 2019 - “10 years after Noriega will take office,” as the 
paper puts it. He also calls for a national renewable portfolio 
standard (requiring 20% of the nation’s electricity to come from 
renewable sources by 2020), a renewable fuels standard (mak- 
ing available more alternative-fuels gas pumps), heavily invest- 
ing in research and development of alternative fuels, safer 
nuclear and “clean coal” technologies, and improving the 
transmission grid to deliver wind power from West Texas. Other 
initiatives include raising Corporate Average Fuel Economy 
standards - the average miles per gallon of automakers’ fleets 
- to 50 mpg by 2020, establishing a National Energy Secretary 
office in Texas to capitalize on our state’s role in the energy 
industry, strengthening the Federal Trade Commission’s authori- 



ty to investigate artificial price hikes, and subjecting OPEC to 
American antitrust laws. 

Cornyn quickly counterattacked. The morning after the plan’s 
unveiling, spokesman Kevin McLaughlin issued a press 
release stating, “Maybe today he will explain why he thinks 
most states should choose their energy destiny, but not 
Alaska,” McLaughlin wrote, referring to popular sentiment in 
that state that the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge should 
be opened to drilling. Asked about that later at a UT campus 
press conference, Noriega replied that if Alaskans vote in favor 
of drilling the refuge, “I would certainly take another look at it.” 
However, in a Monday teleconference, Noriega backtracked and 
said that he regarded the refuge as federal property and differ- 
ent from the offshore waters of states. (It’s worth noting that 
state authority over coastal waters extends only three miles - 
after that, it’s federal property for about 50 miles.) 

Following the UT event, McLaughlin pointed out the obvious 
- that offshore drilling has been part of the Republican “Drill 
Here, Drill Now” campaign, not the Democrats’ agenda. 
“Eighty percent of his plan is pretty much the same as John 
Cornyn’s,” McLaughlin said. “The only difference is where he 
gets off the rails a little bit and talks about suing OPEC and 
investigating American energy companies regarding price goug- 
ing, and that’s his solution for immediate relief. Quite frankly, 
basic economics tells us this is a supply and demand issue.” 

The drilling component wasn’t enough to deter Luke 
Metzger of Environment Texas from heaping praise on the 


plan: “It’s pretty good. I’m pretty excited about it. There’s defi- 
nitely a few things I don’t agree with, but overall it’s pretty bold 
and really takes advantage of a lot of what Texas has to offer 
as far as renewable energy. The 100 percent renewable energy 
for homes is a pretty big deal. ... I’m not excited about the 
drilling offshore and the support of nuclear power, but by and 
large, it’s pretty impressive.” Metzger called the “100%” pro- 
posal (which echoes a similar national challenge recently 
issued by former Vice President Al Gore) “entirely realistic.” 

As for Cornyn, “He’s routinely voted against ambitious ener- 
gy plans,” Metzger says. “On a number of issues, he’s been on 
the wrong side. ... His emphasis is definitely on maintaining 
the status quo and trying to eke out the last bits of fossil fuels 
without having a strong plan to break our dependence.” 

Both Metzger and Noriega targeted Cornyn for voting last 
year against House Resolution 6049, a renewable-energy bill. 
McLaughlin defended the “nay” vote against a bill that “raised 
taxes, gave benefits to trial lawyers, and contained numerous 
earmarks that disadvantaged Texas.” 

Former Austin Chronicle environmental reporter Robert 
Bryce offers quite a different take from Metzger, dismissing 
both Noriega and Cornyn. Bryce, now the managing editor of 
Energy Tribune, a trade publication, doubts that energy inde- 
pendence is even possible - in fact, his most recent book is 
titled Gusher of Lies: The Dangerous Delusions of “ Energy 
Independence ". Bryce supports offshore drilling but says, “The 
‘energy independence’ line polls well, but they both should 
know it’s hogwash.” 

“The first thing that jumps out to me is that Noriega is 
breaking with the Democrats and saying that he is in favor of 
more offshore drilling,” Bryce says. “The Democratic leadership 
- [House Speaker Nancy] Pelosi, [Senate Majority Leader 
Harry] Reid, and [House Majority Leader Steny] Hoyer - are all 
[in] lockstep against that. ... And he says, ‘Let’s lift the ban on 
offshore drilling,’ but he doesn’t say a word about [the Arctic 
National Wildlife Refuge]. 

“If you look at Noriega’s [energy plan] and Cornyn’s [litera- 
ture], they both have the big pictures of the windmills. And so, 
windmills are fashionable now, and everybody’s saying, ‘This is 
the solution to the future.’ Well, no, it’s not. It’s just flat not. 

It’s not going to necessarily reduce our foreign oil consumption 
as Boone Pickens claims, but they make pretty pictures, and 
so people use them. ... Noriega’s plan seems to be standard 
Democratic Party boilerplate, except for the offshore drilling.” 

Noriega says the plan’s ambitiousness is not a reason to 
dismiss it. “I have full faith and confidence in our capacity to 
realize that new mousetrap,” Noriega said. “How absurd did 
we all think it was when the president [Kennedy] stood up 
there and said, ‘Before the end of the decade, we’ll put a 
man on the moon’?” - Lee Nichols 


NADER STUMPS FOR PREZ 


He’s run for president as an independent, a 
Green, and even a write-in Democrat: Noted 
consumer-rights activist Ralph Nader was in 
Austin July 27 to promote his 2008 presiden- 
tial campaign as an independent. This makes 
him the fourth presidential hopeful - along 
with Green Party candidate Cynthia McKin- 
ney, Libertarian Bob Barr, and presumptive 
Democratic presidential nominee Sen. Barack 
Obama - who’s visited Austin this election 
cycle. (Sen. John McCain only made it to 
Round Rock.) 

During a speech before an estimated 
300-strong crowd at the Trinity United Methodist 
Church, Nader attacked the two-party system, 
the corporate influence on Congress, and what 
he called Obama’s right-wing voting record. He 
had particular criticism for the way presidents 
are elected, noting that eight of the last 24 


commanders-in-chief were elected without a 
majority of votes cast (sidestepping the fact 
that it took third-party and independent candi- 
dates like himself to make that happen). His 
most vehement attack was reserved for “the 
contented classes,” which he accused of con- 
fusing personal liberty with civic liberty and 
becoming politically disengaged. 

His vice presidential running mate Matt 
Gonzalez, the former president of San 
Francisco’s Board of Supervisors, praised 
Nader and said, “As an outsider, he has 
passed more significant legislation than any 
other candidate.” Stressing their platform of 
universal health care, workers’ rights, and 
holding companies more accountable, he 
added, “Despite much of the criticism you will 
sometimes hear of our candidacy, on these 
particular issues, we have majority support.” 


Nader, who again claimed that his 2000 can- 
didacy helped Vice President Al Gore because 
it forced him to take more populist positions, 
argued that it is essential to raise these issues 
in the context of the presidential campaigns. 
Much like presidential contender and U.S. Rep. 
Ron Paul, R-Texas, who plans to turn the 
momentum of his primary run into a “Campaign 
for Liberty,” Nader hopes he will at least spark 
debate. He asked, “If [the issues] are not going 
to be discussed in the campaign, do you think 
they’re going to be considered by whichever 
candidate from the two parties wins?” 

That may be the biggest impact of his can- 
didacy. While Nader’s staff said he was poll- 
ing between 5% and 6% (the latest 
Rasmussen numbers put him at 2%), as an 
independent he faces an uphill struggle for 
ballot access. According to his campaign

website (www.votenader.org), the only state 
where he’s been certified for the November 
ballot is Washington. Applications, petitions, 
and litigation in other states are pending.

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Breast-Feeding Campaign Kicks Off 
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Research shows that 
breast-feeding aids mental 
development, increases emo- 
tional bonds, reduces the risk 
of type 2 child diabetes, and is 
more cost efficient than formu- 
la - yet the majority of Texas 
mothers stop breast-feeding 
before the recommended 6 
months. According to Gail 
Gresham, breast-feeding coor- 
dinator for Women, Infants, 
and Children, the problem is a 
lack of support for mothers in 
the face of social and physical 
roadblocks. WIC has partnered 
with Capital Metro, the Austin 
Public Library, and the Healthy Mothers, Healthy Babies Coalition to help mothers overcome these hurdles 
with the “I breastfeed because ...” campaign. “We want to demystify it,” says Gresham. “As a promotional 
campaign, we wanted to make it real, not just from doctors but from mothers.” Capital Metro has donated 
more than 6,000 dollars’ worth of free bus space to display ads picturing women breast-feeding and 
including real Austin mothers’ testimonials, such as, “I breastfeed because it’s normal and natural.” The ads 
will be rolling down the streets of Austin through October. In addition, the campaign is providing free class- 
es, networking opportunities, and health resources to the community. This Friday, WIC hosts a World 
Breastfeeding Day celebration at City Hall. See “Res Publica,” p.14, for details. - Sara Robberson 


Report Details DPS Failures in Fire Case 


The Department of Public Safety on 

Monday released its internal investigation into 
the security failures that allowed the firebomb- 
ing of the Governor’s Mansion on June 8. 

The memo, from Sgt. Michael A. Escalante of 
the DPS’ Narcotics Service - and a former 
member of George W. Bush’s security detail 
when he was governor - to Allan B. Polunsky, 
chair of the state Public Safety Commission 
(the DPS’ oversight body), outlines both events 
the night of the fire and more importantly, 
events in the months leading up to the fire. 
Although Escalante doesn’t come to any final 
conclusions assigning blame, he does note 
several gaffes in chain-of-command reporting 
and staffing that certainly appear to have 
caused the security lapse. 

The report examines the scheduling of DPS 
troopers for mansion security, problems with 
the mansion’s electronic security equipment, 
trooper training, and mansion security policy 
and procedures. One key failure seems to be 
the staffing of only one trooper on the June 7-8 
nighttime shift. Escalante notes that before 
the First Family moved out of the mansion last 
fall so that a renovation project could begin, 
Chief Randall Elliston of the Texas Highway 
Patrol (a division of the DPS) authorized only 
one trooper during the construction work. Lt. 
David Armistead of the Governor’s Protective 
Detail worried that this would be insufficient 
and said as much to his superior, Capt. Dale 
Avant. A shift was eventually settled on for two 
troopers on weekdays and one on weekends. 
No reason was given in the report for the 
smaller weekend shift, and DPS officials said 
they have no comment on it at this time. 

Apparently, an additional trooper should 
have been requested on weekends that con- 
struction occurred. The construction manager 
told Escalante that he informed Avant that 
construction would be occurring on the June 7 
weekend, but Avant said he didn’t remember 
this. Also, another trooper should have 


informed Avant if additional troopers were 
needed, but he was incorrectly told to report 
to someone other than Avant. “As a result of 
not following the proper chains of command, 
only one trooper was scheduled. ... Two troop- 
ers should have been scheduled.” 

As for electronic-monitoring equipment, both 
inoperable equipment and insufficient training 
of troopers on the equipment were identified 
as problems. Four cameras were known not to 
be working before the fire, but after the fire, 
seven cameras were discovered to not be 
working. Also, a perimeter system of infrared 
beams was not monitored by troopers 
because a piece of equipment known as a 
Crestron monitor was not installed, and the 
troopers were not aware that the beams could 
be manually operated without it. And, “Even if 
the Crestron monitor was installed, the beams 
wouldn’t have worked because construction 
was blocking them,” wrote Escalante. “No DPS 
officers surveyed the grounds to ensure the 
beams were not blocked. None of the troopers 
knew they were supposed to do this as part of 
the property inspection duties. ... Captain 
Avant did not communicate the security equip- 
ment failures up his chain of command.” 
Finally, none of the troopers received formal 
training on mansion security but simply had 
information passed on to them by other troop- 
ers. There were written procedures on smoke- 
alarm response, but “these procedures were 
not made available to troopers working during 
the construction project.” 

On Tuesday, the DPS released two video 
clips - possibly of two individuals, possibly of 
the same person - taken by security cameras 
outside the mansion at the time of the fire.

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Hays County 
Turns Blue - ; 

and Green ) imi 

Hays Co. commissioners have 
been turning a shade of green 
recently, after nearly a decade 
of rampant growth championed 
under previous courts. Flush 
with a new $30 million parks 
bond in one of the nation’s fast- 
est-growing counties, the com- 
missioners have begun to build 
a legacy of environmentalism. 

Three Democrats elected in 
2006 - County Judge Liz 
Sumter, Precinct 2 Commissioner Jeff Barton, and Precinct 4 
Commissioner Karen Ford - dramatically changed the face of 
what had long been a GOP-controlled Commissioners Court. “I 
think the Democrats taking back the court has to be thought of 
as a positive thing for environmental issues, even though in 
our county we have many Republicans who are very committed 
to preservation and environmental health,” says Barton. While 
Democrats hold a 4-to-l advantage in seats, the lone 
Republican, Precinct 3 Commissioner Will Conley, sees him- 
self as a conservative with a green streak. He’s been as enthu- 
siastic about conservation as his colleagues. “Conservation 
and protection of open space is vitally important to my county, 
and it’s important to me personally, and it’s an issue we’re 
forced to deal with, with the unprecedented growth.” 

Barton says the consensus has been an advantage that few 
legislative bodies possess. “In the broad scheme, we share a 
common vision and a common commitment to preserving natural 
resources in Hays County. It is that commonality of purpose 
which has made us effective.” Ford agrees. “Everyone on the 
court understands the importance of open-space protection and 
having natural areas for our citizens to enjoy close up.” 

The most obvious manifestation of this new green mindset 
has been the parks bond election and the resultant focus on 
habitat preservation, watershed protection, and water access for 
citizens. The court has allocated roughly half of the $30 million 
approved by voters and has earmarked a minimum of $11.5 mil- 
lion of the remaining sum to be specifically directed toward open- 
space projects. The county has funded parks at Blue Hole in 
Wimberley, Stagecoach Park in Buda, a park in Dripping Springs 
along Little Barton Creek, the North East Regional Park in Kyle, 
and the development of a habitat conservation in San Marcos. 
The court has yet to vote on two large projects still in the works 
- Dahlstrom Ranch (see “Austin May Join Effort to Buy Aquifer 
Property,” right) and Blanco Bluff - both of which have significant 
environmental features. The court has also taken stands against 
large developments that could put water quality in jeopardy. 

Conley says the county’s growth has increased the need for 
such green space. “Once it’s gone, you’re never going to get it 
back again, and we realize that and are doing our best to make 
sure there’s an equal balance in the county.” Three years ago 
he took the lead in securing $750,000 in federal grants to 
start a Habitat Conservation Plan which would set aside space 
for endangered birds - similar to the Balcones Canyonlands 
Preserve in Travis Co. His efforts to set aside land in the west-

ern portion of the county has struck a chord with the most 
senior member of the court, Precinct 1 Commissioner Debbie 
Ingalsbe. “I strongly believe we need to acquire and maintain 
open space and green space,” she says, noting that the coun- 
ty’s west side is the most environmentally sensitive because of 
its location atop the recharge zone of the Edwards Aquifer. 

Most recently, the court convened in an emergency session 
to reject a settlement agreement in a wastewater case involving 
Belterra, a planned subdivision whose developers are seeking 
to discharge treated effluent into Bear Creek, which feeds 
Barton Springs. By rejecting the detailed compromise, Hays trig- 
gered a clause with the city of Austin, which was then obligated 
to join the county and downstream landowners in protesting the 
application at the state level. The case is currently under review 
at the Texas Commission on Environmental Quality. 

During the hearings, Ray Chester, an attorney for the develop- 
ers, named Ford as the ringleader in gathering support against 
Belterra on the court. “I was opposed to it before I was elected 
commissioner,” Ford says. “Early on I wanted to educate people 
as to what this might mean to the creek ... and the precedent 
it would set.” And, she contends, “Clean water is not a partisan 
issue.” As if to back that up, Republican Conley says, “Fighting 
the discharge issue and making sure that precedent isn’t set in 
our county ... was an important position for our court to take, 
and I was in full favor in support of that position.” 

Later this year, the commissioners are expected to approve 
new subdivision rules intended to give the county more control 
over developments, an area where counties have gained ground 
with the Legislature. “We want more authority as far as density 
... buffer zones, and impact fees,” Ingalsbe says. Barton calls 
the new rules a “landmark event” for the county. Ideally, Hays 
will be able to take advantage of changes in state law and, he 
says, “stretch the limits of what counties can do.” In years 
past, developers only had to receive permitting based on their 
first phase of the subdivision; when the new county rules are 
approved, they will make permanent the interim regulation 
requiring developers to prove verifiable and sustainable water 
sources for those new communities. 

One unique aspect of the new rules, Ford says, will be the 
inclusion of rainwater-collection systems in the water budget. “I 
don’t know whether any other county has that within their sub- 
division rules,” she says. With their eyes set on the future, the 
commissioners want to ensure their county can sustain its own 
growth well into the next generation. -Jacob Cottingham 


Phone Use Cut at Hutto 

On July 22, the Williamson Co. Commissioners Court approved a modified contract with U.S. Immigrations and Customs Enforcement that 
dramatically reduces detainee telephone privileges at the T. Don Hutto Family Residential Center. Detainees will no longer be able to make 
outgoing calls without a prepaid phone card, nor can they call 911 or receive incoming calls. The contract refers to the new setup as a “low- 
cost phone service,” suggesting finances are behind the new restrictions. But ICE spokesman Carl Rusnok offered another explanation - that 
children were abusing the 911 system. Activists are objecting because detainees’ families will not be able to locate them by phone. Moreover, 
as reported in the Taylor Daily Press, Jose Orta of LULAC has accused officials of “covering themselves” by preventing detainee emergency 
calls. In a press statement, Rusnok countered: “Medical professionals ... can provide immediate services inside the center” - Patricia J. Ruland 


AUSTIN MAY JOIN EFFORT 
TO BUY AQUIFER PROPERTY 

A large swath of environmentally sensitive land south 
of Austin could be spared from development. Several par- 
ties familiar with negotiations for a conservation ease- 
ment for the Dahlstrom Ranch in Hays Co. - 2,275 
acres of prime recharge land over the Edwards Aquifer - 
say the deal appears to be close to reality. Hays Co. com- 
missioners recently approved a partnership with the Hill 
Country Conservancy that would apply for National 
Parks Service’s Rivers, Trails and Conservation Assistance 
Program. George Cofer, executive director of the HCC, 
said the application would “create a plan for the part of 
the ranch that the family has said they’re willing to have 
public access on.” The National Parks Service would then 
pull together various stakeholders to help craft a plan for 
the property. Cofer estimated the value of those services 
at a half-million dollars. The Dahlstrom family has said it 
would allow public access on 370 acres of the ranch. “It 
will be a natural area,” Cofer said, not just a bunch of 
ball fields. 

The HCC and the city of Austin are the most likely finan- 
cial partners with Hays Co. for the purchase of the ease- 
ment. Hays Co. Commissioner Jeff Barton has been shep- 
herding the project since December. Austin City Council 
Member Lee Leffingwell, whose office has served as Hays 
County’s contact on the deal, told the Chronicle he expects 
the ranch to come up for discussion this week during coun- 
cil’s executive session. “I think it’s very likely, if the numbers 
work out, the city is going to want to participate,” he said. 
“Environmentally speaking, water-quality speaking, it’s a very 
important piece of land.” The city would dip into the remain- 
ing $15 million to $20 million in bond money that voters 
approved in 2006 for land acquisition. Hays County still has 
more than $15 million of its parks bond money. Although 
Barton had previously noted that the easement could run as 
much as $30 million, Leffingwell is confident the city’s share 
won’t break the bank. “The city’s contribution will be well 
within our means, and we’ll have money left over for other 
projects we’re looking at,” he said.

Cofer says the HCC is optimistic about the prospects for 
the conservation easement and that the Hays County 
Citizens Parks Advisory Team will score the project - a 
process required under the county’s criteria for acquisition. If, 
as expected, it scores high enough to go forward, Hays 
County Commissioners Court will likely vote on bond money 
allocation in September. The Hill Country Conservancy would 
apply for federal funds in order to help buy the easement. 
Cofer said that if everything works out according to plan, the 
deal on the easement should close by the end of 2008. 

Leffingwell said the potential partnership bodes well for 
the future: “If we can work things out on this deal, we can 
partner with Hays County on a lot of other properties in the 
recharge zone and leverage some money we have along with 
theirs and preserve as much as we can of the Barton 
Springs zone.” -J.C.

DHS BORDER FENCE 
WILL SPLIT CAMPUS 

The Bushites like to bill themselves as 
conservative, freedom-loving patriots. But 
what they’re doing in Brownsville is the 
exact opposite. 

The people of this city, located at the 
southernmost tip of Texas, right across from 
Mexico, are locked in one of several night- 
marish battles that Bush’s thuggish, autocrat- 
ic Department of Homeland Security has 
forced on border communities. At issue is 
the multibillion-dollar, ineffectual, and offen- 
sive fence that DHS is erecting in the name 
of deterring terrorists. Operating as a tyranni- 
cal police bureaucracy, department officials 
are shoving their fence right through people’s 
homes and public parks, as well as running 
over ordinary civility and common sense. 

In Brownsville, for example, the fence 
would cut a jagged line through University of 
Texas-Brownsville, severing 180 acres of the 
school from the rest of campus.

Then there’s the fact that this university has 
a unique cross-border mission, serving people 
on both sides - people who will now be sepa- 
rated by armed agents. As the school’s presi- 
dent notes, “To slice off the ‘bi’ part of bina- 
tional violates the essence of this university.” 

But forget logic and good will. DHS’ auto- 
crats assert that they can build the fence 
wherever they want, with or without university 
consent, and they are proceeding with condem- 
nation of the land. Tell me: What’s conserva- 
tive, freedom-loving, and patriotic about that? 


DODGING A TAX 
BY DISSING PRINGLES 

Corporations commonly try to dodge their 
tax responsibilities, but it’s unusual for one to 
dis its own product in order to avoid paying. 

Yet that’s what Procter & Gamble has 
done with Pringles, the salty spud snacks 
stacked in a tube. When Pringles were intro- 
duced, they were pitched as a sort of super 
potato chip, touted as superior because the 
tube prevented the terrible tragedy of chips 
crumbling. Personally, I’ve always liked chip 
crumbles. But so what? Pringles were a tri- 
umph of neatness over nature. And now 
they’ve triumphed over the tax man. 

England’s tax office claimed that Pringles 
were subject to a tax that’s applied to prod- 
ucts made from potatoes. P&G lawyers, how- 
ever, scoffed at the idea that a Pringle merited 
potato status. It doesn’t taste like a chip, they 
confessed. It gives no crunchy sensation, they 
demurred. It has a shape that “is not found in 
nature,” they conceded. Plus, they revealed 
that while the thing contains some potato 
flour, it is not made from potato slices. 

Still, the tax office argued that Pringles are 
a potato “crisp,” the British word for chip. 

Not so, cried P&G’s lawyers, even though the 
label on tubes of Pringles boldly declares the 
product to be “potato crisps.” Forget what 
the label says, countered the lawyers - 
labels are designed as consumer come-ons, 
not as legal proclamations. Look at the 
ingredients, they said - the bulk is corn flour, 
wheat starch, rice flour, fat, emulsifiers, 
sugar, monosodium glutamate, and such - 
not potato. Therefore, concluded the 
defense, it’s more of a biscuit. 

The judge, perhaps taking a bite of the 
thing, agreed, ruling that Pringles were not 
“made from the potato” as defined by the 
tax code. Thus, P&G avoided a tax by 
maligning the product it advertises so heavi- 
ly as potato crisps. One wonders: Will they 
now change the label? Nah - that would be 
too honest.

YOUR TEXAS DEATH MACHINE 
GETS ROLLING ONCE AGAIN 


The needles are charged and ready. 

After a brief legal hiatus to determine 
whether the commonly used drug-injection 
cocktail can stand constitutional muster - and 
the courts having ruled that we shouldn’t pay 
too close attention to such things - the Texas 
death machine, headquartered in Austin and 
administered in Huntsville, is again building 
up speed. Two Texas inmates were executed in 
July, with one more scheduled at press time; 
at this writing, six are scheduled to die in 
August, three more in September, and two in 
October. That pace will allow Texas to main- 
tain its long-running leadership in the capital 
punishment sweepstakes. Although in recent 
years some states have approached Texas in 
per capita executions, in raw numbers of 
staged homicides, Texas has no peer. 

Speaking in Austin last month, Lawrence 
Lessig recalled his own experience as a 
Supreme Court clerk (to Justice Antonin 
Scalia) and specifically the bureaucratic night- 
mare of capital punishment 
litigation, in which issues of 
life and death regularly defer 
to obstructive legislation, 
biased courtrooms, and arbi- 
trary judicial deadlines. “You 
can have differing views about 
the death penalty,” Lessig 
said, “but you cannot support the death pen- 
alty once you see how the system actually 
works.” Reporting on the death penalty - 
especially as practiced in Texas - delivers 
much the same impression: Once you look 
closely at almost any capital punishment case, 
you discover how arbitrary, capricious, and 
politicized is the administration of death. 
Virtually every capital case record is tainted by 
incomplete investigation, inadequate defense 
counsel, overzealous prosecution, pre-emptive 
judgment, and a political and cultural atmo- 
sphere that makes a mockery of the fair appli- 
cation of justice. The more heinous the crime, 
the less likely a fair trial or subsequent appeal 
- too much is at stake for the state to risk its 
authority to kill. 

In her story this week, Jordan Smith looks 
closely at just three of the upcoming string of 
death row executions scheduled this month. 
The first case raises issues of international law, 
for which Gov. Rick Perry and Texas are defy- 
ing the federal government, President Bush, 
and U.S. treaty obligations in order to make 
certain the state can kill one young thug with- 
out delay - and ignore the legal claims of 


another 15 Mexican nationals on death row. 
The second undermines the state’s continuing 
reliance on an unexamined and unregulated 
method of poisoning its victims and demon- 
strates that the state is officially uninterested 
in examining its casually adopted execution 
procedures, designed chiefly to hide the effects 
of our actions from our own eyes. The third 
case involves a mentally disabled young man 
who wasn’t even present when his “capital 
crime” took place - the state’s unique “law of 
parties” provides a special adaptation to 
amplify the ricochet of a single murder. 

As Smith’s story documents, the applica- 
tion of the death penalty will always be 
arbitrary and capricious, and therefore 
unjust. The three cases reported here are 
more rule than exception, and the appeal 
process is a sham. When President Bush 
chose to commute the sentence of Lewis 
“Scooter” Libby for obstruction of justice, 
David Dow of the University of Houston 
Law Center pointed out in a 
letter to The New York Times: 
When George W Bush was 
governor of Texas, he presided 
over more than 150 executions. 
In more than one-third of the 
cases -57 in all- lawyers repre- 
senting condemned inmates 
asked then-Governor Bush for a commutation of 
sentence, so that the inmates would serve life in 
prison rather than face execution. 

Some of these inmates had been represented by 
lawyers who slept during trials. Some were men- 
tally retarded. Some were juveniles at the time 
they committed the crime for which they were 
sentenced to death. 

In all these cases, Governor Bush refused to 
commute their sentences, saying that the inmates 
had had full access to the judicial system. . . . 

President Bush’s commutation of Mr. Libby’s 
sentence is certainly legal, but it just as surely 
offends the fundamental constitutional value 
of equality. 

Because President Bush signed a commuta- 
tion, a rich and powerful man will spend not a 
day in prison, while 57 poor and poorly connected 
human beings died because Governor Bush 
refused to lift a pen for them. 

In short, you can hold any number of theo- 
retical opinions about capital punishment. 
But in good conscience, when you honestly 
consider how the Texas capital punishment 
system actually works, you cannot support the 
death penalty. - Michael King

A NATION OF LAWS? 

Scheduled, for Execution 
Aug. 5: Jose Medellin 

There is no doubt that the crime for which 
33-year-old Jose Ernesto Medellin was sen- 
tenced to die was horrific. And there is no 
arguing that Medellin did not participate in 
the brutal gang rape in Houston that claimed 
the lives of two teen girls. There is also no 
question that Medellin, a Mexican national, 
was denied the opportunity after he was 
arrested to consult with Mexican consular 
officials regarding his detention and prosecu- 
tion, as guaranteed under provisions of the 
1963 Vienna Convention on Consular 
Relations, to which the U.S. is a party. 

At issue now, just days before his Aug. 5 
execution date, is whether that violation of 
Convention protection prejudiced Medellin’s 
defense and, more broadly, whether the state 


of Texas (or any other state) is actually required 
to enforce the provisions of international law. 
To international-law experts, including Sarah 
Cleveland, a former UT law professor who 
now teaches at Columbia, Texas’ failure to 
comply with the provisions of international 
treaties could have far-reaching implications. 
The U.S. “has relied repeatedly on the enforce- 
ability of this and other treaty obligations 
abroad,” she said. “If we do not keep our 
promises to our international partners, we 
lose the ability to protect our own citizens 
abroad and damage our nation’s reputation as 
a reliable player on the world stage.” 

On June 24, 1993, then- 18-year- old 

Medellin and six other young men gathered in 
a Houston park for a fight that served as an 
initiation rite into the Black and White gang. 
After the fight was over, the teenagers were 
walking along a set of nearby railroad tracks 
when they passed two young girls, 14-year-old 
Jennifer Ertman and 16-year-old Elizabeth 
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Pena. The boys grabbed them; the two girls 
were raped multiple times, strangled, and left 
for dead. Medellin was charged, tried, and 
convicted of capital murder, but it wasn’t until 
after he was sentenced to death that the 
Mexican government was contacted about his 
situation, when Medellin wrote to Mexican 
officials from his cell. 

Ultimately, Medellin was one of 52 people 
on death row in the U.S. named in a lawsuit 
filed in the International Court of Justice 
(often called the “World Court”) by the 
Mexican government, which argued that the 
U.S. had failed to meet its obligations under 
the Vienna Convention on Consular Relations. 
The relevant section of the Convention pro- 
vides that in an effort to maintain “interna- 
tional peace and security,” people traveling 
abroad should have the right to talk with rep- 
resentatives of their home nation “without 
delay” if arrested, “committed to prison or to 
custody pending trial or is detained in any 
other manner.” These rights “shall be exer- 
cised in conformity with the laws and regula- 
tions” of the detention state, reads the 
Convention, “subject to the proviso, however, 
that the said laws . . . must enable full effect to 
be given to the purposes” for which the con- 
sular rights are intended. 

Although Medellin tried to raise the viola- 
tion of the Convention as a claim on appeal, 
the courts rejected his argument. In 2001, the 
Texas Court of Criminal Appeals ruled: 1) that 
the claim was procedurally moot because 
Medellin had failed to raise the issue at trial, 
2) that as a private individual he didn’t have 
standing to enforce the provisions of the inter- 
national treaty, and 3) that he failed to show 
the violation caused him any harm since he 
had been provided with “effective legal repre- 
sentation” at trial 
and that his “con- 
stitutional rights 
were safeguarded.” 
Whether Medellin 
was in fact provided 
with adequate rep- 
resentation isn’t at 
all clear. According 
to court records, 
one of his court- 
appointed attorneys 
was actually sus- 
pended from prac- 
ticing law during the time he was representing 
Medellin. And the question of whether these 
violations caused harm to his defense has 
never been adequately addressed. 

While Medellin’s appeal was pending 
before the federal appeals court, the ICJ ruled 
that the U.S. had failed to meet its obligations 
under the Vienna Convention and that the 
U.S., “by means of its own choosing,” had to 
have the cases of every Mexican national 
reviewed by the courts. In response, Bush 
issued a memorandum on Feb. 28, 2005, 
that, in essence, ordered the state courts to 
“give effect” to the ICJ decision. (Bush also 
subsequently withdrew U.S. participation in

Names on a List 

Scheduled Texas Executions, 

August to November 

Currently , of 20 executions planned nationwide , 13 Texas 
inmates are scheduled to die through Nov. 19. In addition to 
Jose Medellin , Heliberto Chi , and Jeff Wood , here are notes on 
some of the others. - J.S. 

Aug. 12: Leon Dorsey 

Dorsey was 18 years old and had no prior prison record on 
April 4, 1994, when he robbed a Dallas video store and killed 
two employees. He stole a total of $392. 

Aug. 14: Michael Rodriguez 

Rodriguez was one of the “Texas 7,” who escaped from 
prison on Dec. 13, 2000. The men robbed a sporting-goods 
store at gunpoint and ultimately killed Irving Police Officer 
Aubrey Hawkins. 

Aug. 20: Denard Manns 

Manns had two previous convictions in New York for armed 
robbery and had just been paroled when, on Nov. 18, 1998, he 
broke into the Killeen home of 26-year-old Army Spc. Michelle 
Robson. He stole her credit cards, cash, and car, sexually 
assaulted her, and shot her five times with a .22. 

Sept. 9: Gregory Wright 

Wright was convicted and sentenced to die for the 1997 rob- 
bery and stabbing murder of Donna Vick, a Dallas woman who 
reportedly provided assistance to homeless people in her 
neighborhood. The state says that after smoking crack cocaine, 
Wright murdered Vick while another man, John Wade Adams, 
was present. Prosecutors submitted as evidence a bloody pair 
of blue jeans they alleged Wright had been wearing. Wright has 
maintained his innocence. Indeed, Adams repeatedly confessed 
to committing the crime alone. DNA testing performed last year 
excluded Wright as a contributor to DNA found on the murder 
knife and found his profile was “inconsistent” with biological 
material found on the bloody jeans. 

Sept. 17: William Murray 

Murray was 30 years old in February 1998, when he beat, 
strangled, and raped 93-year-old Rena Ratcliff in her home in 
Kaufman, Texas, where she lived alone. He stole change from a 
glass jar and a small knife, he later told police. Reportedly, 
Murray later told his mother that he had killed Ratcliff while in 
a “drug-induced frenzy.” 

Oct. 16: Kevin Watts 

Watts says he had been on a binge and was suffering from a 
“drug-induced psychosis” when he walked into the Sam Won 
Garden restaurant in San Antonio and shot three employees in 
the back of the head. 

Oct. 28: Eric Nenno 

Nenno was tried and convicted for the March 1995 rape and 
murder in Houston of 7-year-old Nicole Benton. Police found 
Benton’s body in Nenno’s attic, after neighbors told investiga- 
tors that Nenno had previously been accused of fondling a 
neighborhood child. 

Nov. 6: Elkie Taylor 

Taylor was convicted of the robbery-murder of 64-year-old 
Otis Flake in Tarrant Co. Taylor and an accomplice reportedly 
stole dishes, pots, and pans, which they later sold for $16. 
Taylor has been mentally impaired his entire life, his family 
and supporters say. He dropped out of school at 15, when he 
was unable to complete the sixth grade, and reads and writes 
at a first-grade level. It is unconstitutional to execute the 
mentally retarded, and Taylor’s supporters say that his men- 
tal impairment is such that he should be rendered ineligible 
for death. 
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the portion of the Convention that grants the World Court 
jurisdiction over Convention disputes.) Texas officials balked 
at the order, and the Court of Criminal Appeals agreed, noting 
that while the feds may have to honor treaty obligations, indi- 
vidual states were under no obligation to do so. 

The question of enforceability made it to the U.S. Supreme 
Court, which sided with the state, ruling that the state courts 
were not bound by the ICJ ruling absent any binding action 
of Congress. Medellin’s case has since been put to rest by the 
CCA, but scheduling his execution has caused a last round of 
wrangling: On July 6, the ICJ issued an order calling for a 
stay of execution, and on July 14, U.S. Rep. Howard Berman, 
D-Calif., filed legislation that would offer criminal defen- 
dants “any relief required to remedy the harm done” by vio- 
lating the Convention. That legislation has not yet moved 
beyond committee assignment, prompting state Sen. Rodney 
Ellis, D-Houston, to appeal to Perry to postpone Medellin’s 
execution. It is “inappropriate” for 
a state government to “undermine” 
foreign policy obligations - and it is 
especially important to consider 
the effects that dismissing these 
concerns would have on “Texans 
living, working, and visiting 
abroad,” he wrote. 

That argument doesn’t appear to 
have impressed Perry. “The world 
court has no standing in Texas and 
Texas is not bound by a ruling or 
edict from a foreign court,” spokes- 
man Robert Black told the Houston 
Chronicle. “It is easy to get caught up 
in discussions of international law 
and justice and treaties. It’s very 
important to remember that these 
individuals are on death row for kill- 
ing our citizens.” 

FEEDING THE 
DEATH MACHINE 

Scheduled for Execution 
Aug. 7: Heliberto Chi 

Is the Texas method of execution by lethal injection a “cruel 
and unusual punishment” that violates the Eighth Amendment 
to the U.S. Constitution? 

According to the Texas Court of Criminal Appeals, the 
state’s highest criminal court, the answer is no. The method, 
at least as it is set forth in the written protocol by the Texas 
Department of Criminal Justice, is legally sound, said the CCA 
earlier this year. On June 9, the court ruled that Heliberto Chi, 
scheduled for an Aug. 7 execution, is not entitled to a hearing 
to argue otherwise. 

Yet in carrying out its executions, does the state actually fol- 
low its own protocol? If not, how can the CCA be certain that 


the injection method would actually withstand strict scrutiny? 
And if an inmate isn’t entitled even to a hearing on the matter, 
will we ever know the truth? 

In fact, according to recently filed appeals - and, it would 
appear, to deposition testimony under seal in a Houston fed- 
eral court - it’s hard to tell if Texas officials exert any meaning- 
ful control over the lethal-injection process. In 1977, Texas 
followed Oklahoma’s lead, adopting trichemical lethal injec- 
tion as our method of execution, even though the only expert 
Texas officials consulted - a veterinarian - advised that the 
most humane method would be a single, massive dose of the 
barbiturate pentobarbital. Texas ignored that advice, however, 
opting for the trichemical cocktail developed for Oklahoma by 
its medical examiner, Jay Chapman, who, according to court 
documents, was not of the opinion that execution should be 
painless. “Perhaps hemlock is the answer for all the bleeding 
hearts who completely forget about the victims - and their suf- 
fering,” Chapman has said. “And we should worry that these 
horses’ patoots should have a bit of pain, 
awareness of anything - give me a break.”

And so the trichemical method was adopted and is now 
central to the claim that the method, as practiced in 36 states, 
is unconstitutional. In general, the three chemicals - sodium 
thiopental, pancuronium bromide, and potassium chloride - 
are injected in succession, and each functions in order to: 1) 
sedate the prisoner, 2) paralyze all voluntary muscles, and 3) 
stop the heart. The ability to achieve this goal in a humane 
manner, however, rests upon the skill and expertise with which 
the drugs are administered and monitored. The risk of severe 
pain turns on the proper injection of the first chemical, a mild 
sedative generally used to temporarily render a patient uncon- 
scious during the introduction of anesthesia. Sodium thiopen- 
tal is “ordinarily used to render a surgical patient unconscious 
for mere minutes only in the induction phase of anesthesia, 
specifically so that the patient may reawaken and breathe on 
his own power if any complications arise,” Dr. Mark Heath, a 
professor of clinical anesthesia at Columbia, said in a declara-

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tion filed with Chi’s appeal. In the context of lethal injection, 
the sedative is problematic because, if it wears off after the 
injection of pancuronium bromide, a drug that immobilizes all 
voluntary muscles - including the diaphragm - the inmate 
may feel excruciating pain, and, while conscious but incapable 
of communication, “suffocate to death while experiencing an 
intense, conscious desire to inhale.” 

If monitored properly, these pitfalls might be avoided, but law- 
yers for Chi (and other death row inmates) argue that the absence 
of any oversight by medical experts or trained administrators 
renders the Texas execution method a torturous experience that 
certainly falls outside the parameters of the Eighth Amendment. 

The CCA’s assurance that Texas’ lethal injection method is 
sound relies exclusively on the U.S. Supreme Court decision 
this year in the case of two inmates who challenged Kentucky’s 
use of the method. The Kentucky courts held a seven-day hear- 
ing, out of which came a full record for the Supremes to 
explore. In the end, the high court concluded that the manner 
in which Kentucky administers lethal injection, using the same 
trichem cocktail as Texas, is constitutional. 

But that does not mean, the high court noted, that all proto- 
cols are created equal. In fact, it seems the only thing Texas and 
Kentucky have in common is that both states have written 
protocols. In practice, the differences are striking - including 
the fact that Texas does not use medical professionals to carry 
out or monitor the execution process, not even to ensure that 
the IV line is secured properly, that the individual drugs are 
mixed properly, or that the inmate is unconscious prior to 
being dosed with the second and third drugs. And that creates 
a strong likelihood for painful error. 

Quantifying that likelihood, however, has been difficult at 
best for the lawyers representing death row inmates like Chi. 
State statutes governing lethal injection require only that exe- 
cution happen by the “injection of a substance or substances 
in a lethal quantity sufficient to cause death.” The only restric- 
tion TDCJ places on the process is that no “torture, or ill 
treatment, or unnecessary pain, should be inflicted.” What 
that means in practice has been hard to determine. TDCJ’s 
written protocol remained secret until 2006, when it was dis- 
closed during discovery in a federal civil lawsuit. What the 
state - or the CCA - has known about this protocol over the 
years is also unclear. 

However, recent court filings suggest that the TDCJ and the 
Texas Attorney General’s Office may have been aware since at 
least March 2007 that Texas’ written protocol 
has little relevance to the realities of the death 
chamber. In a recent appeal (for inmate Carlton 
Turner, executed July 10), lawyers argued that 
the contents of a 280-page deposition of death 
unit Warden Charles O’Reilly reflect that “the 
written protocol is effectively irrelevant to the 
reality of how Texas carries out execution by 
lethal injection in practice.” The deposition remains under 
court seal and was only made available to defense attorneys 
under a confidentiality agreement inhibiting their ability to 
provide more specific detail. However, Turner’s attorneys 
argued, the information in O’Reilly’s deposition “demonstrates 
that the TDCJ’s assertions that the protocol is applied in Texas 
just as it is in Kentucky are unsupported allegations and, in 
large measure, simply false.” 

So far, such arguments have not impressed the CCA. In Chi’s 
case, Judge Barbara Hervey opined for the court majority that 
because the Kentucky execution protocol is “materially indis- 
tinguishable from Texas’ . . . protocol . . . Chi’s Eighth Amend- 
ment claim has no merit.” At present, it appears that only one 
CCA jurist, Judge Tom Price, has any reservations about the 
legality of the process: “Apparently the Court will not tolerate 
actual litigation of the issue if it means the death machine 
meanwhile must stand idle,” Price wrote in dissent. “But we 
cannot fix the machine while the cogs are turning.”

Jeffrey Wood did not enter the 
Gold Star Texaco in Kerrville until 
after he heard the gunshots. 

He was sitting in a pickup 
truck parked outside the gas 
station - almost a second home 
to him, his sister Terri Been 
says, a real hangout where 
Wood often went to socialize with friends who worked there, 
including clerk Kris Keeran - when he heard gunfire. He ran 
inside, where he found his friend Keeran slumped over near 
the counter, dead from a single .22-caliber round that caught 
him between his left eye and the bridge of his nose. Holding 
the gun was another friend, Danny Reneau. Wood was shocked. 
Reneau pointed the gun at Wood and barked an order for him 
to grab a video surveillance camera and VCR. Wood was afraid, 
he later told police, and did as he was told. Reneau removed 
the store safe and the pair fled to the home of Wood’s brother 
in Devine. 

Wood did not fire the fatal shot and did not participate in the 
robbery that preceded the Jan. 2, 1996, murder. Nonetheless, 
Wood was sentenced to die, based on the state’s “law of par- 
ties,” also known as the “conspirator liability” statute. The law 
provides that if two or more people agree to commit one crime 
but in the process commit another, each person is guilty of the 
crime committed - if the crime was “one that should have been 
anticipated.” This is a more nebulous form of traditional 
accomplice liability (aiding and abetting) that requires the state 
to prove specific, individual culpability. The difference here is in 
intent and foresight: Accomplice liability requires intent; con- 
spiracy requires only a finding that the crime was foreseeable. 

In Wood’s case, the state argued that he had planned with 
Reneau to rob the Texaco and therefore was responsible for 
Keeran’s death. But it isn’t at all clear that Wood was planning 

to rob the store. 
Wood told police 
that he’d heard 
Reneau talking 
with someone 
else (the store 
manager, Been 
says) about a pos- 
sible robbery - the place had taken in $17,000 over Christmas, 
and the pair speculated that a similarly hefty stash could be 
expected just after New Year’s Eve, since the bank holiday 
would mean the money would not yet have been deposited - 
but Wood also said he believed the talk was “bullshit in the 
breeze.” (Family members have said that Wood did initially talk 
about robbing the store, along with Reneau, the store manager, 
and Keeran, but insisted that Wood, Keeran, and the manager 
all dismissed the idea.) 

Critics have argued that Texas’ use of the law of parties 
unconstitutionally broadens the field of death-eligible defen- 
dants; the death penalty, they argue, should be reserved for the 
most culpable and most heinous crimes. In fact, Texas is the 
only state that uses a conspiracy statute to make defendants 
eligible for the death penalty. “To pass constitutional scrutiny,” 
Wood’s attorney Scott Sullivan argued on appeal, “a sentencing 
statute must not only narrow the class of persons eligible for 
the death penalty, it must also ensure sentencing decisions are 


based upon an individual inquiry” of culpability. Texas’ law of 
parties fails to do that, he wrote. The state, however, argues 
that the law of parties is not implicated in a decision to impose 
death: “The Texas capital murder scheme does not allow an 
individual to be put to death merely for being a party because 
the law-of-parties cannot be applied in answering the special 
issues” that jurors must answer, argued then-Bexar Co. 
Assistant District Attorney Lucy Cavazos. A death sentence is 
assessed only if jurors find that a defendant would pose a con- 
tinuing threat to society and that there is no mitigating evi- 
dence that might lessen the defendant’s culpability. Yet 
Cavazos’ argument evades the fact that without the law-of- 
parties, defendants like Wood wouldn’t be eligible for death in 
the first place. The courts have sided with the state. 

Wood’s case is similar to that of Kenneth Foster, who was 
sentenced to death for the 1996 murder of Michael LaHood by 
a companion, based on the Bexar Co. district attorney’s use of 
the conspiracy statute. Foster was scheduled to die last year 
but was spared when Gov. Rick Perry accepted the recommen- 
dation of the Board of Pardons and Paroles and commuted his 
sentence to life in prison. “I believe the right and just decision 
is to commute Foster’s sentence,” he said. Perry did not direct- 
ly implicate the law of parties in explaining his decision but did 
raise the issue of culpability, saying he was “concerned” that 
state law allowed Foster to be tried jointly with triggerman 
Maurecio Brown. 

Given the parallels between the Wood and Foster cases, 
Wood’s supporters question how the state can execute Wood 
without further damaging the credibility of the Texas death 
system. (Indeed, Wood’s sister, Been, argues that her brother 
is even less culpable of murder than was Foster.) “There will 
be a full package going to the governor, and I think you will 
see a lot of similarities between us and Foster,” Sullivan said 
last week. 

Wood’s family and supporters also question whether Wood 
is actually competent to face execution. He was originally 
found incompetent to stand trial, because he could not ade- 
quately work with his attorneys and participate in his defense. 
During the sentencing phase, District Judge Stephen Abies 
ruled that Wood would not be allowed to fire his court- 
appointed lawyers and represent himself. Nonetheless, Wood 
would not allow his attorneys to present mitigating evidence 
- including evidence that Wood was abused as a child and 
had been diagnosed with serious learning disabilities. 
Moreover, school records show that Wood’s maturity was 
notably retarded - school officials noted that although he 
looked his age, he behaved like a child, constantly sought 
approval for actions, and was easily led and influenced by oth- 
ers. The evidence further erodes Wood’s culpability, Been 
argues. “Jeff was just dumb. He’s so trusting of people and has 
to get burned in order to learn a lesson,” she says. “He doesn’t 
deserve to die.” ■

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‘The Situation’

On Oct. 29, 2004, days before our last 
presidential election, this column ran with the 
headline “Welcome to the Situation.” After 
huffing and puffing about the inability and/ 
or unwillingness of the candidates to discuss 
the capital-S Situation frankly, I defined the 
Situation thus: “The great days of the United 
States of America are over.” 

It was a sloppy use of the word “great.” By 
“great,” in that sentence, I meant powerful 
and rich. What could I have been thinking? 
On any more-or-less sane day I know power 
and riches are not necessary for greatness. The 
blacks and Creoles of New Orleans were nei- 
ther powerful nor rich when they invented jazz, 
nor were the Wright Brothers when they gave 
us flight, nor was Italy when it produced the 
cinema of Federico Fellini, Roberto Rossellini, 
Michelangelo Antonioni, and Luchino Visconti. 
For that matter, America wasn’t powerful and 
rich when it created its Constitution. Examples 
abound. America can be great without being 
powerful and rich. But to get on with the 
Situation, in 2004 I defined it like this: 

“China has become a manufacturing colos- 
sus while our factories are gone or going. ... 
China invests vast sums ... in its infrastructure 
... from cultural and educational institutions 
to grand construction projects; were 
spending comparable sums futilely 
in Iraq, while our infrastructure . . . 
crumbles. We’re fighting for oil 
in the Middle East; China is in 
negotiation with Russia to have 
oil piped through its back door 
- while, through its front door, it 
has a sweet deal with Australia for 
natural gas (while we spend millions 
“defending” Australia against - China!). 

... As to our heavily indebted federal govern- 
ment, its solvency is now supported mostly by 
Asians buying our bonds. Why do they buy 
our bonds? Because the American consumer 
is still the engine of world prosperity. How is 
this possible? Because of credit cards and the 
like [“the like” being mortgage refinancing, 
etc.] . Without the American way of credit, we’d 
be in a depression. The paramount fact: The 
United States ... is now important economi- 
cally only because of its citizens’ consumption. 
That consumption is fated to decline, while in 
the near future . . . China will prosper enough 
for its 1.3 billion citizens to become significant 
consumers. . . . When that happens, China and 
Southern Asia [India, etc.] can support their 
own growth and will have no more use for us. 
Then they need not defeat us militarily. They 
have merely to stop buying our bonds. Or even 
to threaten to stop. . . . That is the Situation.” 

Fast-forward to the present. You don’t need a 
rehash of our economic morasses to know the 
shape we’re in; you just need to buy groceries, 
pump gas, or try to get a loan. Meanwhile, the 
Situation is upon us, and the Chinese don’t

need us anymore. “Chinese retail sales rose 22 
percent in April [!], an indication that domes- 
tic demand is increasing, offsetting the effect 
of declining exports [to the U.S.]. ... It was 
the fastest rise since the government started 
gathering monthly data” ( The New York Times, 
May 14, p.C9). Says Robert Rubin, former 
U.S. Treasury secretary, “My impression is that 
China and India both have sufficient domestic 
demand-led growth to continue to have vibrant 
growth even if the U.S. has a sustained period 
of difficulty” (Newsweek, June 16, p.21). 

And now that they don’t need us, what’s 
happening? “India’s foreign ministry says the 
U.S. dollar will no longer be accepted at the Taj 
Mahal” (CNN, Jan. 4). That’s because “since 
2002, the dollar has fallen by 25% against the 
currencies of its major trading partners. ... [A] 
further decline of the dollar is likely, especially 
against key Asian currencies” (USA Today, July 
23, p.B3). And, because of that, foreign capital 
has been fleeing U.S. markets for the past year; 
in a report on CNBC’s Power Lunch, March 4, 
no one consulted has ever seen anything like 
it. (Capital flight? From the USA? Doesn’t that 
only happen in the troubled Third World?) And 
“foreign investors are losing their appetite for 
U.S. bonds. Foreigners represented only 5.8 
percent of bidders at [a March] auction, 
down from an average 25 percent” 
(The Week, March 28, p.40, quoting 
London’s Daily Telegraph). That’s 
big trouble because “the bare 
facts are that the nation - heavily 
indebted - needs to attract some 
$800 billion a year from abroad, 
either by borrowing the money or 
by selling American assets. No serious 
analyst believes that an imbalance of that 
magnitude is sustainable” (The New York Times, 
Aug. 19, 2007, p.WK9). 

The Chinese, our principal bankers, don’t 
believe it either. “China Less Willing to Be 
America’s Piggy Bank,” headlined a New York 
Times story on Dec. 22, 2007 (p.C3): “For the 
last three years, China has been the financier 
that kept the American government well funded. 

. . . But . . . China reversed course in 2007 and 
has become a net seller of Treasury securities.” 
You’ll notice that since China “reversed course,” 
our economy has gotten shakier and shakier. 

After I wrote “Welcome to the Situation” in 
2004, I received a handwritten letter in excel- 
lent English from a Chinese student in Beijing, 
accusing me of being anti-Chinese. (They read 
the Chronicle in Beijing?! Guess so.) If I were 
Chinese and wrote as freely as I do, I’d be 
imprisoned; so - there’s that. Aside from that, 
I’m not anti-Chinese. I’m merely assembling 
the facts as accurately as I’m able. To wit, The 
Economist, May 17, p.89: 

“‘The credit crisis has cooled Asia’s ardour 
toward Western banks.’ ... A senior Chinese 
regulator recendy described to this newspaper 




his view of big global investment banks in one 
graphic word: ‘shit.’ ... [And] Jiang Jianqing, 
chairman of Industrial and Commercial Bank of 
China, the world’s most valuable bank by stock- 
market value, recently talked down the merits of 
investment in American bonds and banks.” 

Nor am I anti-The Economist, probably the 
most respected Western news magazine in the 
world, but even I was surprised when they led off 
an editorial with “Time to Break Free: The Middle 
East’s oil exporters should end their currencies’ 
peg to the dollar” (Nov. 24, 2007, p.18). The 
Economist is a financially conservative, socially 
mainstream British outfit, so traditional that, in 
19th century fashion, articles are rarely signed. 
Take it from a journalist, they don’t headline an 
editorial that radically unless they’re repeating the 
undercurrent of talk in their very well-connected 
circles. On July 17 (p.15), they led an editorial 
with, “It was another one of those frantic weeks 
that were never meant to happen in the world’s 
most advanced economy” (meaning the U.S.). 
You need a little familiarity with posh English 
humor to get that as scathing sarcasm. Even so, I 
wasn’t prepared for the last fine of a major article 
in that issue, chillingly titled “End of Illusions” 
(p.79): “Perhaps it is no surprise that traders in 
the credit-default swaps market have recently 
made bets on the unthinkable: that America may 
default on its debt.” 

Again, take it from a journalist: An outfit 
like The Economist doesn’t pull a sentence 
like that out of thin air - nor would they give 
it starring position as the article’s finale - 
unless privy to serious off-the-record talk that 
America might, just might, default. 


And: “The FDIC said the combined profit of 
the financial institutions it regulates plunged 46 
percent . . . during the first three months of the 
year” (The New York Times, May 30, p.C6). “ [T] 
he American economy has shed jobs in each of 
the first six months of the year” (The Economist, 
July 10, p.17). “Blue-chip stocks down 21.2% in 
past year. Wholesale prices have risen 9.2% since 
June 2007. U.S. dollar down 13.2% vs. euro 
during past year. Foreclosures up 53% since this 
time last year” (USA Today, July 16, p.l). While 
our numbers are down, “China’s [gross domes- 
tic product] rose by an estimated 10.1% in the 
second quarter” (The Economist, July 17, p.105). 
And there’s this: “Perhaps more than 50% of 
American currency resides outside the U.S.” 
(CNBC, Kudlow & Company, Aug. 22, 2007), 
and “the 50 biggest stocks in the U.S. have half 
their earnings abroad” (CNBC, Street Signs, Aug. 
23, 2007) - meaning we have no control over 
our currency and our biggest corporations stay 
solvent only by investing abroad, while our finan- 
cial institutions have lost almost half their value 
(some have lost much more). “[F]oreigners must 
purchase more than $3 billion every business 
day to fund the [U.S.] imbalance. . . . The loss of 
the dollar’s purchasing power and international 
respect has some experts worrying that the euro 
might replace the dollar as the so-called primary 
reserve currency ... a withdrawal [from the dol- 
lar] could have enormous consequences” (AP 
online, July 6). 

Fortunately for us, greatness does not 
require that one be rich and powerful, only 
that one be creative and have strength of char- 
acter.

BORING BORING BORING BORING BORING BORING BORING 


by Zach Plague 

Featherproof Books, 288 pp., $14.95 (paper) 

A tragicomedy. A satire of art-world corrup- 
tion, drenched in hyperbole and cloaked in the 
theme of wasted life. All right, groan already, 
but Zach Plague’s Boring Boring Boring 
Boring Boring Boring Boring is one of the bet- 
ter modern satires I’ve read in a while, if only 
because it doesn’t pound the reader over and 
over with a hammer, pestering her to accept 
some pithy moral. Boring 
doesn’t even appear to have 
a moral; it’s seemingly just a 
mere distraction from the bor- 
ing boring - in other words, a 
fun read. 

“Boring boring”: That’s 
what Plague’s characters call 
the emptiness in their monot- 
onous, rich, white-suburbia-ish 
lives, one they perpetually 
fill with dirty drugs and even 
dirtier sex. And it’s not angst 
they feel (thank God); they’re 
too bored to be anxious, at 
least a sober kind of anxious. 

Life in Boring revolves around the 
University of Fine Arts and Academia, a 
factory posing as an art school. The admin- 
istrators at Uni-Arts have managed to suck 
all the creativity, meaning, and beauty out 
of visual art in order to guarantee all of its 
students a successful career making money 
- and lots of it. The talentless louts who 
inhabit the school produce collages of trash 
and canvases mounted with feces. 


The town is structured as a miniature art 
kingdom, and it is owned by the Platypus, 
the story’s villain and leader of the White 
Sodality, an incompetent group of thugs who 
wear white suits, drive white cars, and do the 
Platypus’ bidding. The Platypus’ foil is Ollister, 
his former student and current threat in the 
art kingdom. What Ollister lacks in fortunes he 
makes up for in aesthetics, and thus, he must 
be destroyed. Ollister’s muse, the thorn in his 
side, is Adelaide, the only other 
character with true potential, 
artistic and otherwise. She is 
the pawn in the antics between 
the White Sodality and Ollister’s 
ridiculous art terrorists. 

And the rest is one absurd 
plot twist after another, a tie- 
dyed spiral of schemes, porn, 
and drug-induced insanity. It’s 
all pretty funny - a hearty jab at 
the nature of art school that’s 
much less inside-jokey than 
Daniel Clowes’ middle finger to 
art school, 2006’s Art School 
Confidential. And though 
Boring's style and theme make it easily likened 
to Anton Chekhov’s Uncle Vanya (actually, 
Boring reads more like a play than a novel), its 
made-up slang, depraved characters, and sour 
ending bring it closer to A Clockwork Orange. 

An art piece in itself, Boring is a hybrid of 
discrete formats and fonts, typos, and illustra- 
tions, which provide needed breaks in a twisty 
tale that, at times, can be a little boring boring.

THE TRUTH ABOUT SASCHA KNISCH

Rookery Press, 306 pp., $25.95 

Sascha Knisch. Even the name prompts 
the question. Male or female? And isn’t a 
knish a doughy treat my grandmother used 
to bake for us as kids? Perhaps the name is 
meant to raise ambivalence as, indeed, an 
integral part of this story explores the “sexual 
question,” that large gray area 
between definitive, black-and- 
white sexuality. But the book 
is also a suspenseful murder 
mystery that entangles Knisch, 
a movie-house projectionist, 
in a web of intrigue when he 
becomes the main suspect 
in the death of his close but 
secret confidant, the inscru- 
table Dora Wilms. 

The story is set in the sum- 
mer of 1928 in Weimar Berlin, 
with its palpable tension 
between personal and artis- 
tic freedom on the one hand 
and impending, dictatorial repression on 
the other. The latter is more implied than 
necessarily overt, but the writing is on the 
wall for those who read between the lines. 
Central to this dichotomy is the Foundation 
for Sexual Research, an enigmatic and not 
altogether aboveboard institute. While some 
of its research has been supportive of that 


liberating, gray area of sexual identity and 
exploration, the foundation also conducts 
experiments with male virility that would 
later be associated with notions of Aryan 
supremacy. 

To help prove his innocence, Knisch must 
figure out Wilms’ relationship to the founda- 
tion. Swedish author Fioretos - who translated 
the novel into English himself 
- is at his best in this final lap, 
as Knisch ties the disparate 
clues together to unravel the 
dizzying mystery. Originally pub- 
lished in Europe in 2006, the 
book is populated with some 
fascinating characters. Besides 
the two principals, there are 
Knisch’s lifelong friend, the 
sleazy entrepreneur Anton 
Lakritz; his work colleague One- 
legged Else; the foundation’s 
spatula-toting Dr. Felix Karp; 
and tenacious Chief Flomicide 
Inspector Karla Manetti. 

There certainly could have been more pres- 
ence of place in describing Berlin during this 
fascinating period, but the author accurately 
captures the tenor of the times. The book’s 
short, chilling coda - in the form of an official 
report dated January 1934 - leaves no doubt 
that the inevitable has already arrived.

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‘TINY ACTS OF IMMEASURABLE BENEFIT' 

Transformed by art into art 


If you live a full life, then your life is full of 
epiphanies. San Antonio artist Katie Pell, 
whose exhibition with the utterly charming 
title “Tiny Acts of Immeasurable Benefit” 
opens at Women & Their Work next week, had 
just such an epiphany a couple of years ago. 

For most of her artistic life, Pell was a visu- 
al artist working in acrylic. In other words, 
she was a painter. “And then a few years 
ago,” says Pell, “a friend asked me to be in a 
show, and the theme was chairs. And I 
thought, ‘Well, that’s kind of not for me, 
’cause I’m not gonna make some crafty 
chair.’ So I staged a Mexican chair fight. I 
drew a chalk circle, attached the chairs to 
fishing wire, operated them like marionettes 
from these ladders, and I photographed all 
the people gambling and betting on these 
fighting chairs. The neighborhood I live in has 
a lot places where Spanish is sort of written 
outside on the stores, and I took the photos 
there, and people at the show asked: ‘Where 
did you photograph this? Where did you see 
this? Where in Mexico was this?’ And I got 
such a kick out of that because, you know, 
chairs don’t fight in Mexico. 

“We’re not really seeing what’s there. 

We’re using what’s there as a visual cue to 


define other things through that image. And I 
became really interested in that idea. That 
really was transformative for me.” 

So transformative that Pell now considers 
herself as much storyteller as visual artist. “I 
try to do inspirational. The stories that inter- 
est me are stories that are inspirational and 
yet ambiguously beneficial. Like it’s not really 
clear whether any progress has been made, 
whether something is good or bad. I try to 
express the complicated nature of life.” 

Such will be exactly the case in “Tiny 
Acts,” which consists of 40 screen prints, 
typically simply drawn figures such as three 
mushrooms and a butterfly accompanied by 
text such as: “You deserve more love. Don’t 
lie any more.” Most interestingly, the exhibi- 
tion contains five sculptures, three of which 
the audience can choose to interact with - or 
not. “I don’t encourage anything,” says Pell. 
“People just end up interacting with them. I 
don’t forbid it, nor do I encourage it. I don’t 
want to make it like some theme show. I’m 
not trying to get everybody to come and 
clown around or anything. Usually, somebody 
gets inspired.” 

Talking with Pell, you can understand why 
people might get inspired, if even the slight- 
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est smidgen of the positive energy and 
intense commitment she exhibits in her 
conversation finds its way into her art. “I 
want to celebrate us. I want us all to get a 
little positive feedback and feel good. I want 
to make work that, when you interact with it, 
you can have this transformative experience 
by being in it. You become the art, and you 
are also physically in a position of open- 
ness and exposure. You’re making yourself 
vulnerable to all these strangers, and we’re 
all in it together.”

July has been a rough 
month for funky Austin 
arts venues. First, the 
Enchanted Forest in 
South Austin shut down 
over a city permit issue 
(see “The Enchanted 
Forest,” below). Then, lit- 
tle more than a week 
later, in the UT campus 
area, Spider House’s sis- 
ter space, the United 
States Art Authority, 
announced it would be closing its doors indefinitely while it 
worked to iron out some issues over - wait for it - permits with 
the city of Austin. In the case of the new performance venue 
and art gallery, the sticking point involved zoning for the proper- 
ty, which housed a plasma center previously. When business 

THE ENCHANTED FOREST NOT CHOPPED DOWN YET 

Last week’s news that the Enchanted Forest had its operating permit yanked by the 
city has had fans of the South Austin outdoor gallery and performance space up in 
arms. But owner and operator Albert DeLoach is determined to deal with any code vio- 
lations and work with city officials to find ways to get the 3V2-acre facility open again as 
soon as possible. To that end, he has a scheduled meeting with the mayor’s staff to 
talk possible zoning and permitting options.

partners John Dorgan and Conrad Bejarano acquired the 
property to expand their entertainment empire between 
Whitis and Guadalupe at 29th Street - the two also own 
Spider House, EcoClean, and I Luv Video - they thought they 
had dotted all the i’s and crossed all the t’s regarding health, 
safety, and fire inspections, not to mention the Texas Alcoholic 
Beverage Commission permits to extend the Spider House foot- 
print into the new space. Unfortunately, according to Bejarano, 
somebody lodged enough complaints about USAA events that 
the city was led to take another look at the business’ paper- 
work, at which point it was discovered that the venue didn’t 
have the proper certificate of occupancy. 

“This one person who was upset that we were operating a 
bar didn’t take into account our cultural contribution to the 
city,” says Bejarano. “In half a year of operation, we’ve donat- 
ed our space to artists, musicians, filmmakers, and over a 
dozen nonprofits who would otherwise not have a venue for 
their performances and fundraisers.” 

“We really thrive on the vibrant culture of 
Austin, and our efforts have always been to par- 
ticipate in and promote this scene in our own 
small way,” adds Dorgan. “That’s our great 
strength, and that’s why we’re hopeful that we’ll 
be able to work with the city to reopen the Art 
Authority in the coming months.” 

Meanwhile, though, Art Authority events booked 
for August are being relocated to other venues.

DON HOWELL 

IN MEMORIAM 

Seven weeks after being honored for his 
meaningful contributions to and support of 
the arts in Austin, Don Howell has passed 
away. The former high school theatre teacher, 
patron, and new inductee into the Austin Arts 
Hall of Fame died peacefully in his home on 
Monday, July 21. He had been fighting throat 
cancer for many months. Howell was best 
known and appreciated for his interest in 
fledgling theatre companies and his willing- 
ness to share his experience, expertise, and 
encouragement with them as they try to 
make a go of it. He came to Austin in 1992 
and made a critical difference in the survival 
of several now indispensable theatre compa- 
nies: Vortex Repertory Company, Frontera 
Productions (now Hyde Park Theatre), 

Physical Plant Theater. He was also a great 
friend to some that came and went too soon: 
the Public Domain, Troupe Texas, and Deus 
Ex Machina, among them. His patronage was 
intensely personal: seeing shows, having 
long conversations with artists, and sharing 
theatrical goods - costumes, set-pieces, 
props - from his own collection, gathered 
through his years of teaching in Alice, Texas. 



When about 20 mostly young, mostly poor 
alternative theatre companies from around 
the country decided to meet in Iowa City in 
December 1994, Howell organized a contin- 
gent of local companies to go. Thus, 

Frontera, Physical Plant, the Public Domain, 
and Salvage Vanguard Theater were at the 
forefront of the national alternative-theatre 
movement called the RAT Conference, a 
move that had a profound effect on theatre 
in Austin and around the country in the 
Nineties. Perhaps Howell was just repaying a 
debt to the legendary Texas theatre artists 
who had nurtured him in the Forties, Fifties, 
and Sixties, notably Margo Jones, Paul Baker, 
and Nina Vance. In addition to assisting 
young theatre companies, Howell volunteered 
for the Austin Circle of Theaters, was an 
independent producer, acted and worked as a 
dramaturge for the Austin Shakespeare 
Festival, and served as a panelist for the 
Texas Commission on the Arts and Austin 
Arts Commission. He will be missed. Howell 
insisted that there be no funeral service, but 
his friends may put together a memorial 
event in the future. - R.F 
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Striking Sparks 

What happens when strangers team up 
to create a play and a video game in 10 weeks

To the average person, “hybrid” refers to 
a vehicle that runs on gas and electricity. 
To an ArtSpark participant, “hybrid” means 
double down. 

Team Chimera is one of seven teams 
competing in HBMG Foundation’s ArtSpark 
Festival this year and only the second hybrid 
team in the competition’s four-year his- 
tory. Whereas most teams are responsible 
for creating either a theatre piece or a video 
game, Team Chimera’s “hybrid” status means 
its members are responsible for creating 
both. Why did this group of artists decide 
to take the most ambitious route? HBMG 
Foundation founder Manuel Zarate may be 
partly to blame, er, thank. Most people 
apply to ArtSpark as part of a fully formed 
theatre or video-game team; however, indi- 
vidual artists who want to participate but 
do not have a team can apply to the Talent 
Pool. When Zarate addressed this year’s 
participants, he “talked for a while about the 
festival and, in particular, about some of the 
interesting things that had come out of hav- 
ing a hybrid team in the past,” says Walter 
Badgett, the video-game project leader for 
Team Chimera. “We liked what we heard 
and took the plunge.” Chimera’s playwright, 
Sarah Saltwick, says: “The foundation was 
very excited about the possibility of having a 
hybrid team. I was a little nervous. It seemed 
hard enough to create theatre with strangers. 
But on the other hand, why not try some- 
thing new and truly challenging?” 

Chimera and its fellow competitors - four 
theatre teams and two video-game teams - 
were set up in an office complex in North 
Austin, each team with its own office, com- 
puter, software, copier/printer, and budget for 
creating a new theatre piece or video game (or 
both) from scratch in 10 weeks. “It’s a festival 
for crazy people,” says Bethany Perkins, Team 
Chimera’s theatre director. “I’ve never seen 


anyone throw strangers into a room together 
and then give them money.” 

Ah, but there’s a method to ArtSpark’s 
madness. Zarate believes that artists must 
learn to make a profit with their endeavors to 
lead a more sustainable creative life. The festi- 
val is a means of “empowering creative think- 
ers to understand business concepts.” Those 
are the words of Aaron Sanders, a participant 
in the first ArtSpark Festival in 2005 and 
currently the marketing director for HBMG 
Foundation. He explains that each team must 
develop not only a creative work but also 
a strategy for marketing it. ArtSpark assists 
the teams by holding workshops on topics 
like intellectual-property rights, royalty agree- 
ments, fundraising, and marketing. At the end 
of the festival, HBMG Foundation distributes 
$15,000 in prize money to the teams that have 
demonstrated the strongest creative and mar- 
keting work. “The biggest message we want 
to convey is that artists are entrepreneurs,” 
says Sanders, “and with the right knowledge, 
they can continue to pursue their passion and 
make a profit at the same time.” 

Meanwhile, back in Team Chimera head- 
quarters, sparks begin to fly - as in the 
“sparks” of artwork and music that will serve 
as a catalyst for the team’s creative process. 
Each team is paired with a musician and a 
visual artist who provide an original piece 
from which the team draws ideas for its new 
theatre and/or video-game work. In Team 
Chimera’s case, the visual artist is Keith Ellis, 
a professor of graphic design who traveled 
all the way from Michigan to take part in the 
festival, and the musician is Lauren Morris, 
a Celtic and world-music artist who has 
recently relocated to Austin from California. 
The artwork they provided for Chimera “had 
a very mystical quality,” says Perkins. “We all 
instantly thought of relics, ancient civiliza- 
tions, and things lost at the bottom of the

ocean.” These “sparks” inspired the birth of 
Sleet, the main character for Team Chimera’s 
project, Sublimation. 

Sleet is a creature made of water, and 
her underwater world is dying. The show’s 
tagline reads, “ Sublimation explores the choic- 
es we make and how those choices make 
us.” Choice is central to the story of Sleet, 
and it is also central to the effect theatre and 
video -gaming have had on one another in 
Team Chimera’s process. Perkins says: “The 
structure of the play is heavily influenced by 
video -game structure. There are three women 
playing Sleet, and each time they get to a fork 
in the road, we see them make a choice, and 
their stories split from there.” Aaron Eastbum, 
a programmer/designer for the team, said, 


“After numerous discussions, we decided to 
go with a game that would act as a prequel to 
the play and support it in that manner.” 

Video games and theatre are not commonly 
paired together. When asked how ArtSpark 
came to be a platform for such disparate dis- 
ciplines, Sanders explains: “The hope was to 
create an environment where a traditional art 
form could be influenced by technology and 
vice versa. Theatre can influence the plotlines 
and presentation of video games, and video 
games can help move theatre into the future.” 
As the two forms come from different finan- 
cial and technological ends of the artistic 
spectrum, one might well wonder what the 
video-game world and the theatre world think 
of each other. For the video-game side, Badgett 
says: “I enjoy the stories and characters in 
theatre or any media involving storytelling. I 
also like the feedback and audience rapport 
that is generated from a live performance.” 
Eastbum adds, “Theatre has pretty much set 
the standard for our media for so long that the 
chance to work with it and get a better under- 
standing is a big draw.” On the theatre side, 
playwright Saltwick is curious: “The level of 
detail and invention intrigues and impresses 
me.” Meanwhile, theatre director Perkins is 
more fascinated with the gamers than the 
games. “My boyfriend can spend an entire 
day playing NHL 07 on his PlayStation. Video - 
game players are a total mystery to me.” 

As the five different disciplines collide in 
Team Chimera, one thing becomes clear: 
Everyone enjoys this level of demand and 
collaboration. “Overwhelming,” “crazy,” and 
“scary” are words used to describe the pro- 
cess. But artists thrive under pressure, as team 
visual artist Ellis explains, “It is noteworthy 
that the process between all the mediums is 
very different, and most of the challenge has 
been working with people who work in a dif- 
ferent mindset than you.” Musician Morris 
is exhilarated: “This feels like one of those 
times in my life I’ll never forget. The creativity 
of the people around me is tremendous. We 
are all burning it at both ends.” In describing 
her favorite thing about working with HBMG 
Foundation and ArtSpark, Saltwick says: “The 
forced creativity. The confidence. It’s one 
thing to say you’re a writer. It’s another thing 
to walk into a room with a group of really

THESE BOOTS WERE MADE FOR ... Put 

your foot into a piece of art at Heritage 
Boot (117 W. Eighth, between Congress and 
Colorado, 326-8577), where owners Jerry 
and Patti Ryan offer “vintage boots made 
fresh daily.” Says Jerry: “I am remaking the 
classics from the golden age of boot-making 
[1940-1965]. The sought-after used/vintage 
boots are selling for $300 to $400, but I 
make a full handmade boot, starting at 
around $300.” Wearing boots such as these 
makes you stand tall and walk like you mean 
it, but it also pays homage to Texas history. 
Jerry knows that very well and says: “Being a 
curator of the past, I am having a great time 
making custom designs, borrowing from the 
past, and putting my own spin on it. Retro- 
modern at its best!” Dyed, stitched, quilted, 
or fringed, one of these days these boots are 
gonna walk all over you. 

BIKES REVISITED I was riveted by the story 
from last Saturday’s Seattle Times (“Critical 
Mass riders injure driver in Capitol Hill alter- 
cation,” July 26) in which approximately 100 
members of Critical Mass surrounded and 
detained a couple trying to pull out of a park- 
ing space on Capitol Hill. The cyclists, accord- 
ing to the story, were sitting and banging on 
the car, terrifying the couple who, while 
attempting to maneuver their vehicle out of 
the melee, accidentally bumped a bicycle, 


sending the riders into throngs of misplaced 
rage. The riders “bashed up the Subaru, shat- 
tering the windshield and rear window.” Trying 
to escape, the driver hit another bicycle in the 
group but continued for a block until the cou- 
ple was once again apprehended by the 
group. One cyclist punched the driver through 
the open window while another slashed his 
tires. When the driver got out of his car, he 
was hit in the head, causing a large gash. 
Police arrived and dispersed the crowd, taking 
two men in their early 20s into custody. This 
really underscores the ugly reality that most 
of our streets and roadways are not designed 
for both bicycle and automobile use. Critical 
Mass demonstrations do not encourage the 
sharing of the road but recall the AIDS 
Coalition to Unleash Power and the meth- 
ods it employed to bring attention to the AIDS 
crisis. I do understand the need for the riders 
to demonstrate in an effective manner. I, too, 
want to see bikes have their own lanes. Or 
better yet, why can’t they just have their own 
area to ride in, sort of like a dog park? It 
could be full of obstacles that they can zigzag 
in and out of, pulling their daredevil stunts 
with one another. They could even demon- 
strate against one another, blocking paths 
while waving and grinning. Of course, there 
would be “rules” posted, but no one will real- 
ly follow them. But as surely as bicyclists 
demand their piece of the road, how long will 


it be before skateboarders demand their slice 
of the action, too? Can’t you just see it? A 
showdown on the Ann Richards Bridge in 

which Critical Mass bicyclists encounter a 
renegade band of hostile skateboarders? 
Everybody wants their rights to fly about the 
city in their own preferred manners, but 
there’s also a point at which the freedoms 
demanded by some take away from the free- 
doms of others. Personally, I prefer a car ( and 
a driver, if you must know) so that I have to 
spend as little time navigating Austin's woe- 
fully designed streets as possible. 


Fortunately, there are 
roads for this. But 
when those roads are 
clogged with 100 rabid 
bicyclists pedaling at a 
leisurely, fun-loving 
pace during rush-hour 
traffic, I can only ask 
myself, “What if I were 
trying to get to the 
hospital?” Or better 
yet, to address another 
group whose rights are 
severely limited, “What 
if I had a child who had 
to get to the hospital?” 
I don’t hate bicycles or 
bicyclists. Nor am I a 
psychopath behind the 
wheel with mass homi- 
cidal tendencies 
toward bicycles. Believe it or not, I even used 
to own a bicycle ... when I was a child.

SHIRATAKI NOODLES 

There is a new diet food out there, but the Japanese have been 
eating it for centuries. Known as shirataki, meaning “white water- 
fall,” these white, thin, round noodles are made from the large 
bulbs of the subtropical konjak plant ( Amorphophallus konjac, aka 
devil’s tongue or snake palm). The starchy bulbs are very high in a 
water-soluble dietary fiber called glucomannan, which has the ben- 
efit of making one feel full while promoting gentle regularity. The 
big bonus is that noodles made from the starch have no calories, 
gluten, fat, carbs, or sugar. Essentially tasteless, they absorb the 
flavors of what they are cooked with. 

You may have eaten shirataki noodles in your past and not 
known it. The Japanese use them in sukiyaki and gyudon (beef noo- 
dle bowl), while a block-shaped form called konnyaku is sliced and 
used in a dish known as oden, a fish-cake stew eaten as a side 
dish with udon noodles. Shirataki also come in a dark form, grayish 
with dark speckles; the color and speckles come from the addition 
of hijiki seaweed. This darker form is used most often in stir-fries. 

Shirataki noodles are cooked and packed in water, and they need 
only to be well-rinsed and added to a dish right at the end of the 
cooking process, just to be coated with the flavor of the sauce; cook 
them too long, and they can become rubbery. I tested them several 
ways and liked each version. Thrown into a heated Bolognese, they 
deliciously adopted the role of an al dente cappelini. Tossed with 
slivered carrot, scallion, bamboo shoot, and dried tofu and topped 
with a spicy soy dressing, you’d be hard-pressed to distinguish them 
from thin rice noodles. Added to steaming bowls of chicken soup, 
they were a delight. 

Do a search online, and you’ll find many recipes adopting shirat- 
aki to standard dishes, and to find them here in town, visit Asahi 
Imports, in the strip center on the northeast corner of Burnet

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WILUAMS-SONOMA 
WINE & FOOD: A NEW 
LOOK AT FLAVOR 

by Joshua Wesson 
Free Press, 176 pp., $29.95 



In this new, highly informative, 
and entertaining book from the 
Williams-Sonoma collection, Josh 
Wesson shares with the reader his 
no-frills philosophy to wine-and-food 
pairing. Wesson, the co-founder of 
Best Cellars, is a pioneer in the 
wine-styles retail concept: clas- 
sifying wine around flavor groups 
instead of grape varietals, demys- 
tifying wine-buying for the novice, 
and making it easy to turn it into 
an everyday drink. 

The book starts with the basics 
of wine, from grape varietals, wine 
regions, and bottle shapes to how 
to read a wine label and evaluate 
a wine using all the senses. The 
chapters that follow offer advice on 


wine-and-food pairings focusing on 
wine styles: sparkling, crisp whites, 
soft whites, rich whites, pink wines, 
juicy reds, smooth reds, bold reds, 
and sweet wines. Each category is 
then deconstructed into its charac- 
teristic aromas, tastes, and textures 
(illustrated by full-color photograph 
icons), while the text explains how 
and why we taste such different ele- 
ments in wine. 

Each chapter features recipes for 
appetizers, entrees, and desserts 
with complementing and contrasting 
flavor profiles (Wesson’s principles 
of wine-and-food pairing) for each 
specific wine style. The recipes fea- 
ture suggested wine pairings from 
both Old and New World regions, 


as well as alternative matches 
from other chapters, say, a Rose 
instead of a juicy red. The book 
also includes sample menus for 
entertaining or for everyday casual 
dinners, as well as a comprehen- 
sive glossary of wine terminology. 
Through clear text - peppered with 
Wesson’s incomparable sense of 
humor - and beautiful full-color 
photographs, everyone can feel 
empowered to take a stab at the art 
of combining the sensual elements 
of wine and food. As Wesson puts 
it, “Trust your palate rather than any 
rules etched in stone.” Then head to 
the wineshop and into the kitchen 
to experiment with your newfound 
knowledge. - Claudia Alarcon

My personal feeling about birthdays is that you 
might as well consider the alternative and throw 
yourself a big ol’ party. The Red House Lounge 
(1917 Manor Rd., 391-1501) is just the place to 
do it. More than 50 friends joined me there for my 
annual potluck birthday bash in mid-July, and we 
found the venue delightful. Joel Mozersky’s hip, 
retro Western decor in the homey old cottage 
offers plenty of comfortable furniture for lounging, 
both inside and out, plus a well-stocked bar and a 
friendly, attentive waitstaff. We noshed on an 
astounding array of party foods created by my 
guests (two kinds of fried chicken, two flavors of 
homemade ice cream, Tipsy Watermelon Salad, a 
fresh berry crostata, and on and on), as well as a 
steady supply of excellent thin-crust pizzas from 
the Stortini kitchen, just across the patio.

Avocado 

Story

A billion pounds. That’s the weight of 
avocados that Americans eat each year. And 
it’s no quirk that the two biggest consump- 
tion days in the United States are Super Bowl 
Sunday and Cinco de Mayo. If we ever needed 
a food metaphor for the culinary melting pot 
that is American food, avocados and guaca- 
mole could be it. 

That said, unless you live in an avocado- 
growing region like Southern California or 
Florida (or perhaps the Rio Grande Valley 
in Texas), you probably haven’t given much 
thought to the avocados that are available 
year-round in grocery stores. Where do they 
come from? How do they grow? How did we 
develop such a taste for this odd, semitropical 
fruit that seems more like a vegetable, con- 
tains a significant amount of oil, and is almost 
exclusively consumed raw? 

Avocados, the Early Years 

The avocado tree, Persea americana, is a 
member of the laurel family, related to cin- 
namon, bay, and sassafras. Along with com, 
beans, and peppers, the fruit was one of the 
staples of the pre-Columbian Mesoamerican 
diet. Archaeological evidence indicates that 
wild avocados probably originated in South- 


Central Mexico and were cultivated through- 
out Mexico, Central America, and South 
America as early as 7,000 years ago. 

The first published Western account of 
avocados is from 1518, when conquistador 
Martin Fernandez de Enciso described the

fruit he ate in Colombia. When Hernan Cortes 
entered Tenochtitlan (now Mexico City) in 
1519, he found avocados an integral part 
of sophisticated meals consumed by Aztec 
Emperor Montezuma, including a sauce of 
mashed avocado, tomato, and onion called 
ahuaca-mulli. 

The Aztecs called the fruit ahuacatl , the 
same word they used for testicle, believing 
them to be aphrodisiacs with male-strength- 
ening properties. Food historian Sophie Coe 
tells us that avocados 
were critical to the 
low-fat Mesoamerican 
diet because they con- 
tain up to 30% oik 
Spaniards transcribed 
ahuacatl to aguacate ; 
in a 1526 report to 
Charles V of Spain, 

New World chronicler 
Fernandez de Oviedo 
describes a paste sim- 
ilar to butter that is 
“very good eating.” 

With the Spanish 
conquest and European 
exploration, avocados 
spread around the 
Caribbean and ulti- 
mately to the Pacific, 
the Philippines, and 
Southeast Asian coun- 
tries. The first mention 
of avocados in English 
was in 1672 by W 
Hughes, physician to 
King Charles II, after visiting Jamaica. He calls 
them “one of the most rare and pleasant fruits 
of the island. It nourisheth and strength- 
ened! the body, corroborating the spirits 
and procuring lust exceedingly.” During the 
1700s, avocados became known as alligator 
pears, subaltern’s butter, midshipman’s but- 
ter, shell pears, and Spanish pears. George 
Washington wrote of “agovago pairs” while 
visiting Barbados in 1751, but confessed he 
really preferred pineapples. 


Calavos: Avocados in California 

Avocados from Cuba were probably planted 
in Florida by 1833, but Mexican avocados 
weren’t introduced into California until about 
1848. Plantings are documented around Santa 
Barbara and Los Angeles through the 1890s, 
but the real birth of the California industry 
occurred after a single Mexican variety named 
Fuerte survived the great freeze of 1913; after 
that, Fuertes were planted with wild abandon. 

As part of the larger 
boom in subtropi- 
cal crops, Southern 
California real estate 
developers promoted 
avocado-growing as a 
means to live easy and 
get rich quick; thou- 
sands of acres were 
cultivated between 
San Diego and San 
Luis Obispo. However, 
beyond the tradi- 
tional avocado-eating 
Southwest, there wasn’t 
much of a demand, 
and as production 
exploded, growers 
were forced to create 
a market. Calavo, the 
£ growers’ cooperative 
* formed in 1924, adver- 
tised in such upscale 
venues as The New 
Yorker and Vogue and 
distributed recipes for 
“calavos” to food editors around the country. 
Avocados were promoted as the last word in 
chic elegance; their traditional ethnic heritage 
was downplayed for decades. 

The ubiquitous Hass avocado, developed in 
1926 by L.A. mail-carrier Rudolph Hass, caught 
on in the Fifties and now is a virtual monocul- 
ture - it constitutes 90% of California’s com- 
mercial crop, which in turn represents 95% 
of all avocados grown in the U.S. Hass is well

Ten Things You May Not Know About Avocados 


1) An avocado tree can bloom four or five times a year. 

2 ) Avocados grown in sunlight are sweeter; avocados from 
the shady interior of the tree have a higher oil content. 

3 ) Avocados can be “stored” on the tree for as long as 
six months and picked as needed. The longer the fruit 
stays on the tree, the higher the oil content. 

4 ) Avocados must be harvested by hand. 

5 ) Mature avocados don’t become soft and ripe 
until after they’re picked.

6 ) Avocados should be ripened at room temperature until they yield slightly to 
gentle pressure. A hard avocado can take up to two weeks to ripen. 

7 ) Avocados are grown commercially in the U.S., Mexico, Chile, Colombia, Israel, 
and New Zealand. 


8 ) Half of the avocados consumed globally are grown in Michoacan, Mexico. 

9 ) Avocado wood is sometimes used for making guitars. 

10 ) Avocado honey is thick, rich, and reddish in color. And it doesn’t taste like avocado.

suited to Southern California growing conditions, and 
unlike the more delicate varieties, it withstands ship- 
ping very well - it’s the only type that most Americans 
ever see in the store. However, enthusiasts and con- 
noisseurs grow myriad other varieties; the University 
of California South Coast Research and Extension 
Center in Irvine maintains more than 150 species. In 
2008, the California Rare Fruit Growers Association is 
celebrating the Year of the Avocado. 

During the 20th century, the California avocado 
industry built a flourishing market in the Southwest, 
where Latin American culinary influences were well 
established. However, it wasn’t until the Latino 
migration of the 1970s that the 
avocado market expanded much 
into the rest of the country. The 
California industry’s success was 
aided significantly by 1914 fed- 
eral legislation that - in the name 
of pest and disease control - 
prohibited any importation from 
Mexico and other countries. 

Some 80 years later, Chilean 
avocados were first permitted 
into the U.S. In 1997, limited 
importation of Mexican Hass avo- 
cados was allowed - only from 
the state of Michoacan and only 
into 19 Northeastern states. This 
occurred after a longstanding collaboration between 
the United States Department of Agriculture and 
its Mexican counterpart, Secretana de Agricultura, 
Ganaderfa, Desarrollo Rural, Pesca y Alimentacion 
(SAGARPA), wherein the two countries developed 
and enforced strict compliance with phytosanitary 
standards and procedures for picking, packing, and 
shipping to the U.S. As of 2007, avocados from Mich- 
oacan are now imported into all 50 states. 

The fears of the California industry that Mexican 
avocados would introduce disease and a market 
glut haven’t materialized. In fact, the U.S. demand 
for avocados now far exceeds California’s capacity, 
particularly after the crop-debilitating freezes and 
severe water shortages of recent years. In 2007, 
Tom Bellamore, then-vice president of the California 
Avocado Commission, said: “Our partners in Chile 
and Mexico are needed. ... They’ve earned the 
right to ship their product to the U.S. market.” An 


interesting spirit of international collaboration has 
developed among producers, and some of the largest 
California packers such as West Pak, Mission Produce, 
Prime Produce, and Calavo now maintain plants in 
Michoacan. Charley Wolk, a grower who leads the 
Hass Avocado Board, puts it this way: “The Mexican 
growers are not our enemies. They are our partners.” 

Aguacates: Avocados in Mexico 

So what about the avocado industry in Mexico, an 
ancient source of avocado trees and the world’s larg- 
est avocado-producing country? Not too surprisingly, 
Mexico has the highest avocado consumption rate on 
the planet - 20 pounds per person per year. 

As in the U.S., where more than 90% of avocados 
come from one state (California), the vast major- 
ity of Mexican avocados are exported from the state 
of Michoacan, centered around the small city of 
Uruapan. Michoacan exports avocados to France, 
Japan, the UK, Canada, and now, the United States. 
And, as in the U.S., most Michoacan avocados are 
the transport-friendly Hass variety, grafted onto the 
indigenous Mexican Criollo rootstock. 

Directly west of Mexico City, Michoacan is a beau- 
tiful, mountainous region with porous volcanic soil, 
lush vegetation, and significant rainfall for half the 
year that supplies much of the water needed for avo- 
cado production. As in California, most Michoacan 
avocado growers are small, with orchards of 10 hect- 
ares (24.7 acres) or less. 

Victor Moreno Torres, promotions director for the 
Avocado Producers and Exporting Packers Association 
of Michoacan (APEAM), explains that avocados, 
directly and indirectly, provide about 300,000 jobs 
in the state and that the purpose of APEAM is not 
only to support the members and 
export more avocados but to regu- 
late the expansion rate, not flood 
the market, and not cut down the 
state’s forests in the process. 

Michoacan is home to a small 
(80) , viable group of certified organic 
avocado growers. Third-generation 
grower Agustm Audiffred Ayala 
transitioned his family’s 60-year- 
old groves to organic 11 years 
ago; the farm now operates in a 
closed-loop system - pigs are fed 
the fallen avocados that cannot be 
exported to produce the compost 
that fertilizes the trees. 

Avocado commercialization occurs via the packing 
houses; a packer’s agents go into the growers’ orchards 
to assess and buy the crops and then send experienced 
pickers to harvest the fruit by hand. More than 4,000 
Michoacan growers and 30 packers are certified as meet- 
ing the stringent USDA/SAGARPA standards enforced by 
teams representing both agencies. They regularly inspect 
the fruit and the process, from the orchard to the pack- 
ing plant to the shipping in sealed, refrigerated trucks. 

Typically, it’s about a four-day trip from the tree 
in Michoacan to a U.S. grocery store. According 
to Salvador Ortiz Briones, internal communications 
manager of APEAM: “Every box of avocados has a 
number that identifies the grower, the orchard, and 
the packer. If there’s ever a problem, it’s clear exactly 
where the avocado comes from. The orchard would be 
quarantined, and the packing system shut down and 
cleaned. But, in the 10 years since we’ve exported to 
the U.S., there haven’t been any problems yet.” ■

Most people associate avocados with Mexico, California, and Florida, but 
there’s a small thriving avocado business right here in Texas. Along with its famous 
grapefruits and oranges, the Lower Rio Grande Valley is home not only to myriad 
backyard avocado trees but to a number of commercial enterprises, as well. 

Typically, Valley avocado growers maintain orchards smaller than 10 acres, primarily 
serving farmstands and specialty mail-order businesses. An exception is Ciomperlik 
Farms in San Juan, near McAllen. With a 6-acre orchard, Stanley Ciomperlik began a 
weekend sideline 18 years ago; now he farms 40-plus acres and harvests about half a 
million pounds of avocados per year. “It’s a great business,” he says; he’s currently devel- 
oping 150 additional acres. Despite regular pruning, his trees regularly reach 40 feet tall. 

Not only does Ciomperlik wholesale fruit to Wal-Mart, HEB, Winn-Dixie, and 
Luby’s, but he also sells Lula avocado seeds to California growers for disease-resis- 
tant hosts on which to graft the Hass avocados that dominate the American market. 
(The smooth-skinned, bright-green Lulas are popular in South Texas, but the darker, 
rough-skinned Hass variety is better able to withstand shipping around the country.) 

Avocados in Texas aren’t a new idea - in 1895, John Bourke, a U.S. cavalry officer 
stationed on the Texas-Mexican border and an avid anthropological observer, wrote: 
“When the custard-like pulp is beaten up with egg, oil, vinegar, and spices, it makes 
a most delicious salad and when sliced seems to be equally good. This fruit resem- 
bles a pear in shape; is purple in color; the pulp is sweetish and can be eaten raw.” 

The Texas Avocado Society was formed in Weslaco in 1948 as an association of 
growers and horticulturists seeking promising varieties from Mexico and Florida to 
develop a major commercial crop for South Texas. While the Texas industry didn’t 
quite take off as hoped, the society’s research and development legacy remains. 

In Devine, half an hour southwest of San Antonio, retired state employee Bill 
Schneider turned his avocado hobby into a full-time business. Since 1983, 
Schneider’s mission has been testing, grafting, propagating, and selling avocado 
trees developed to withstand the cooler temperatures of Central Texas. “I was 
inspired by people always planting seeds and failing to get healthy, bearing trees,” 
he remembers. “The late Dr. Norman Maxwell at A&M gave me some pamphlets, 
showed me how to graft, and I just kept at it.” 

Grafting onto hardy Mexican rootstock, Schneider’s experiments resulted in three 
trademarked types (Opal, Wilma, and Pryor) suitable for growing in Central Texas; 
they usually bear fruit at three years, and their fruits have delicate, edible skins. 

Each spring, he sells year-old trees for $40 (by appointment: brs@devtex.net or 
830/663-2492); he plans to have 1,000 trees available in 2009. Schneider is some- 
thing of a celebrity in Devine - the Chamber of Commerce’s annual fall celebration 
(www.devinefallfestival.com) is called the Devine Fall Festival and Avocado Showcase. 

A San Antonio source for avocado trees is Fanick’s Garden Center (www.fanicks. 
com). Its catalog offers six varieties deemed appropriate for this region, and third- 
generation nurseryman Mark Fanick says the center has many customers from Austin. 

And in Austin, the Great Outdoors Nursery (www.gonursery.com) carries both Lula 
and Hass avocado trees from Florida for $37.95. 

However, not everyone is enthusiastic about avocados in Austin. Julian W. Sauls, 
professor and extension horticulturist at Texas A&M’s Texas AgriLife Extension 
Service in Weslaco, wrote the definitive 1992 growing guide “Home Fruit 
Production: Avocado” (aggie-horticulture.tamu.edu/extension/homefruit/avocado/avo- 
cado2.html). He says by e-mail, “The best advice for wannabe avocado growers in 
the central part of the state is to expect to experience serious tree damage and/or 
death from freezing temperatures sooner or later.” - MM.P.

Finally, a reason to watch TV again: Mad 
Men (AMC) is back! After a summer of 
loathsome reality series, reruns, and nonstop 
infotainment, how refreshing it is to see this 
hour of TV magic back on the air after a long, 
long year. 

A lot has been written about how well 
Mad Men captures the early Sixties. Indeed, 
it is gorgeous to watch, and the trip back 
in time to when racism, sexism, and almost 
every other “ism” you can think of was so 
overt is sobering. But I think the larger ques- 
tion in my mind when I watch Mad Men is: 
What is it about the period piece that reso- 
nates in the present? 

Part of the answer might lie in the 
approach. And in this, not all period pieces 
are alike. Take a look at the almost unwatch- 
able Swingtown (CBS). Set in the 1970s, 
this series about suburban swingers (mar- 
ried couples who swap partners) is so self- 
conscious of its milieu that its dramatic 
moments feel contrived. Not so with Mad 
Men , which is all the more spectacular since 
both series are anchored around desire. 

Mad Men's Don Draper (Jon Hamm) is 
the show’s central character, a handsome, 
Madison Avenue ad exec married to a beau- 
tiful woman. He has a lovely house in the 
suburbs and a picture-perfect life. As the 
series has progressed, we see that he wants a 
deeper experience, an experience that eludes 
him - aesthetic, intellectual, perhaps even 
spiritual. He wants to experience that 
thing that is larger than himself. 

It’s the reason he’s a success 
ful ad man - he knows that 
striking those notes under the 
surface is what will ultimately 
sell the product. But he has 
neglected to strike the same 
notes in his own life - a life that’s 
based on a lie. (Watch season one 
which just came out on DVD, to dis- 
cover his secret.) 

Mad Men is one of those series that 
requires your attention. You can’t watch it 
while doing something else (you wouldn’t 
want to, anyway). Many scenes are understat- 
ed yet so layered with meaning that they ache 
with melancholy But it’s not all longing and 
pensiveness. There are moments of humor, 
as in the scene when office manager Joan 
Holloway (Christina Hendricks) is debating 
where to put the brand-new, mammoth-size 
copier, explaining that she does not want to 
keep it in the hallway because she doesn’t 
want the office to look as if it’s bursting at the 
seams - all the while she’s wearing another 
one of her painted-on dresses. 

But why do Mad Men's era-specific stories 
and themes play so powerfully in the pres- 
ent? Maybe it has something to do with the 
show’s exploration of excess. If pre-1965 was 
all about keeping up appearances, the present

is about making appearances. Don Draper 
may have taken a shortcut to reinvent himself 
covertly, but there isn’t that much difference 
between him and a reality-show contestant, 
particularly in those shows where the goal is 
for one winner to rise above the rest to be the 
best chef, the top model, the next star, the 
lone survivor. There is always that moment 
in these reality series where a “confession” 
occurs. This is where the contestant offers 
a “candid” expression of his need to prove 
something to himself or his family or the 
desire to reignite his life after some failure, 
false start, or bad luck. 

It’s the rah-rah moment that 
is supposed to rope us in to root 
for the contestant. Reinvention 
is the American way, after all. 
If you allow yourself to get 
wrapped up in some of these 
competitions, particularly of the 
winner-take-all variety (American 
Idol is a good example), you get 
to see the “transformation,” and then 
what? When it’s all said and done, the expe- 
rience was only a vicarious experience for the 
viewer, not a real one. 

When I watch Mad Men, I know I’m not 
Don Draper or the rest, but something 
in their stories feels familiar and full and 
gratifying. You walk around with the epi- 
sode for a day or more, replaying scenes 
with friends who also watch the series, 
sharing their equally vague ideas of what 
draws them to the series, because it’s much 
more than the handsome characters, the 
lush sets, the fine attention to detail in 
set decoration, language, and costumes. 
When it comes right down to it, the search 
for deeper meaning never goes out of 
style. And through Mad Men, you take the 
journey with some of the most intriguing 
characters to appear on TV 

Mad Men airs Sundays at 9pm on AMC.

OF STRIP CLUBS AND HASH STASHES 


On location: ‘Dance With the One’

The most jaded pessimist would 
be hard-pressed to concoct a locale 
more depressing than the parking lot 
of a strip club at 8am on a Tuesday, 
but the cast and crew of Dance With 
the One seemed almost grateful last 
Tuesday morning to be at the park- 
ing lot of Sugar’s, near Highland 
Mall. Dance With the One is the 
first movie made by the University 
of Texas Film Institute, a nonprofit 
in the College of Communication, 
and the crew is made up almost 
entirely of UT students. One of the 
film’s producers, Bryan Sebok, says 
Dance With the One has an “ultralow 
budget,” so when the manager at 
Sugar’s told the crew that they 
could shoot scenes in the parking 
lot as long as they weren’t there 
when the club was open, they leapt 
at the opportunity. 

UTFI exists to give UT film stu- 
dents a chance to work on a film 
shoot that is longer and more dif- 


ficult than the typical three- or four- 
day student-film shoot; Dance With 
the One is planned as a 22-day shoot. 
“We’re trying to teach them that 
when you get into 22-day shoots, 
you need a lot more planning; you 
need to be aware that we may shoot 
a scene on day one and then shoot 
the second half of that film on day 
15,” says Glen Moorman, the film’s 
first assistant director, who is one of 
the only crew members who isn’t 
associated with UT “It’s just like 
running a 400 [meter dash] , but it 
never ends,” says the film’s director, 
former actor Mike Dolan. 

The lead actor, Gabriel Luna, 
plays Nate, whose mother died of 
a heroin overdose and whose father 
is a “grief-stricken psychedelic cow- 
boy,” as Joshua Smith Henderson, a 
graduate student at UT’s Michener 
Center for Writers (who co-wrote 
the script with Jon Marc Smith), 
puts it. “This kid Nate has kind 


of fallen into taking care of his 
family, and ... he’s got trouble,” 
Henderson says. In need of some 
quick cash, Nate decides to hedge 
his bets and potentially make a lot 
of money by guarding a mother 
lode of hash. In the scene shot 
last Tuesday, Nate’s love interest, 
Nikki - played by Xochitl Romero 
- and Nate are looking for a man 
they suspect has stolen something 
they need. They find his truck, and 
as you might expect in any movie 
that features a young man who 
probably shouldn’t be guarding 
someone else’s hash, they begin to 
rifle through property that doesn’t 
belong to them. “This is where the 
film takes a certain Nancy Drew 
detour,” Dolan explained before 
shooting the scene. “But it only 
lasts as long as it takes to say 
‘Nancy Drew.’” 

The Sugar’s locale may give the 
impression that Dance With the 



One is raunchier than it actually 
is. Although the film’s producers 
expect it to get an “R” rating 
because of its language, Henderson 
and Smith’s script went through a 
far more involved vetting process 
than most first-time screenwriters 
experience. “I have a feeling that 
if it were a Hollywood production, 
we would have gotten a check, and 
they would have said goodbye,” 
Henderson says. “Every scene, 
every word got a lot of scrutiny, 
and we had to change a lot of 
things, and that process was great. 
They don’t let you do that very 
often on a first movie.” ■

Comic-Con 2008

To the socially well adjusted, the San Diego 
Comic-Con International is almost certainly an 
excruciating hell. But to those willing to embrace 
fife’s most isolating pleasures, it’s a comprehen- 
sive and vindicating panorama of dweeb enter- 
tainment. Thirty-nine years ago, the gathering 
brought 300 locals to a small hotel; now the 
earth-shattering event draws upward of 150,000 
to the massive San Diego Convention Center, 
creating an unignorable global “buzz” while jam- 
ming up the city’s hotels and public transport 
like nobody’s business. The scope has reached 
so far beyond comics that a focus on sequential 
art sometimes feels obligatory, chugging dutifully 
along in the shadow of Hollywood blockbuster 
panels and gargantuan architectural displays 
erected to debut video games and action-figure 
designs. Celebrity guests from Elvira to the Rock 
shake hands and kiss babies. Large-scale corpo- 
rate players this year included Fox Entertainment, 
Warner Bros., and Mattel, the latter presenting a 
30-foot-tall re-creation of Castle Greyskull from 
Masters of the Universe, guarded by a real-life ver- 
sion of the nefarious Evil-Lyn. 

Skeletor’s right-hand woman is impressively 
accurate in her appearance but also indicative of 
Comic-Con’s rampant transformations. Several 
of the companies and dealers now employ ... 



ugh ... “booth babes,” aka California blondes 
paid $40 an hour to don crime-fighting spandex 
and wiggle in an effort to entice the virginal 
hordes. However, these seducers of the aged- 
but-still-innocent make up only a small percent- 
age of the costumed Con-goers. Thousands of 
attendees spend the entire five days of the con- 
vention roaming the aisles in their fantasy finery, 
exhibiting equal parts ambition and obsession 
in aping beloved fictional icons, from Wolverine 
(I counted four) to the Baroness of G.I.Joe fame 
(two) to Heath Ledger’s Joker (countless), often 
showcasing some unfortunate biology in the 
process. Less eyeball-punishing personal favor- 
ites included a mustached doughnut and five 


teenagers dressed as the geometric shapes in 
a game of Tetris. 

The majority of badge-holders seem inexpli- 
cably content to wait hours in a network TV 
swag fine for a poster tube filled with glossy 
bullshit, which leaves the remaining geek herd 
the chance to focus unimpeded on the conven- 
tion’s actual core: comics. Strangely enough, it 
may currently be Comic-Con’s greatest secret 
that it’s still an incredible place to meet classic 
creators, to find back issues of every conceiv- 
able title, and generally to be exposed to the 
very best (and worst) in the medium. Though 
n playground bullies Marvel, DC, and Dark Horse 
£ clearly take up the lion’s share of the building’s 
£ comic-designated floor space, there’s an inspir- 
o ing number of self-publishers and long-running 
independent heroes like Fantagraphics and 
Last Gasp, who continually show up each 
year to carry the banner of creative drive and 
financial risk. While cavernous ballrooms fill 
with zitty youths hungry for Watchmen gossip, 
smaller sections are home to panels celebrating 
low-art pioneers like Jack “King” Kirby and 
Forrest u Famous Monsters” Ackerman. 

So yes, in the recent superheroization of 
the silver screen, the San Diego Comic-Con 
has inevitably gorged itself on media atten- 
tion and Hollywood glamour. But beneath 
its bloated skin beats the enduring, humble 
heart of a genuine comic-book nerd, destined 
to outlast all the bright fights and dark tans 
thrown in its path. ■

RODRIGUEZ ON THE (RE)MAKE 

He’s a king of the Austin film scene, and 
tight-lipped be the royal Robert Rodriguez. 
But Rodriguez opened up at a Comic-Con 
panel with news that he’ll be kinda, 
sorta still directing parts of the remake 
and Conan the Barbarian spin-off Red 
Sonja starring Rose McGowan, though 
frequent assistant director Doug 
Aarniokoski will be the credited director, 
according to E! Online. Red Sonja will be 
shot “on location,” with scouting report- 
edly taking place in incentive-loving 
Louisiana and Michigan, though the lat- 
ter seems less likely. Rodriguez will 
shoot the many green-screen shots at 
home in Austin, we can presume. Oh, he 
also said Frank Miller has a Sin City 2 
script in the can but gave no clues on a 
shooting date. The biggest news? 
Rodriguez firmly tossed his hat in the ring 
for a Conan remake, though he may again 
be listed simply as producer because of 
his longstanding dispute with the Directors 
Guild of America.

Multiple hyphenate Sam Shepard 
(screenwriter, playwright, actor, director) will 
receive the Distinguished Screenwriter 
Award at the 2008 Austin Film Festival on 
Oct. 18, and he may not have far to travel 
to receive it. He’s attached to star in 
Serenity Falls, a noirish Western that Lisa 
Jenkins’ DreamFly Productions is looking 
to shoot in Dallas in September with writ- 
er/director Mark Millhone, director of 
photography Jim Denault ( Boys Don’t Cry), 
and already-cast Omar Epps and Edward 
James Olmos. Why should Austin care? 
Jenkins hopes to follow it immediately with 
a local shoot - the romantic comedy The 
Other Jennifer, also based on a Millhone 
script, with Meryl Streep’s daughter Mamie 
Gummer starring. Jenkins, a former Fox 
Sports Net producer, is aiming to amass a 
group of private Texas investors to shoot 
films in Texas. “We have the infrastruc- 
ture,” she says. “We can do it here.”

An open casting call for Latino boys ages 
4 to 6 is set for Aug. 2 in San Antonio, for a 
principal role in The Girl. The film stars 
Emily Blunt ( The Devil Wears Prada) as “a 
young mother from South Texas who is 
thrown into an unexpected and life-changing 
journey when her attempt to smuggle immi- 
grants across the border goes terribly 
wrong.”

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Don’t Fear the Devil 

Some glorious bastards, new to DVD 


SATANTANGO 

Facets Video, $79.95 

My friend Rachel has me pretty much con- 
vinced that Hungarian film director Bela Tarr 
is the devil. I leave it to hardcore theorists to 
fix whether he’s truly the devil, a devil, or just 
demonic, but check this out: Exhibit A is the 
7V2-minute opening shot of the 7V2-hour-long 
Satantango. Herded neither by dog nor man 
and distracted only by their bored-looking (but 
exquisitely composed) attempts at copulation, 
a herd of cattle fully enters and exits a frame 
that smoothly, perfectly tracks with them past 
a series of farmhouses, as their movements 
repeatedly complicate and complete a compo- 
sition that effortlessly evolves over a couple 
dozen feet of dolly track. The camera is rigidly 
controlled, and the cows are ... cows. Dimly per- 
suadable, sure, but somehow also more perfect 
here than the camera, in a shot that would be 
difficult enough with people. Did I mention the 
thing about 7V2 minutes and 7V2 hours? Plus I 
heard this was take 1. The devil. 

Speak of him long enough, and he arrives 
from Facets. Worshipped and talked up by a cult 
of international festivalgoers since its premiere 
in 1994, Satantango 1 s mythic status owes partly 
to diabolical genius, partly to influence on the 
work of Gus Van Sant (particularly Elephant), 
and, let’s admit, partly to bragging rights. You 
not only make it through but actually enjoy near- 
ly eight hours of rainy, black-and-white bleakness 
about the failure of a communal farm at a festi- 
val in, say, Greece (as I did), and you’ve earned 
significant envy in some quarters. The bonus is 
that it’s way too big and way too Hungarian to 
play any local theatre soon, so your friends can’t 
return glumly from the Arbor to tell you it sucks. 

Perhaps there’s an interesting experiment 
in cinephilia to be observed with a long-form 
legend finally set upon a market where it’s not 
unusual to hole up for a weekend with 14-odd 
hours of The Wire. Not to say that any Bela Tarr 
movie remotely plays like HBO, but whatever 
Tarr’s protestations to the contrary, I’ll submit 
that he’s actually a hell of a storyteller and far 
more accessible than his rep would suggest, 
with the most graceful and straightforward con- 
trol of nonlinear chronology going. Patience and 
attention to detail can be learned anywhere, 
perhaps in most places better than they’re cov- 
ered in film schools. And they’re not handed out 
with film-festival badges, but they’re more than 
amply rewarded by Satantango. Think of those 
cows, imagine what he can do with seven hours 
following people, and allow me to advocate that 
you make him a devil you know.

THE INGLORIOUS BASTARDS: 

3 DISC EXPLOSIVE EDITION 

Severin Films, $29.95 

Marry the gut-level contradictions found 
in Samuel Fuller’s movies, the action poetry 
of Sam Peckinpah’s work, and the verve 
and intensity of the exclusively male combat 
units seen in the war films of any number 
of American filmmakers from Robert Aldrich 
to Darryl Zanuck, and you’ll get a sense of 
what you’re in for when you strap on the 
newly released disc of Italian director Enzo 
Castel lari’s The Inglorious Bastards. This 
English-language war film was made in Italy 
in 1978 and is set in Nazi-occupied France 
in 1944. At the outset, a paddy wagon of 
American soldiers who are being driven to the 
stockade to await court-martial comes under 
German attack while en route. Five prisoners 
survive the assault, and with nothing but cer- 
tain recapture if they return to the American 
base, they decide to push on through enemy 
territory to neutral Switzerland. On the run 
from the Germans and the Allies, this band of 
bastards fights its way forward with cunning, 
daring, instinct, and, ultimately, altruism, once 
they inadvertently land in the midst of a pre- 
carious covert operation. 

It’s this nugget of a plot setup that is 
surely what Quentin Tarantino will borrow 
when he makes his own World War II movie 
titled Inglorious Bastards. While Castellari’s 
movie, which is receiving its first real U.S. 
release with this DVD, stands on its own as a 
terrific war film, it’s naturally receiving height- 
ened interest because of Tarantino’s interest. 
Tarantino has never made any secret of his 
love for “men on a mission” movies, and The 
Inglorious Bastards is a glorious example of 
the form. 

Severin Films’ three-disc package show- 
cases a pristine print. The film’s action 
sequences are truly impressive, even more 
so when you see stars Bo Svenson, Fred 
Williamson, and some of the others performing 
their own stunts. On disc one, extras include 
Castellari’s commentary track and a conversa- 
tion between Tarantino and Castellari that was 
recorded just a few weeks ago, as Tarantino 
was finishing his own script. While natural- 
seeming (Tarantino’s markedly disheveled look 
almost denies the presence of a camera), the 
talk ultimately reveals more about Tarantino 
than Castellari. The documentary on disc two, 
Train Kept a-Rollin 7 by Federico Caddeo, fea- 
tures interviews with Castellari, Williamson, 
Svenson, special-effects artist Gino de Rossi 
(nicknamed Bombardoni), and others and 
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offers the most significant insights into the 
film. Another locations featurette contributes 
little extra value, and, on the whole, the extras 
become rather repetitive when viewed as a 
set. The third disc is a soundtrack CD.

VAMPYR 

Criterion Collection, $39.95 

Early soundies, besides stoning many black- 
birds with a single title - French, German, 
and English versions of the same film were 
often shot simultaneously - inhabit a neth- 
erworld custom-made for the crypt. In the 
velvet-lined case of Great Dane Carl Theodor 
Dreyer (1889-1968), first intertitles and then 
long passages from a book play a leading 
role in the silent scream of 1932’s Vampyr, 
filmed about the same time as Dracula but 
released the following year. Fluttering light, 
milky screens, and voyeuristic camerawork 
track the film like nine out of Dreyer’s 14 
total titles - sans sound - but the voices out 




of the abyss are all too audible. Here, when 
anyone speaks (German - the English version 
is lost, and the French master helped piece 
together this composite), their words often 
erupt from the audio track in barked chal- 
lenge, as if talkies were still a novelty to test. 
Predictably, to a lesser degree than Dreyer’s 
monumental, silent The Passion of Joan of Arc, 
this stakeout visualizes its horror rather than 
wags tongues ripe for cutting. Vampyr 1 s titular 
witch, another of Dreyer’s nonactors, takes 
her place in the mausoleum of cinematic 
bloodsuckers, though don’t put her ashes 
next to Nosferatu, because as Tony Raynes’ 
illuminating commentary track details, Dreyer 
was no fan of F.W. Murnau’s genre progeni- 
tor. Funny, then, that Vampyr flashes German 
expressionism with iconic determination. The 
heart-stopping coffin scene belongs on the 
uppermost shelf of filmdom’s nightmare vault. 
In fact, the whole tale of Allan Gray, “preoccu- 
pied with superstitions of centuries past,” and 
his arrival at the roadside inn of his deepest 
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dreams, falls together both as disorienting 
as the director/original screenplaywright 
intended and, by the final scene, as effec- 
tive. A 30-minute documentary from 1966 
captures Dreyer meeting French Diabolique 
Henri-Georges Clouzot, while a 23-minute 
radio-cast of the Copenhagen-born filmmaker 
delivering a paper in English (“Art is not 
reproduction but subjective choice”) proves 
as methodical as his filmography. Dreyer’s 
screen story comes bound with Vampyr's 
unholy book of secrets as well. “Here the 
silence of death prevails,” he wrote. That 
whimpering sound is you.

ANDRE TECHINE 

Lions Gate, $34.98 

Though little-known here in the States, 
the biography of Andre Techine reads like 
the impossibly perfect resume of a French 
film director in the second half of the 20th 
century. He began writing articles for the 
legendary Cahiers du Cinema, spiritual home 
of the French New Wave, at age 21. (His first 
review? Cahiers alumni Frangois Truffaut’s The 
Soft Skin. So you know he chose his words 
carefully.) He lived through the revolutionary 
May of 1968 in Paris; he screened his first 
film, Paulina S’en Va, the following year at the 
Venice Film Festival; and he’s worked with just 
about every famous French actor one could 
name, including Gerard Depardieu, Jeanne 
Moreau, Juliette Binoche, and - his muse - 


Catherine Deneuve. Now Lions Gate Films is 
making its pitch for greater American apprecia- 
tion of this Gallic hero by releasing four of his 
best movies in one package - though the fact 
that it’s making that pitch without DVD extras 
is almost unforgivable. Hotel America, from 
1981, explores the emotional consequences 
of a doomed love affair between a success- 
ful middle-aged woman (played by Deneuve) 
and an emotionally unstable and jealous man 
(Patrick Dewaere). Shot a decade later, / Don't 
Kiss finds Techine’s realist aesthetic in full 
bloom, as he tells the melancholic story of a 
naive young actor (Manuel Blanc, in a Cesar 
Award-winning performance) who finds nothing 
but heartache when he moves to Paris. With 
the release of Bergman-esque My Favorite 
Season in 1993, Techine established himself 
as one of Europe’s most able chroniclers 
of modern domestic life, leading Deneuve 
and Daniel Auteuil, as estranged brother 
and sister, through a minefield of bitterness 
and disappointment after their mother takes 
ill. Masterpiece Wild Reeds closes the set, 
bringing to life slowly and subtly the coming- 
of-age dramas of four teens living in Provence 
in 1962. Set against the backdrop of the 
Algerian War for Independence, this Cesar- 
winning drama is a compelling, beautifully 
acted look at the dovetailing of political and 
sexual passions in the lives of young people 
straining for meaning ... even as Techine 
strains believability to conjure his film’s Jules 
and Jim- like ending. -Josh Rosenblatt

For 
more information, see austinchronicle.com/ 
earache and www.myspace.com/jondeegraham. 
Fellow True Believer Alejandro Escovedo, 
meanwhile, postponed shows this week due 
to acute exhaustion. The Real Animal should 
be well rested for his Aug. 7 appearance on 
the Late Show With David Letterman. 

O James Henry, revered owner of the now- 
defunct Henry’s Bar and Grill on Burnet 
Road, which helped launch the careers of 
Wayne Hancock and Don Walser (see 
“Song for My Father,” Sept. 29, 2006), died 
Wednesday, July 23, due to an undisclosed 
illness. He was 71. 


Don’t Tread on Me 


The target demographic for Full Service is pretty easy to pinpoint: alternative- 
ly inclined youths, aged 12-24, capable of getting down to both 311 and Snoop 
Dogg (see “Texas Platters,” p.54). For the past month, the local jam band has 
tailgated alongside the 4:20-enthusiasts’ joint tour, playing generator-powered, 
guerilla-style sets in the parking lot before each show. “Daily confrontation with 
police and security can get pretty stressful,” relays guitarist/ vocalist Bonesaw 
via e-mail. That’s putting it mildly. The quartet was barred from setting up in 
Holmdel, N.J., and two members were arrested and held overnight in Brooklyn 
after being busted with a spliff that was supposedly confiscated by a parking-lot 
security guard and given to the band. It’s a good thing the group brought along 
its own crew to document the trip (www.fullservicemusic.com). “Our website hits per 
day have tripled, and so all seems to be going according to plan!” says Bonesaw, 
who’s handed out more than 1,200 demos to date. Full Service gears up for one 
last takeover Saturday at the sold-out Backyard (they’re sitting out Sunday’s 
show there), with an official homecoming at Flamingo Cantina on Friday. 


Stuck Between Stations 

The Hold Steady’s latest, Stay Positive, debuted earlier this month 
at No. 30 on the Billboard 200. That’s a lot of free exposure for Decoder 
Ring Design Concern, the local multidisciplinary design company that 
constructed the album’s artwork. Co-founded in 2004 by Christian 
Helms and American Poster Institute President Geoff Peveto, 
whose work with the Hold Steady’s Craig Finn dates back to his days 
in Lifter Puller, Decoder Ring has collaborated with Spoon, the Decemberists, and Wilco, 
along with designing cover art for What Made Milwaukee Famous and Modest Mouse. The 
creative differences between the leaders of the Hold Steady and the latter were particularly 
striking. “Craig is a really easy guy to work with,” says Helms. “He’s much more logical and 
linear in the way that he works on things: A leads to B leads to C. Whereas Isaac [Brock] is 
exceptionally brilliant but very lateral. With him, A leads to fish leads to green.” Keep your 
eyes peeled for the Decoder Ring’s latest Hold Steady show poster, Aug. 6 at the Parish.

There’s a problem in paradise. 

At the far left side of America, near a perfect 
spot of beach where bohemian Venice, Calif., 
blends into the tony Marina del Rey, all’s not 
right on Washington Boulevard. It’s fall 1983, 
and things are turning crispy. Reaganomics 
has started to make itself seen and felt. Streets 
aren’t being swept, and those trying to live 
on them no longer feel quite as welcome. 
Summer’s over, and the crowds have left: 
gone back to school or the Midwest, where 
life might not be as exciting but is a whole lot 
safer. There’s even a new drug sneaking around 
the underground: crack cocaine. Those trying 
it are gone, and they’re not coming back. 

At the end of Washington is the Venice Pier. 
The serious fishermen show up at midnight 
and stay all night. They’ve got company from 
an assorted batch of 1960s hippies who 
couldn’t quite figure out the 1970s and are 
now caught on the treadmill of chasing a 
hopeless high. When the marine layer is so 
thick that it blocks the morning sun and the 
Pacific Ocean has lost its summer joy, life 
down here edges more toward a nightmare 
than the promised land. 

Perfection has a downside, and this is where 
it lives. 

One man among these street regulars still 
has a shine. Dennis Wilson helped create the 
California dream. As a youngster, he was a 
natural athlete, and once he discovered surf- 
ing, Wilson found his groove. His brothers, 
Brian and Carl, were starting a band, and 
their mother insisted they add Dennis as the 
drummer. Before long, the Beach Boys were

playing teen hops and recording local hits. By 
1963, they’d become America’s most glorious 
group, and their drummer, even sitting in the 
back behind his swirly kit, was the one every- 
one wanted to be. He was a powerhouse, a 
pounder who sent out an animalistic strength, 
someone who carried himself like he knew he 
had few equals. Carl, Brian, and singer Mike 
Love might have formed the front line, but 
Dennis Wilson was the Beach Boy. He knew 
it, and now he can’t forget it. 

Twenty years later, the curse of having every- 
thing has taken its toll. The drummer is no 
longer even allowed at Beach Boys shows. He’s 
living on his past but doesn’t seem to care. He 
made that deal a long time ago and now follows 
the thread to the very end. Some days he howls 
at the sun, gripped by walking dementia, and 
on others he’s all smiles, with his new baby in 
a crushed-velvet stroller that probably costs as 
much as some cars. Or he’ll pull up in front 
of Nick’s liquor store in a cherried-out 1956 
baby-blue T-bird convertible, leave it running, 
and hurry back out with a half-gallon of vodka 
he’s stolen from behind the counter, cackling 
like he just graduated from the cuckoo’s nest. 

We bump into each other for the first time 
on one of those days, literally, and he steps 
back like he’s ready to take a swing. Wilson’s 
eyes are flying saucers, spinning in their own 
orbit, though it’s not even noon. I say hello 
and ask if it was hard playing a right-handed 
drum kit left-handed, hoping that takes the 
bite out of him. Obviously thrown, he pets the 
large dog at his side, looks at me sideways, and 
tells me that the animal can smell “queers,” 


then jumps in the Thunderbird and roars off. 

The next morning Wilson’s back for more 
vodka, but without the dog. He sees me and 
smiles, like I passed the dog test. Relieved, I 
ask him about his 1977 solo album, Pacific 
Ocean Blue, and if he’s going to make another 
one, telling him those songs are like white soul 
music from some secret planet. His eyes tear 
up, and I’m afraid he’s going to have a nervous 
breakdown right there on the sidewalk. 

“I can’t,” he says. “It hurt too much.” 

We go sit down on the low seawall, where 
he immediately jumps into the bottle of vodka. 
For the next hour, Wilson tells me how much 
that album meant to him and 
how many more songs he’s 
got squirreled away. He just 
doesn’t have thick enough skin 
to try it again. 

“No one listened,” he moans, 

“not even my brothers.” 

I can feel what’s happened 
to him, the chance he took as 
the first Beach Boy to make a 
solo album and then having 
it largely ignored. Underneath the lion’s glare, 
there’s clearly the soul of a child that never 
grew up, one that’s been patted on the head all 
his life as the problem brother, never heard. 

□ 

It wasn’t really a surprise when Dennis 
Wilson died a few months later. As one of his 
close friends said, “He drowned way before he 
ever hit the water.” 

He was running out of options in December 
1983, living on a boat in Marina del Rey. He 


dove beneath it - said to be looking for an 
old photo of first wife Karen Lamm - and he 
didn’t resurface. Or so the legend goes. 

For many, that was the end of the original 
Beach Boy, Dennis the man who brought one 
of the biggest rock & roll bands of all time to 
life. Like all great legends, that’s not where 
this one ends, because through the sonic 
miracle of reissues, Wilson’s Pacific Ocean 
Blue has come back to life 31 years later in 
glorious expanded form from Sony’s Legacy 
Recordings. There’s now a chance to hear how 
much more there was to the black sheep of the 
Wilson clan, the one who did everything from 
befriending Charles Manson to living with 
Fleetwood Mac’s Christine McVie. It turns 
out that deep in his heart, Dennis Wilson was 
a true believer in the power of love and was 
able to create songs of such sophistication 
that many musicians didn’t believe they were 
his. Beneath all the headlines of fast cars, wild 
women, and bountiful drugs was a composer, 
someone who spent endless months in his 
Brothers Studio in Santa Monica, chasing the 
music in his head even more than he did the 
hedonistic lifestyle he helped conceive. 

The first track on Pacific Ocean Blue is “River 
Song,” and for those who listened in ’77 when 
it was released, the music felt like a jolt to the 
mind. By then, the Beach Boys were trying 
to reinvent themselves with each new album, 
sometimes with more exciting results than 
others. There were different versions, whether 
Brian Wilson was really “back” or not, but it 
was obvious the band was being tom in dif- 
ferent directions. What was amazing about 
POB was the singular strength of its vision. It 
was like the dmmmer had been taking night 
classes and suddenly became the star student. 
His voice may have been shredded around 
the edges, but the depth of Dennis Wilson’s 
feelings was floating right on the surface. The 
man who played the drums like he was in the 
middle of a bar fight was transformed into 
someone who was ready to take our hand and 
lead us into the light of love. 

As the album’s songs progress, they start 
sounding like the great lost Beach Boys album, 
one that had been submarined because the 
singer wouldn’t behave. 
“You and I,” “Time,” 
“Dreamer,” “Rainbows,” 
and “Thoughts of You” 
could take their places 
on any of Brian Wilson’s 
long-players and hold 
their own. Even when the 
recordings drift toward 
an overclutter of players, 
there’s always a force of 
vision that keeps the sound centered and 
moving forward. By the end, Pacific Ocean 
Blue stands as a landmark in the Wilson fam- 
ily’s history, and its lack of success didn’t stop 
Dennis from chasing his California dream. 

A second album’s worth of songs was start- 
ed, to be called Bambu, and makes up a sec- 
ond disc of the POB reissue. By then, Wilson’s 
voice was falling victim to continuing abuse, 
and he couldn’t catch his breath long enough

Detroit’s Camelot 
ended Jan. 14, 

1970, in Las Vegas, 

when Diana Ross deigned one last perfor- 
mance with the Supremes. Two years later, 
when Motown Records huckster Berry Gordy 
(Antony) relocated his Cleopatra (Ross) to Los 
Angeles for her close-up, so too went Motor 
City’s assembly line of miracles. With The 
Complete Motown Singles march on box-set 
history coming to a halt the same year Ross 
starred as Billie Holiday in Lady Sings the 
Blues (1972), this 6-CD cliff-hanger begins 
winding down a tale that just won’t quit. The 
dizzying, dazzling, star-studded plotline highs 
of ’64, ’65, ’66, and ’67 have long been 
resolved, the greatest hits of the Supremes, 
Vandellas, Four Tops, and Temptations behind 
them, which makes Vol. 10: 1970 all the more 
remarkable. Even on a downgrade, Motown 
produced Excaliburs. Consider the vinyl 45 
housed in another hardbound scrapbook of 
the highest grade: “Tears of a Clown,” music 
by Stevie Wonder, Pagliacci lyric and vocal by 
one William “Smokey” Robinson. “The Bells,” 
from Marvin Gaye-produced proteges the 
Originals, then opens a set that never tolls 
anything less than heartwarming soul, funk, 
blues, even jazz. And just when you thought 
Martha Reeves had run out of gas, “I Should 
Be Proud” lashes out at her brother being 
a Vietnam casualty. Post-Diana Supremes’ 
launching pad “Up the Ladder to the Roof,” 
Jackson 5 “I Want You Back” response 
“ABC,” Gladys Knight & the Pips sizzling 
Norman Whitfield’s “You Need Love Like I Do 
(Don’t You)” - there’s no stopping this jug- 
gernaut. Marvin and Tammi might be down to 
their last layer on “The Onion Song,” but the 
lashing count-off into the Tempts’ mushroom 
cloud of psychedelic soul, “Ball of Confusion,” 
vaporizes any tears. On disc three, Mr. 
Wonder-full’s “Signed, Sealed, Delivered, I’m 
Yours” posts into Edwin Starr’s perennial 
“War,” topped by the Spinners’ silken “It’s a 
Shame.” CD four kicks off with Rare Earth’s 
“(I Know) I’m Losing You,” remembers girl 
groups in Yvonne Fair’s “Stay a Little Longer” 
and even Diana Ross’ pompous “Ain’t No 
Mountain High Enough,” before doing the reg- 
gae with Bob (not Marley) & Marcia (Griffiths) 
on “Young, Gifted and Black.” Hard, other- 
worldly metallic funk from the Temptations, 
“Ungena Za Ulimwengu (Unite the World),” 
leaves no survivors. Hugh Masekela’s Vanilla 
Fudge (“You Keep Me Hangin’ On”) and more 
true grit from Gladys Knight (“If I Were Your 
Woman” b/w “The Tracks of My Tears”) get 
top billing on disc five, six coasting home on 
the Jackson 5’s effervescent “Santa Claus Is 
Coming to Town.” Christmas in July? You bet 
your monarchy.

HARLEM 

Free Drugs (Female Fantasy) 

Former Tucsonites Harlem are sitting 
on a pretty crowded bench in Austin, 
“garage rock” having become the cur- 
rent nom de guerre for anything that 
sounds “lo-fi,” gritty, or as if it were 
recorded on “druuuugs, man.” The trio’s 
not breaking any new lyrical ground on 
its local debut: The band sings about 
girls, drugs, and ... well, that’s it really. 
Happily, there’s an anxious, stuttering 
charm to Free Drugs, tightly coiled with 
punchy, solid songs and memorable 
hooks. The coulda-been-written-in-1965 
bomp of “Caroline” and “Irresistable” 
are insta-catchy under the band’s 
stripped-down ooh-ahs. “Psychedelic 
Tits” pays lip service to a girl’s magical 
mammaries, singer Michael Coomers 
calling them “the color of a rainbow” 
over a witchy guitar riff, while “Think I’m 
Thinkin Bout” goes down like polished 
candy dug from the Cramps’ sweaty 
armpit. “I’m on Drugs,” true to its name, 
is a hit of tempo change and gunky 
fuzz in less than two minutes, and the 
“Red Herring” line, “Tell me girl where’d 
you sleep last night, and don’t you lie,” 
catches efficacy with a buzz-saw men- 
ace. In 12 songs, Free Drugs manages 
retro-replication without Harlem sound- 
ing confined to a two-car you-know-what.

Rage and Ruin 
(Depleted Resource) 

Changing metallic 
speeds with precision, 
from a Birmingham lumber 
to a lightning ride, Austin’s Mammoth Grinder 
battens down an exacting bellow. Snaking 
under the local trio’s rhythm pummel, guitarist 
Chris Ulsh’s moto-metal drag-stripping - clas- 
sic and modern in the same fluid downstroke 
of Brian Boeckman’s demon-fast drum rolls

Hired Guns 
(Perseverance) 

Although best known 
for backing Iggy Pop and 
David Bowie, Austin- 
based drummer Hunt 
Sales (he of the “Lust 
for Life” intro) and his guitarist brother Tony 
pay tribute to the Stax/Volt renaissance 
on this previously unreleased 1979 demo. 
Recorded in a Beachwood Canyon, Calif., 
basement that had once been a swimming 
pool, Hired Guns mines a sound right out of 
time. The sons of Soupy accent blue-eyed 
soul rave-ups such as “Buzz in Your Hive” and 
“My Baby” with subtle garage rock gnashes, 
reconciling the Sam & Dave legacy into the 
heart of L.A.’s late-1970s power-pop explo- 
sion. It’s not a perfect fit, but the call-and- 
response playfulness of “Someone’s Gonna 
Lose” and James Brown-style pleadings 
on “Let Me In” are oddly endearing. Sadly, 
the Sales Bros.’ soul-revue ambitions were 
derailed by Tony’s near-fatal car accident 
right after their debut engagement at the 
Starwood, leaving Hired Guns as a fond foot- 
note to history.

Perception Is Bent 
(Universal Warning) 

The competent debut 
by these Pennsylvania 
imports nicely splits 
the difference between the raw pop of 
Nirvana and Girls Against Boys and the 




slick, post-hardcore of Rival Schools and 
the Constantines. Vocalist Pete Brown does 
particularly well, recalling Trail of Dead’s 
Conrad Keely in his deft shifts from butch 
screaming (“Squatter”) to a hoarse emo 
croon (“Mr. Microphone”). There are good 
riffs here, too, but not enough to fill all of 
the available space. Even at a reasonable 44 
minutes, Perception Is Bent could stand to 
lose some weight, starting with the two under- 
written instrumentals and crass, silly rap 
“Browntown.”

Bill Baird treads on a 
slightly different plane, like 
Peter Sellers in Being There, 
yet always is aware of the 
ludicrous world around him. His music slips 
between frustrated flailing at our modern, 
media-blitzed existence and the comical 
embrace of it to both obscure and expose 
himself. The Glowing City wrangles the eccen- 
tric turns of Baird’s earlier lo-fi cassettes and 
CD-Rs, serving as an 18-track clearinghouse 
and statement of Sunset’s finally dawning 
with coherent vision. Re-recordings “Your Eyes 
Are Mirrors” and “New York Love” are beauti- 
fully textured arrangements of keys and horns 
that match Baird’s more subtle vocal touch. 
The pop of “Theme From ‘A Perfect Light 
Awaits Me’” and “Twenty-Four Karat Soul,” 
plus dueting female vocals on the cabaret-ish 
“When Perfect Flames Expire,” are Baird at 
his best, while the throbbing “Graveyard Dog” 
and its touches of ambient found sounds and 
climaxing bursts retain his experimental play- 
fulness and collective-styled exuberance.

Live at Room 710 

Yes, Hug at Room 710. The 
locals’ post-peyote musical 
spasms certainly sound offen- 
sive on album, but a live per- 
formance is much more entertaining, because 
Hug is, if anything, a visual beast (that includes 
Chronicle photographer John Anderson). This 
recording, from February 2007, looks like some- 
thing cable access would air at 3am, which is 
the best way to try to channel and absorb the 
trio’s wigged, puerile, WTF-punk humor. Who 
could forget such classics as “Shit Sex” and 
“Pussy Bomb”? And now, you can enjoy them 
in the comfort of your home.

Full Service isn’t ashamed 
to ride the coattails of 311 
and Snoop Dogg. The local 
quartet is currently trailing the 
4:20-enthusisiasts’ joint tour 
across the coun- 
try, setting up 
impromptu shows 
in the parking 
lot beforehand. 

That same 
sort of mental- 
ity permeates the band’s fifth 
album, The Dig, with decidedly 
white reggae-rock grooves that 
wander into frat-rap (“Tasteless 
Gravy”) and funk-pop (“Blueberry 
Farm”). Likewise, Point of 
Contact’s second album, 
Human, proves an ample opiate 


for Tool aficionados, guitarist/ 
vocalist David Cloud channeling 
the cryptic croon of Maynard 
James Keenan. With 17 songs 
clocking in at nearly 70 minutes, 
however, the placebo effect 
quickly wears off. Ember’s third 
EP, Under Pressure, throbs major 


label potential, recalling the 
generic drivel of Blue October 
and Nickelback and having some 
edge, though not enough to slice 
an apple. The same goes for the 
second outing from Deejer, Dark 
Summer Dawn, which adds a 
bit of political angst and moodi- 


ness to the equation but little 
else. Rockland Eagles’ first 
new album in six years, Osaka 
Cocka Rocka (Almost There), 
sounds rocketed straight from 
Detroit Rock City circa 1975, 
stuffing its pants with three- 
prong guitar pyrotechnics and 


stadium-sized bom- 
bast. Distant Lights is nothing 
if not ambitious. The quintet’s 
debut, Simulacrum, is a concept 
album that details the internal 
struggle of a straggler in a post- 
modern wasteland, landing in the 
black hole between the alt-rock 


epics of Coheed & Cambria and 
Muse. At its best, Goldcure’s 
debut, Portuguese Prince (Sorin), 
finds the local quartet wavering 
from the more guitar-oriented 
moments of Coldplay (“Never 
Alone,” “Beautiful Disaster”) and 
Arcade Fire’s anguished romanti- 
cism (“Too Long”), 


only without the orchestral swells 
or dire sincerity. Their Christian 
undertones only thicken the posi- 
tive vibes rippling through the 
harmonies and earnest lyricism. 
There’s no telling how far coat- 
tails will take you. - Austin Powell

MARINA DEL DENNIS 

“My dog smells queers, ” he says 
The voice scraped dry from swigging malted sand 
He’s the dream kid at the tail end of America 
Burnt red to a scruffy crisp 

High and dry behind the wheel of a baby-blue T-bird 
Now left to listen for a silent station on his holy radio 
No way would Popeye be too proud of this beached boy 
Prowling the street named after our most famous father George 

“Colonel Smirnoff, ” I say 

A southpaw living on cottage cheese and bad blood 
Every day it’s the same 

Two eyes that go out with the tide while he salutes an invisible flag 
No stripes, no stars, just a shaggy dog bar backed by an endless buzz 
So what’s left? Stick Old Glory in his skull

But drummer Dennis, the sweet and sour Marina menace

I listen, he looks, we smile

to stop the slide into self-destruction. He 
had changed producers but lost some of 
his vision. Family battles kicked in harder, 
and the drummer saw his place in the band 
shrinking. By the start of the 1980s, he was 
MIA onstage and spending more time with 
the street characters in Venice than with the 
band he had inspired into being. 

Many would say Dennis Wilson lived a tragic 
life, and depending on how you keep score, 
they’d be right. He died at 39, with a string 
of defeats behind him. He also accomplished 
more than anyone ever predicted. During the 
1960s, the young musician from Hawthorne, 
Calif., had the run of Hollywood, his generosity 
preceding him everywhere he went. There are 
hundreds of Dennis Wilson stories still told in 


the city, and when the 
sun’s out and the surf’s 
up in Venice, the man’s 
spirit comes in with each 
wave. His brother Brian 
is adamant that Dennis’ 
talent equals his own. 

“He might have 
looked out a different 
window than me and 
Carl,” says Brian Wilson 
today, “but he had the 
biggest view. I loved him 
so much.” 

Fall 1983, 1 was asked 
to write and record a 
spoken-word piece 
for an album called 
Neighborhood Rhythms. 
The assignment was to 
choose a subject that 
reflected where I lived. 
In the Venice/Marina 
del Rey area, that could 
only be Dennis Wilson. 
He was the mayor of 
Washington Boulevard, 
someone who’d walk 
down the street and 
draw a crowd, whether 
you knew who he was 
or not. Wilson had an 
inner spirit that radiated 
out, casting a spell on 
those around him. His secret was that he was 
just like everyone else, but more so, and that 
included his mad dash toward the finish line. 

When the musician who sparked a million 
dreams drowned on Dec. 28, 1983, my poem 
“Marina del Dennis” felt like an obvious after- 
word, and I always thought it didn’t really reflect 
his majesty. Yet there’s a beginning and end to 
every life, we find out, and while Wilson’s final 
days may not have been pretty, they were always 
real, which is what made him the happiest of 
all. Life isn’t for everybody, it’s said, but for so 
many years, Dennis Wilson lived his like he had 
invented his own dream. ■

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MICKY & THE 
MOTORCARS 

Naive (Smith 
Entertainment) 

With their fourth 
album, Micky & the 
Motorcars can hardly 
claim naivete, but they 
haven’t progressed 
much either. As long as the local quintet led 
by Micky and Gary Braun remains in the same 
town and works the same sound as fellow 
Braun brothers Willy and Cody of Reckless 
Kelly, it’s unlikely to emerge from under the 
latter’s shadow, and production from Cody 
and RK guitarist David Abeyta likely doesn’t 
help. At its best, the group approaches 
Reckless’ rocking roots, but Micky’s vocals 
too often lack any real feeling, as with the 
paradoxically lifeless “Everything I’ve Got” 
or unconvincing jilted spite of the innocuous 
title track. Slower tracks “Don’t Be Sad” 
and, especially, “Seeds” fare better, and 
“Bloodshot” injects some needed fuel into 
the veins behind Mickey Raphael’s harmonica, 
but Jon Dee Graham cover “Twilight” fades 
in comparison. Familiar fare from a band that 
should know better by now.

Automatic Monkey

Monkey is the band’s first full-length disc. 
With its taut vocals and pristine harmonies, 
Crystal Flavola betrays its theatrical back- 
ground, but the band also possesses a folk- 
rock tinge that lends it a frivolous air shared 
with They Might Be Giants. Tunes such as 
“Dance,” with its herky-jerky rhythm, and the 
poignant “Guitar and an Ashtray” are two 


examples of the troupe’s deceptive ability 
to present simple ideas with an abundance 
of sound. Not everything works. On “Like 
Yesterday,” Jones’ vocals are too stiff to 
match the tune’s breezy organ riffs, and the 
piano-based “Ruined” feels like an attempt at 
Sondheim that never reaches the stars. To its 
credit, Crystal Flavola is an honest attempt at 
something different. That the band succeeds 
as much as fails is nothing to scoff at.

DR. ZOG 

Going to the Zydeco 
(Zog) 

Over the course of 
a decade or more, 

Dr. Zog’s bands have 
gone through several 
musical permutations, 
including blues, rocka- 
billy, folk, and funk. A native of Port Arthur, 
a hotbed for the sounds of Louisiana just 
across the border, the good doctor’s most 
recently taken to the good-time sounds of 
Going to the Zydeco, the accordionist’s fifth 
album. While his previous discs were more 
diverse, including some Latin rhythms, this is 
a nonstop party disc filled with driving beats, 
never-ending accordion riffs, and hearty call- 
and-response vocals. It’s not deep, just 30 
minutes of butt-shaking tunes with typical 
titles such as “Zog Frog,” “Funky Zydeco,” and 
“Mardi Gras Second Line.” The playing’s top- 
notch, and Zog’s occasional harmonica work 
stands out. If you’ve experienced him live, 
this is an accurate representation of the dust 
he raises from the stage.

With the souled- 
out “Don’t Feel It”

his first, crosses over to the local’s eclectic 
tendencies. The Dirty Politic head honcho 
spits (throughout) and spins his way through 
seven of 11 bangers, fronted by the sweep- 
ing swagger of “Back to Hip Hop” and the 
playground-stomping title cut. That’s where 
the uniformity ends. Shifting from cruise 
to crawl, the intergalactic minimalism of 
“N*ggas” cuts out of L.A. to “Act Hood” for 
Houston, while Dresta’s bullish growl that 
tremors “The Madd Bomber” finds itself 
in one corner opposite the Track Bangers’ 
“Drop,” nodding to Swizz Beats with its 
New York bounce. It’s Nick’s way of flashing 
his deep arsenal. On the mic he fills bars 
relentlessly (“Needed You”), and the ATL- 
soaked “Dirty Politic Boys” gets Gone on 
another laudable journey.

Denice Franke’s Gulf Coast Blue (Certain) comes 
by comparisons to Eliza Gilkyson and Nanci Griffith 
honestly. Mark Hallman, the man behind Gilkyson’s 
stellar recordings, produced this CD, and Franke 
sang backup for Griffith, as well as Lyle Lovett and 
Robert Earl Keen. Her tenure as one-half of the folk 
duo Hudson & Franke polished her songwriting to a 
high gloss, reflected beautifully in Blue. With heavy- 
weight help from the likes of Gilkyson, Rick Richards, Spencer 
Starnes, and Robert McEntee, Franke’s voice is dusty-sultry, 
and her songs of life on Galveston Island ring as bright as 
the sun rising over the Gulf of Mexico. Shotgun Party’s self- 
titled release steps into the swing-trio wake, as if the Hot 
Club of Cowtown rear-ended the Damnations. Slap-bass man 
Christopher Crepps most recently thumped for the Bastard 
Sons of Johnny Cash, but it’s the divine teaming of fiddler 
Katy Rose Cox (ex-Uncle Fucker) and singer/guitarist/com- 
poser Jenny Parrott that makes this roots-rock outfit crackle. 
Parrott reveals a marvelous feel for back-porch poetry in her 
lyrics; with good-humor titles like “Haunted House Bear,” 


“Devil Town,” and “Pickled Eggs,” they’ll appeal to Southern Culture 
on the Skids fans. The information that Patty David appeared on Star 
Search, the American Idol of the 1980s, isn’t as impressive as who she 
challenged: powerhouse vocalist Linda Eder, still the best-kept secret 
among American female vocalists. No surprise then that David’s recent 
CD, One Step Above the Blues, is a solid, well-constructed flight of pop- 
soul fancy. All 10 songs showcase her heartfelt songwriting, heavy, 
with an unabashed love for 1980s blues-rock and jazzy 1990s lounge 
not far below the surface. It’s an appealing combination, bolstered by 
the pure pleasure of David’s summery vocals (“You Stole My Heart,” 
“Faith in Love”).

IZZY COX 

Love Letters From 
the Electric Chair 

Austin’s got no 
shortage of bands 
with a taste for

that shapes Love Letters' electrified 
voodoo-billy with a Crampsy twist of 
Southern cabaret and silent-movie 
panache. It’s the anti-book of love, 50 
ways to grieve your lover. ★★★ 
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Artist Michael Fernandes’ exhibit in Halifax, Nova Scotia, in June caused a 
commotion, because it was merely a banana on a gallery’s window sill, and 
Fernandes had it priced at 2,500 Canadian dollars (down from his original 
thought, 15,000 Canadian dollars). Actually, Fernandes changed bananas 
every day (eating the old one), placing progressively greener ones out to 
demonstrate the banana’s transitoriness. “We [humans] are also temporal, 
but we live as if we are not,” he wrote. Despite the steep price, two collectors 
placed holds on the “work,” requiring the gallery’s co-owner Victoria Page to 
get assurance from callers: “It’s a banana; you understand that it’s a banana?” 


LEAD STORY 

The European Union allows fruits and veg- 
etables to be sold only in prescribed sizes 
and colors (such as its 35 pages of regula- 
tions governing 250 varieties of the apple, 
or rules that cucumbers must be straight 
and bananas curved). In June, British mar- 
keter Tim Down complained that he was 
forced to discard 5,000 kiwi fruit because 
they were 1 millimeter in diameter too small 
and one-fourth ounce too light. (It is illegal 
even to give them away, as that would 
undermine the market price.) 

“Improvements” in the EU system continue, 
according to a July Washington Post dispatch 
from Brussels: Despite 10 pages of stan- 
dards on the onion and 19 amendments, 
the Dutch Ministry of Agriculture recently 
issued a report urging further refinements, 
using 29 pages and 43 photographs. 

LEAST COMPETENT CRIMINALS 

Failure to Communicate: 1) The man who 
tried to rob the Cafe Treo in Salt Lake City 
in April likely told the employee to “fill” the 
bag, but when the employee reached over 
and earnestly started to “feel” the bag 
(according to police), the robber said, 
“You’ve gotta be kidding me,” and ran out 
of the store. 2) Another man who came 
away empty-handed had tried to rob a 
Walgreens in Port Richey, Fla., in July, hand- 
ing a clerk what appeared to be a holdup 
note, except that nothing was written on it. 
The clerk, sensing the forgetful robber’s 
cluelessness, boldly dialed 911 right in 
front of him, causing the man to flee. 

CREME DE LA WEIRD 

“[A] person with a sneeze fetish can find 
erotic pleasure in those few seconds,” 
according to the ABC News Medical Unit, in 
an April report, when “the eyes close as the 
body prepares to forcefully expel air,” but 
“experts are stumped as to why.” An 
Internet “sneeze fetish forum” allows mem- 
bers to wax rhapsodic (“She has the cutest 
sneeze ever”) and recall pleasurable experi- 
ences (such as the thrill of discovering that 
one’s new college roommate has allergies 
and will be sneezing frequently), and many 
use language and suggest visions that 
mimic sexual behaviors. 

RECURRING THEMES 

Ronald McDade, charged with raping a 
teenager in Lansdale, Pa., in January, peti- 
tioned to be allowed to submit a plaster 
cast of his penis to the jury, to demonstrate 
that, since he is an “extremely large” man 
(according to his lawyer), he could not phys- 
ically have penetrated the girl without caus- 
ing genital injury (and no such injury was 
found). “News of the Weird” has reported 
previously on rape defendants offering to 
give the jury either a photograph or a live 
exhibition to make the same point. 

THINNING THE HERD 

1) An 18-year-old man was killed in 
March while riding in a shopping cart and 
holding onto an SUV racing down a Winter 


Park, Fla., street, when it hit a speed bump. 
2) A 13-year-old skateboarder was killed in 
May at a railroad crossing in O’Fallon, III., 
when (according to police) he was unsuc- 
cessful in beating a train to the crossing. 3) 
An 18-year-old man was killed in June in 
Blaine, Wash., when the steamroller he was 
taking for a joyride at a construction site 
overturned and fell on top of him. 

POLICE BLOTTER 

• Police, including SWAT officers, were 
called to an apartment in Mesa, Ariz. , in 
June after neighbors reported a fight 
between a man and a woman that included 
yelling and breaking things inside. When they 
arrived, they found only a 21-year-old man, 
conducting the fight by himself, alternating a 
high-pitched voice with a low-pitched one. He 
was referred for a medical exam. 

• Need for Speed: 1) Ontario’s recent law 
against street-racing snared two noteworthy 
drivers in April: a 26-year-old man who was 
cited when he passed a marked police car 
while doing 178 kilometers per hour (110 
mph) and the driver of a garbage truck, rac- 
ing at 112 kph (double the posted speed 
limit). 2) A 3-year-old girl was seriously 
injured in Huntsville, Ala., in May in a colli- 
sion caused, said witnesses, by a speeding 
contest between two men, both employees 
of Comcast Corp., driving company vans. 


GOVERNMENT IN ACTION! 

• In May, the school board in Barrie, 
Ontario, notified Children’s Aid Society to 
intervene with mother Colleen Leduc and 
her daughter Victoria, 11, because of 
suspected sexual abuse, angering the 
conscientious Leduc, who until that point 
had taken extraordinary measures to pro- 
tect the girl, who is autistic. Upon investi- 
gation, it was revealed that the suspicion 
came from a teaching assistant who said 
her psychic had told her that a girl with a 
“V” in her name was being abused by a 
man aged 23 to 26. Leduc now refuses 
to trust Victoria to public schools 
because, “They might want to take out a 
Ouija board or hold a seance.” 

• The June transfer of a prisoner from 
lockup to Britain’s Northampton Crown 
Court, just across the street, required sum- 
moning the closest prison van (57 miles 
away) to come give him a ride. The prison- 
er (accused thief Mark Bailey) could not 
simply be walked across the street 
because officials feared that public, custo- 
dial exposure (a “perp walk”) would embar- 
rass him, in violation of his “human rights.”

Central Texas 
rodeos feature 
some of the best 
live-action enter- 
tainment in the 
state. It’s a small- 
town tradition 
that keeps grow- 
ing in popularity. 

So far this year, many of 
the area rodeos have seen 
record attendance. “I don’t 
know why it is,” says 
Johnny Hoyle of Cadillac 
Rodeo Co. in Mexia. 

“Maybe people are just 
staying closer to home.” 

Hoyle supplies the live- 
stock for the rodeo. He’s already produced shows in Marble Falls, Stonewall, and Eldorado 
this year. Coming up, he’ll be in Schulenburg (Aug. 1-2), Boerne (Aug. 29-30), and Rockdale 
(Oct. 17-18). 

One of his favorite rodeos is the Bastrop Homecoming and Rodeo. Part of Hoyle’s affection for 
Bastrop might be that he won the bull-riding competition there in 1982, 30 years after his father, 
Booger Hoyle, won the same event. 

“The Bastrop Rodeo is a great atmosphere,” Hoyle says. “It’s a small arena, and you’re right on 
top of the action.” The event began 61 years ago as a homecoming celebration for soldiers return- 
ing from World War II. It now includes a parade, carnival, dance, and high school reunion. 

“The smaller rodeos are the place to go if you’ve never been to a rodeo,” Hoyle says. At the big 
stock-show rodeos, you might be too far away from the action to smell the excitement. At the small- 
er arenas, you can get up close and personal. “At Bastrop, you can stand on the fence and meet 
the cowboys,” he says. 

Bull riding is the most popular event among fans. Hoyle says it’s not a matter of if a bull rider is 
going to get hurt, but when. Sharp Dressed Man, one of his bulls who was honored as Bull of the 
Year, can be particularly brutal when a cowboy gets on his back. But put him in the pasture with his 
buddies, and he’s as gentle as the cows, Hoyle says. 

The horses are a different matter. They’re a breed that has retained its wildness. Built like draft 
horses, the bucking horses are bigger and heavier than saddle horses. Hoyle advises newcomers 
to the sport to pay special attention to the characteristics of a bronc. “If it weren’t for rodeos, this 
breed probably wouldn’t exist anymore,” he says. 

After working with the same livestock for eight to 10 years, Hoyle says he grows fond of some of 
the animals. He tries to have a consistent group of good quality animals for the competition, but 
each animal has its own personality. Sharp Dressed Man and Bo Diddley, a saddle bronc, are his 
current favorites. “You become attached to them like you would a dog,” he says.

Well, $1,500 ain’t bad for 21 seconds of work. 
That’s how long it took Eric Gerber to knock out 

Mike Barreras at last Saturday’s King of Kombat 4 

cage-fighting event. 


Before the bout, Barreras 
seemed by far the more fearsome 
fighter. Backstage at the Crockett 
Center, Gerber had come over to 
chat - you know, just a couple of 
pals about to beat the crap out of 
each other. Barreras said “hey” - 
there’s not a lot of tricked-up enmity 
in mixed-martial-arts fighting - but 
that was it. The four-time Division II 
wrestler from Albuquerque, N.M., 
wasn’t about to get friendly with a 
guy whose ass he was looking to 
kick. “We’re both trying to be the 
alpha male,” he said, retreating into 
menacing reticence. 

For his part, Gerber seemed so 
mystically dreamy that you had to 
worry for his safety. While the 
other fighters on the card 
were psyching themselves 
up by throwing violent 
punches at the air, the 
Leander High School grad 
was talking about finding 
his center, about balancing 
himself, about being both the 
marble and the sculptor (not the 
sort of thing you should be trying at 
home). “I don’t want to inflict pain 
on anyone,” he explained, “but if I 
don’t fight, I don’t feel whole. I 
know that sounds lame, but it really 
just comes down to being the kind 
of man I want to be, and this is a 
responsible way to achieve that.” 

In other words, whether you’re 
delivering or receiving one, a spin- 
ning back fist to the temple can be 
wonderfully therapeutic. Not that 
the Barreras-Gerber fight came to 
that. Before I even found my seat, 
it was over. If Barreras didn’t know 


what hit him, Gerber was equally 
surprised. “I was expecting a war,” 
he said. Instead, he didn’t break a 
sweat, bringing a stunned Barreras 
almost instantly to his knees. 
Gerber wasn’t complaining, though. 
“Hitting someone like that, it’s 
strangely satisfying. It just validates 
everything you’re doing with your 
life. You feel like you’ve hit a home 
run at life.” 

The interesting thing is, even 
guys taking the hits and losing 
fights seem to share Gerber’s senti- 
ments. Well, perhaps not Barreras. 
But Rocky Long was almost inco- 
herent with pride despite taking a 
relentless beating from Johnny 
Bedford two fights later. 

“You’re a fucking warrior, 
Rocky!” Bedford and his 
boys were telling Long 
after the decision. “You’re 
a tough motherfucker!” 
Long had to agree. “No 
shame, no shame!” he 
exulted, his white trunks now 
pink with blotches of blood - his 
blood. “The whole time, I was like: 
‘Man! That son of a bitch hit me 
again!’ But I hung in there. He 
wasn’t going to knock me out.” 

I think Long and Gerber are on 
to something here. In a culture 
that leaves men fewer and fewer 
ways to affirm their manhood 
beyond driving ridiculously large 
trucks and sporting increasingly 
baroque hairdos, maybe we just 
need to get our clocks cleaned 
every now and again. 

You might even make a cool 
$1,500 in the bargain.

Sometimes, when a play begins, you think that it’s going to be 
one thing, and then it’s not. As The Clean House opens, a young 
Brazilian woman is telling a long joke in Portuguese. 


There is no translation. She thinks it’s hilari- 
ous. She works as a maid. All righty, here 
we go. Maybe it’s a play about the lives of 
highly educated immigrants working menial 
jobs or something. 

But that’s not it at all. Mathilde (Smaranda 
Ciceu), the maid, has come to America after 
the death of her parents, who were the two 
funniest people in Brazil. They made each 
other laugh so hard that her mother actu- 
ally died from a joke, and her father soon 
after. Until their passing, Mathilde was third- 
funniest, and now the title has fallen to her 
- which is not that fun, as it turns out. Now 
she’s been hired by Lane (Lauren Lane), a 
doctor, to be a live-in maid, which might be 
OK except that cleaning makes Mathilde 
sad. Lane does not understand this. Does 
Mathilde need medication so she can clean? 

Such are the broad, gentle brushstrokes 
with which playwright Sarah Ruhl paints her 
characters and their lives. Is it hazy and 
undefined? Sure. Does it seem a little goofy 
and unrealistic? Yes. One wonders how Ruhl 
described this story to strangers as she was 
writing it. “It’s about this funny maid, see. 
Then she gets sad.” 

Yet in keeping it simple, she has created 
points of light out of her characters, bea- 
cons in a murky world that help us connect 
to something solid. Lane means well in her 
endearingly clumsy attempts to communicate 
with Mathilde, who, despite her calling as a 
jokester, plays the straight man more often 
than not. Lane’s sister Virginia (Chronicle 


contributor Barbara Chisholm) arrives, des- 
perately eager to clean Lane’s house. She 
just really likes things to be clean. Sure, 
Virginia uses cleaning as a method of scour- 
ing away the vast disappointment with which 
she regards her life, but what you see is a 
woman who wants to make things tidy. Any 
part of you that has ever wanted to straight- 
en up the papers on someone else’s desk 
will reach out to Virginia with open arms. 

In the course of their bizarre arrangement 
in which Mathilde is paid to sit around and 
watch Virginia clean, the pair discover evi- 
dence that Lane’s husband is having an affair. 
How could he? He’s just not that kind of man, 
Virginia insists. It’s true: Yes, he is having an 
affair, and no, he is not that kind of man. 

To say more of the plot would be to reveal 
moments that should not be spoiled in 
advance. Many of them are hilarious. It’s so 
good, in fact, that you wish you were actually 
onstage with these women as they navigate 
betrayal, sickness, and ultimately forgiveness. 

One of the joys of seeing plays with great 
roles for women over the age of 22 is that 
the audience gets to appreciate the huge- 
ness of the abilities developed by those 
women over decades of work. Under Dave 
Steakley’s direction, Chisholm and Lane are 
masters of the stage and a joy to watch. 

The Clean House is a story about com- 
passion and rising above our own needs 
to serve others. Zach Theatre selected an 
excellent script and did not waste the mate- 
rial. - Elizabeth Cobbe

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Skate! A Night at 
the Rink 


Playland Skate Center 

July 27 I 

Ever since I broke my arm while 
skating at a birthday party (my 
own, sadly), the roller rink has not 
been for me a place of great joy. 
But Forklift Danceworks’ latest has 
changed all that. 


Sitting cross-legged on the track at Playland 
Skate Center, listening to hits of the Eighties 
reverberate through its cavernous interior, 
feeling the rush of air from skaters dashing 
past at a distance of inches, and seeing the 
elation in those skaters as they glided and 
spun and raced about in fluid ovals, I redis- 
covered the euphoria of roller-skating - espe- 
cially when it’s done in big barns like Playland, 
where people of all ages slip into little boots 
with wheels and go ’round and ’round together 
along the same curved trail. 

Skate! A Night at the Rink was nothing if 
not a big wet kiss to the communal experi- 
ence of roller-skating. It started with the 
venue itself, a place where generations of 
Austinites have skimmed across the floor 
with glee; Playland, like most rinks, ain’t 
much to look at, but it has all that history 
pulsing through it, which gives you a sense 
of being in a long line of locals who have 
skated (and fallen) on that track. Forklift 
Artistic Director Allison Orr made that tradi- 
tion explicit by playing recorded memories 


of skaters (not always easy to hear, 
but the sentiments were clear) and 
vintage organ music taped at a rink 
more than 50 years ago. Since more 
than half the numbers in the hour- 
long program involved large groups 
of skaters, they evoked the look 
of the rink as it usually is: full of 
folks of all different ages and sizes 
and shapes and looks. As all but a 
few of those skaters were Playland 
regulars, folks for whom the rink is 
a second home - make that a place 
to be with others who derive the 
same freedom and pleasure from 
this simple activity - you could see 
that common delight in face after 
face as they circled past you, just 
as you could see mouth after mouth 
singing along with ABBA on “Dancing 
Queen” and Michael Jackson on 
“Don’t Stop ’Til You Get Enough.” 
Which brought home another part 
of the rink’s charm: Those hits blar- 
ing over the loudspeakers are ones 
that everybody knows, ones that, 
even if we think they’re cheesy - 
can you say, Journey’s “Don’t Stop 
Believing”? - we’ll join in on the 
chorus with everyone else on the 
track. Orr drew on every aspect 
of the roller-rink experience, even 
the insecurity we all felt as clumsy 
beginners (played for laughs by Orr 
herself in a cute bit with Playland’s 
“Mr. Rollerskate,” Michael Febonio), 
to remind us how this hall of amuse- 
ment serves as a center for shared 
experience, for community. 

That said, Skate! was also a true 
dance performance. While only a 
few of the 30 participants were 
trained dancers, the show did what 
all good dance productions do: 
gave us a heightened awareness of 
movement and helped us see the 
artistry in it. Throughout the show, 
you could spy all the familiar skate 
moves - the one-foot push-off, the 
scissoring legs, the swinging arms, 
the lean into sharp turns, the back- 
ward glide - and they played up how 
unnatural much of the movement in skating 
is (how much sense does it make to move 
backward?) and yet how beautifully we have 
adjusted to it. Some have adapted to moving 
on shoes with wheels the way others have 
to moving on horses, and the movement of 
an experienced skater is like that of a fine 
rider: graceful and smooth and distinct from 
the movement of a human form on its own. 
You see these elegant circles and loops and 
spins, and it’s a marvel. 

And how marvelous for Orr to bring it to 
our attention, to refresh our senses with how 
remarkable skating is and how accessible 
and how much sheer unadulterated fun. We 
may overdo it occasionally with calling shows 
a celebration of something, but when a 
show plays out like a party and ends with an 
invitation to the audience to strap on some 
skates and join in, what else can you call 
it? Skate! was a party on wheels and festive 
enough to make at least one guy forget a 
long-ago broken arm. - Robert Fa ires

GALLERY LOMBARDI: EROTICA Here’s the annual, 
highly anticipated exhibition of new artwork inspired

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American Repertory Ensemble Artistic Director David Justin 
introduced ARE’s latest program from the McCullough Theatre 
stage with quirky elevator music playing in the background. 


For a moment this held the audience in 
confusion, then the source was revealed: 
Musicians and dancers hidden in the orches- 
tra pit, which was slowly rising to stage level. 
This was a charming and playful way to open 
Passion at Play, creating the type of anticipa- 
tion that comes from not knowing, and not 
needing to know, what will come next. 

What followed were performances which 
delivered a number of sublime technical 
and artistic moments. The program opened 
with the wonderful ballet talents of Michele 
Gifford and Griff Braun in the solemn The 
Dance House, choreographed by David 
Bintley to music by Dmitri Shostakovich. The 
raw concrete frame of the back stage, two 
grand pianos, and a single red dance barre 
were a striking backdrop for the piece, a 
mournful tale of where we go after we die. 

Rosalyn Nasky brought a feral beauty 
to the next dance, Fray. The sharp angles 
and clear lines of her movement across the 
stage, onto a rolling box, and in and around 
Karla Hamelin’s solo cello created a magnifi- 
cent coupling of athleticism and artistry. The 
addition of a monitor running a software pro- 
gram that interacted with the artists was an 
odd distraction from a unique performance. 

In Vaises Poeticos, Tina LeBlanc and Joan 
Boada were outstanding, each a master of 
both classical ballet technique and the ability 
to deliver it with flair and excitement. Enrique 
Granados’ score was nothing short of virtuo- 
sic, a challenge that pianist Yu-Hsuan Liao 
handled with astonishing accuracy. 

The program’s second half featured two 
works by Justin. The first, set to Debussy’s 
ethereal Prelude a L’Apres-midi d’un Faune, 
began with two of the three dancers hover- 
ing above the orchestra, lit in a beautiful 
glowing yellow behind a scrim. The work took 
on a new, introspective life through Justin’s 
choreography, with angular, restrained move- 
ment and distinctive hooflike hand gestures. 
Backed by a solid orchestra, notably Amra 


Catovic’s dreamy flute work, the dancers 
were strong and confident throughout. 

Finally came Speed Dial, Justin’s setting 
of Michael Torke’s driving “Telephone Book” 

- an odd choice for a ballet, as its mechani- 
cal gears churn out bits of musical dialogue 
that morph from one to the next through 
repetition. It’s a unique piece, but one that 
didn’t translate successfully into a cohe- 
sive interplay of dance and music. Justin’s 
pairings were imaginative, and the dancers 
brought much energy and determination to 
the work, but they often seemed a bit rushed 
or behind. The piece could have used more 
rehearsal and fine-tuning before its debut. 

Special mention must be made of the 
multitasking Graeme Francis, who opened 
the show on percussion, took the stage as 
pianist for the Shostakovich, and wielded a 
baton as conductor for Speed Dial (itself a 
master’s thesis of meter and rhythm). 

The Austin classical scene has embraced 
ARE like the popular new kid on the block 
since its 2005 debut. Much of the ensem- 
ble’s aura is based on its presentation of a 
wide variety of ballet and chamber music, 
established and new, in settings that draw 
an alluring question mark around the cre- 
ative process. This time, however, the core 
of ARE’s trademark went missing. Though at 
times exciting, the program lacked a spark of 
artistic fusion or thoughtful exploration and 
instead played as a string of unrelated recit- 
als. This was exemplified with the presenta- 
tion of Paul Flindemith’s Sonata for Trumpet 
and Piano, an austere and mechanical work 
that was dropped between Justin’s two piec- 
es. The performance was strong, but it came 
across as an arbitrary programming choice. I 
hope that as ARE’s leaders continue to reach 
out to the best artists in Austin and beyond 
for their artistic exploration, they will sharpen 
their focus on the experience as a whole. For 
now, I wonder: What will they do next?

Tell No One, French director Canet’s excellent adaptation 
of Harlan Coben’s bestselling novel, has everything a great 
personal-paranoia/persecution movie needs: a citizen-hero 


who refuses to capitulate to unseen and 
malevolent powers that are, for reasons 
unknown, out to destroy him; love, despera- 
tion, and erotic obsession as motivating forc- 
es; crooked cops; back-alley gangsters; ran- 
dom violence; not-so-random torture; at least 
one top-notch foot chase; and a soundtrack 
that features ballads by both Otis Redding 
and Jeff Buckley. The film’s hero is pediatri- 
cian Alexandre Beck (Cluzet), whose wife 
and childhood sweetheart, Margot (Croze), 
vanishes one night after wandering into the 
woods by the couple’s cherished lake and 
is presumed murdered. Flash forward eight 
years, and Alex is still in mourning, balanc- 
ing the demands of his workaday life with 
those of the past he constantly revisits in 
his head, visits punctuated by drunken rev- 
eries and flashes from his wife’s funeral. 
Then, on the eighth anniversary of Margot’s 
disappearance, Alex receives an anony- 
mous video e-mail message that suggests 
everything he knows about that horrible 
night may be wrong. From the moment that 
video appears, Tell No One is a great ball 
of unrelenting energy barreling through the 
streets of Paris, following the once-resigned 


but now-energized Alex on his rabid quest to 
unravel the truth about his wife, a quest that, 
like so many of the best conspiracy-fueled 
films (particularly Ploward Plawks’ brilliant 
The Big Sleep), is more fascinating the more 
convoluted, and eventually impenetrable, it 
becomes. By the time Alex starts stumbling 
into answers in the film’s last act, chances 
are you won’t even really care to know what 
they are, because the thrill of Tell No One 
isn’t in the knowing (as proven by the over- 
long expository conversation that brings 
the film to a tidy, if uninspiring, conclusion); 
it’s in the not knowing. The thrill is in the 
wondering: wondering where those inner-city 
gangsters appeared from all of a sudden; 
wondering who that sinister woman in the 
sleeveless shirt is; wondering if Alex is really 
all he claims to be; wondering if his wife is 
- or was. The thrill is in watching a defeated 
man pull himself out of his half-dead haze 
of confusion, desperation, self-loathing, and 
murky memory and into the rejuvenating life 
of action, no matter how confusing, desper- 
ate, loathsome, and murky that life, and that 
action, may be. - Josh Rosenblatt

BRIDESHEAD REVISITED 

D: Julian Jarrold; with Matthew Goode, Ben Whishaw, Hayley 
Atwell, Emma Thompson, Michael Gambon, Greta Scacchi. 
(PG-13, 135 min.) 

I’m not sure that Evelyn Waugh, a Roman 
Catholic convert, would have endorsed 
this accomplished adaptation of his 1945 
novel about the pre-World War II chasmic 
divides of class and religion and one man’s 
efforts to scale one while rejecting the 
other. Goode plays the lowborn, aspiring 
painter Charles Ryder, a role originated 
by Jeremy Irons in the 1981 miniseries. 

New to Oxford, Charles is unformed and 
attention-starved, but very quickly he 
becomes the pet of Lord Sebastian Flyte 
(Whishaw, Rimbaud from I’m Not There). 

One might be inclined to call the ever- 
tippling Sebastian a playboy, but he’s too 
guileless for that, and too puppyishly besot- 
ted with Charles. (As with the novel, the 
parameters of their friendship are never 
explicitly laid out, although the film does 
introduce a drunken kiss.) The film’s first 
passage, with its bucolic setting and colle- 
gial passes by way of naked fountain dips, 
is fine enough, but Brideshead Revisited 
becomes a far more interesting picture 
when it puts the frolicking aside to explore 
the insidious sway of Sebastian’s home- 
stead of Brideshead, which is as much 
an idea as it is a house (and more like a 
mausoleum than a place to call home). 
There, Charles meets Sebastian’s comely 
sister, Lady Julia Flyte (Atwell), and his 
severe - and severely Catholic - mother, 
the Lady Marchmain (Thompson), and it 
is then that the film begins its inevitable 
uptick toward tragedy. Brideshead Revisited 
spans several decades, and it’s worth not- 
ing that everyone plausibly ages - which 
sounds like an easy enough trick of etched 
lines and a daubing of gray at temples but 
is more intriguingly telegraphed, via the two 
male leads, in the hardening of one and 
the softening of the other. As his character 
calcifies with age and heartbreak, Goode 
loses his boyish mien and turns out to be 
a more compelling actor than his earlier 
scenes (or his earlier resume) would sug- 
gest, and Whishaw, who goes from a lanky, 
loose-limbed adolescent to a broken and 
emaciated barely-there man, delivers an 
open-faced, lacerating performance. She 
gets less screen time, but Thompson’s 
Lady Marchmain is chillingly effective, and 
by the time she delivers her tour-de-force 
monologue, at once banishing Charles 
while further snaring him in Brideshead’s 
airless clutch, one realizes how layered 
the script by BBC stalwart Andrew Davies 
and Jeremy Brock really is. Yes, there are 
the practically codified stringed swoons of 
a period picture - and they’re pleasurable 
swoons, too. But the film, a distinctly secu- 
lar take on Waugh’s religiosity, is far more 
interested in the battle of blind faith vs. 
rigid unbelief and its devastating effects. 
Flerein, everyone is complicated - by their 
station, their philosophy, their God - and 
everyone is complicit. - Kimberley Jones

ELSA & FRED D: Marcos Carnevale; with 

Manuel Alexandre, China Zorrilla, Blanca Portillo, Jose 
Angel Egido, Omar Munoz. (PG, 108 min., subtitled) 

Old folks in love, ain’t it grand? That pretty 
much sums up Elsa & Fred, a septuagenarian 
love story from Spain that will likely warm the 
cockles of your heart, even though it’s hardly 
the stuff of great romance. Keeping with 
the cinematic tradition in which opposites 
attract, the introverted Fred (Alexandre) and 
the extroverted Elsa (Zorrilla) meet when she 
delivers a check for the damage caused by a 
fender bender outside the Madrid apartment 
building in which they both live. Fie is politely 
reserved, careful in his words and gestures; 
she is coyly manipulative, bending her words 
and gestures to fit her immediate needs. In 
due time, they fall for each other, though Fred 
has some initial difficulty with daring Elsa’s 
willingness to break the rules, all in the name 
of living. (In some ways, she’s a scaled-down 
version of Auntie Marne.) Zorrilla is delightfully 
engaging as the gregarious woman for whom 
truth is a relative term - jabbering incessantly, 
she’s concocted so many stories about her 
life that even she has trouble keeping up 
with what’s fiction and what’s not. Though her 
temperament can be maddening, it’s easy to 
see why the staid Fred finds Elsa attractive, 
though the film does a poor job in addressing 
the various familial conflicts that arise as a 
result of their odd coupling. But in the film’s 
third act, in which the two lovers go to Rome 
to fulfill Elsa’s lifelong dream to re-create the 
Trevi Fountain scene in Fellini’s La Dolce Vita, 
Elsa & Fred goes flat on charm. The dream 
fulfillment seems more silly than romantic, 
and it brings the movie to an abrupt end that 
is wholly unsatisfying. It’s as if director and 
screenwriter Carnevale ran out of ideas for 
this elderly couple, other than the inevitable. 
How refreshing it would have been to watch 
these two fade into the sunset. Now that 
would have been a love story. - Steve Davis

THE MUMMY: TOMB OF THE 
DRAGON EMPEROR D: Rob Cohen; 

with Brendan Fraser, Maria Bello, Jet Li, John Hannah, 
Michelle Yeoh, Luke Ford, Isabella Leong. (PG-13, 114 min.) 

It’s been seven years since husband-and- 
wife adventurers Rick and Evelyn O’Connell 
(Fraser, playing Indy, and Bello, playing 
Rachel Weisz, poorly) last kicked off the 
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wrappings of undead Egyptian Imhotep, 
and by golly, they are one bone-bored 
couple. While their now-grown offspring, 
Alex (Ford), is off in China desecrating the 
tomb of the Dragon Emperor (Li), they’re 
trapped in their oversized English country 
estate, victims of their own success. No 
more mummies (they rekilled what felt like 
a thousand of the creaky things in 2001’s 
The Mummy Returns) means no more 
gallivanting around the globe. Reduced 
to sharing “yet another lovely night in” 
and dining at a table of Arthurian propor- 
tions (if not circumference), they can be 
excused for going all giddy when Her 
Majesty requests of them one final mis- 
sion: Safeguard the passage of a sacred 
400-carat diamond to Shanghai. Easy 
as pie, you’d think, but as Evy’s brother 
Jonathan (series regular Hannah) notes, 
the O’Connells are “mummy magnets.” 
He’s right, too. Before you can say, “Hey, 
didn’t Universal Home Video just release 
the vastly superior 1932 original as 
part of their excellent bells-whistles-and- 
tannis-leaves Universal Legacy Series?” 
the O’Connell family is up to its neck in 
ambulatory terra-cotta warriors, a mother- 
and-daughter pair of immortal Chinese 
tomb guardians (Yeoh, Leong), and Li’s 
reanimated Dragon emperor. It’s a con- 
fused mess of a film, however, no more 
so than when the emperor morphs into 
what amounts to an outright plagiarism of 
Toho’s triple-headed King Ghidorah (from 
Godzilla vs. Monster Zero, et al .), complete 
with virtually identical sound effects. It’s 
abundantly clear that this is one franchise 
that is dead in all but name. Tomb of the 
Dragon Emperor is little more than a clut- 
tered, noisy, and unsatisfying thrill ride to 
nowhere, so masturbatory in its quest for 
action-comedy box office that it becomes 
an almost literal case of, dare I say, 
spanking the mummy. Forget this bloated 
misfire, and instead, hit the video store 
and get off on Karloff in the privacy of 
your own tomb. -Marc Savlov

Like a pilgrim seeking salvation, Ripple 
Effect is awash in questions. Big questions, 
weighty questions, questions rich in spiritual 
possibility and insight.

And, most important, 
What in God’s name did writer/director 
Caland offer Whitaker in order to convince 
him to act in this movie? Women? Cars? 
Women in cars? Enlightenment? Enlightened 
women in cars? Eternal life? Whatever the 
answer, the 2007 Best Actor Academy Award 
winner deserves everything he got and more 
for sacrificing his own credibility to save 
this piece of garbage from straight-to-video 
purgatory. At once self-important and thin 
as tissue paper, Ripple Effect may be the 
first movie to combine the vacant sentimen- 
tality of the modern self-help melodrama 
with the shoddy camerawork and low-grade 
suspense of Cinemax soft-core porn (minus, 
unfortunately, anything even resembling sex). 
And if it’s not the first, surely we, as reason- 
able people, can agree that it should be 
the last. Writer/ director Caland plays Amer 
Atrash, a famous clothes designer living 
in Los Angeles, who has apparently fooled 
the world into believing used army jackets, 
parachute pants, and floppy reggae caps are 
the height of fashion rather than the outfit 
bongo players wear on laundry day. Though 
on the surface he’s the picture of material 
and familial success, Atrash’s life is actu- 
ally coming apart. His design firm is on the 
verge of financial ruin, his wife (Madsen) and 
young daughter have grown disillusioned with 
him, and he has the worst haircut in the his- 
tory of the world. But instead of being rea- 
sonable and recognizing that his problems 
are the result of his being a bad husband, 
a worse businessman, and a total failure 
at choosing a barber and then going from 
there, Atrash decides that an accidental but 
violent run-in with Philip (Whitaker) that took 
place 15 years earlier is wreaking karmic 
havoc on his life and that the only way to 
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Brides head

Costner’s new comedy is fueled by 
the absurdity of the balloting debacle of 
the 2004 presidential election, as well 
as the proximity of the 2008 vote. That 
may make Swing Vote timely, but that 
doesn’t make the film good. Swing Vote's 
premise takes absurdity to a whole new 
dimension, while the film’s humor is cyni- 
cal and its plot development stagnant 
- until, of course, a third-act redemption 
comes along to salvage the ideals of 
democracy (although the overall cynicism 
makes even this tonal turnabout seem 
artificial). The story requires a serious 
suspension of disbelief: No matter how 
ridiculous things get with electronic voting- 
machine mishaps, hanging chads, and 
court interventions, Swing Vote's scenario 
posits an election process that ignores 
the constitutional safeguards that are 
already in place in the eventuality of a 
tie vote. Costner plays Bud Johnson, an 
affable drunk who is kept afloat mostly by 
the attentive ministrations of his young 
but precocious daughter Molly (Carroll). 
When Bud passes out drunk and doting 
Molly attempts to cast his vote in his 
place, an electronic voting-machine glitch 
records only that Bud cast his ballot, but 
not for whom he voted. A national dead 
heat prompts both candidates (Grammer 
as the Republican and Hopper as the 
Democrat and Tucci and Lane, respec- 
tively, as each candidate’s chief campaign 
operative) to travel to Bud’s double-wide 
trailer in Texico, N.M., to bring their cam- 
paigns to the only voter who now matters.

ed from the anonymous-fan-fiction slush pile 
and then, midway through, makes you wish 
that it were adapted from the anonymous- 
fan-fiction slush pile subheaded “Furries.” 
But there you go: Mulder (Duchovny) and 
Scully (Anderson) are nothing if not mas- 
ter and mistress of the painfully engorged 
tease. In the 10 years since the first X-Files 
film and the six since the Fox TV series 
concluded, reality has caught up with the 
conspiracy theorizing of series creator Chris 
Carter and, in all but the most trivial ways, 
surpassed even his most speculative fic- 
tions. (Indeed, the best example to date 
arrived last week, when Apollo 14 astronaut 
and probable Spaced fan Dr. Edgar “Right 
Stuff” Mitchell revealed that aliens do exist, 
there is a huge government cover-up glob- 
ally, and Whitley Streiber was right all along. 
True, the revelation arrived during a radio 
interview with the UK heavy metal mag 
Kerrang!, but consider the source, not the 
sender, and certainly not Voivod.) Things 
have changed. Former FBI agent Fox Mulder, 
for instance, has grown a beard and gone 
underground, while his former partner, Dana 
Scully, has returned to her initial calling as 
a pediatric physician. It takes the abduc- 
tion of another Bureau member and the 
bloody tears of a psychic, pederastic priest 
(Scottish comic Connelly) to bring them 
together, but their reunion is less than thrill- 
ing, mired for much of the film’s running 
time in a morass of overrequited anti-lust. 
They’ve become deadly dull, these two 
once-keen buckers of bureaucratic BS, and 
watching them interact on screen is akin to 
having your pleasure centers removed by 
knobby little aliens whose only knowledge of 
mankind comes from Jack Webb’s stoically 
unvarying television incarnations. Granted, a 
last-minute deus ex machina involving mal- 
functioning hydraulics on a snowplow and a 
ravening, two-headed Canis Maximus injects 
some snarly fun into the otherwise intolera- 
bly windy proceedings, but it’s not enough to 
merit belief in anything other than Carter’s 
conspiratorial irrelevance.

Sacrifices must be made, because that’s what 
heroes do. Or so goes the nihilistic logic behind The 
Dark Knight, a grim little parable on the wages of sin 
and the high cost of redemption. It’s impossible to 
view Nolan’s extravagantly dour film through anything 
but the prism of Ledger’s death. His Joker is the sort 
of convoluted, densely layered characterization that 
gets nominated for awards come Oscar time. It’s a 
pity, then, that when taken as a whole, this two-and-a- 
half hour film is such a stuffy downer. It’s jam-packed 
with flawlessly designed set-pieces and skulduggery, 
sure, but it’s also shrouded in grim portent, overlaid 
with a filigree of despair, and, for good measure, 
covered in a patina of dire consequence. In short, it’s 
a Batman for the new age of anxiety. There’s some- 
thing intangible missing from this Dark Knight. For all 
its thrum and thunder, Nolan’s film feels chilly and ill 
at ease.

And why is 
Wesley capable of throwing curveballs with bullets? 
And what the hell is Freeman doing in this movie?

Continental Club, Saturday 2 & Sunday 3 
“I hate it when the music stays stagnant,” 
insists guitarist Bill Frisell from his Seattle home 
in anticipation of his two-night stand in Austin. 


After going on hiatus in 2002, 

Blue Mountain is back, and it’s like 
they never left. One of the top bands 
during the alt.country scare of the 
1990s, the Mississippi-based trio cel- 
ebrates the release of two new discs: 
the all-original Midnight in Mississippi 
and Omnibus, new recordings of older 
hits. Road reports say their roaring 
country-rock revue remains relentless 
and raw. - Jim Caligiuri 


“I don’t just want it to stay the 
same every night. I want it to be 
constantly evolving.” 

Frisell, recently voted Guitarist 
of the Year in both the Down Beat 
Critics Poll and Jazz Journalists 
Association Jazz Awards, keeps 
evolving by pairing with different 
musicians. 

“You get these people who have 
absorbed the music, and then 
when you put different combina- 
tions of musicians together, you 
get these chemical reactions,” 
he explains. 

That’s exactly what happens on 
his new Nonesuch album, History ; 
Mystery, a spacious, orchestral affair 
that alchemizes strings, horns, and a 
rhythm section. Executing said sound 
in Austin is a quartet with violinist 
Eyvind Kang, bassist Steve Moore, 
and drummer Kenny Wollesen. 


“It’s kind of a new group, 
although I’ve played a lot with each 
musician in different settings,” he 
states. “There are all these dif- 
ferent relationships between us, 
and a whole bunch of music that’s 
common to us, but we haven’t 
actually all played together at the 
same time.” 

The in-demand guitarist has 
consistently returned to the 
Continental. “I just love play- 
ing there! I remember the first 
time driving down from Dallas. 

I’d never been to Austin before 
and didn’t know anything about 
the Continental Club. It was such 
a cool place. Everybody was so 
hospitable, and the audience is 
always great. I feel like I can just 
do whatever I want in there.” Both 
shows start at 8pm.

WHAT'S THE DEAL WITH 
MY SECURITY DEPOSIT? 

Summer is the time of the year when most Austinites change 
rental units and issues concerning return of security deposits are 
common disputes between landlords and tenants. This week’s column 
addresses common disputes over security deposits. 

I moved out of my old apartment more than two months 
ago, but my old landlord still hasn’t returned my security 
deposit. How long can she hold on to the security deposit? 

Texas law requires a landlord to refund a security 
deposit to a tenant by the 30th day after the tenant 
moves out. However, the landlord is not obligated 
to return a tenant’s security deposit until the tenant 
gives the landlord a written statement of the tenant’s 
forwarding address. In these situations, it can be 
helpful to send a letter, preferably via certified mail, 
to the landlord verifying the tenant’s mailing address 
and informing the landlord that Texas law requires the 
security deposit to be returned within 30 days. 

My lease says my landlord cannot deduct “normal wear 
and tear” from my security deposit. What is “normal wear 
and tear”? 

Residential leases generally include a clause that allows 
the tenant to avoid responsibility for damages to the rental 
property if the damage can be considered “normal or 
reasonable wear and tear.” Texas law defines “normal wear 
and tear” as deterioration that results horn the intended 
use of a dwelling, including breaking or malfunction due 
to age or deteriorated condition. Alternatively, “normal 
wear and tear” does not include deterioration to the 
rental property that results from negligence, carelessness, 
accident, or abuse of the premises by the tenant. 

From a practical standpoint, this means that the 
tenant will not be responsible for things that wear out 
due to normal and expected usage but will be liable 
for a negligent or careless act that causes damage. For 
example, a tenant should not be responsible for paying 
to replace living room carpet that has become worn due 
to normal traffic. But, the same tenant could be respon- 
sible for paying to replace the carpet if the tenant caused 
it unnecessary permanent damage (insert any number 
of possibilities like spilling paint on the carpet, tearing 
the carpet while moving furniture, etc.).

WIFE NEED NOT WORRY 
ABOUT GAS-TANK LOCATION 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

My wife wants to buy a Honda Fit, but now she is 
worried about the gas tank. It is located under the front 
seat rather than under the trunk. Is this dangerous? 

- Prentiss 

RAY: You’re not trying to knock her off, are you, 
Prentiss? If we tell you it’s dangerous, you’re not 
going to buy her the car then take out a large life- 
insurance policy on her, are you? 

TOM: It’s not dangerous, as far as we can tell, 
Prentiss. We don’t know definitively, because the 
Fit has only been out for a few years, and it’s pos- 
sible that a problem could come to light later. But 
from what we can tell, it’s not an issue. 

RAY: Most cars have their gas tanks right behind 
the back seat - conveniently enough, where the 
mother-in-law usually rides. You’ll notice no one’s 
ever written us to complain about that! 

TOM: Honda moved the gas tank in the Fit 
under the driver’s seat to create more room in the 
back to fold the seats flat. And it is a very nice, 
functional design, from the point of view of usable 
interior space. 

RAY: When we looked underneath a Fit, we 
noticed that the tank doesn’t extend right to the 
outside edge of the vehicle. It’s at least somewhat 
protected behind a side structural member. 

TOM: Here’s what we do know. When the Fit 
was crash-tested, it got top ratings for both frontal 
crashes and driver ’s-side impacts. That’s a good sign 
right there. In addition, if the crash-testing agencies 
(the National Highway Traffic Safety Administration 
or the Insurance Institute for Highway Safety) had 
seen anything that worried them during a crash 
test (like, for example, a gas tank that explodes and 
bums any surviving crash-test dummies beyond all 
recognition), they would have mentioned it in the 
optional “safety concerns” section of the results. 
There are no such comments about the Fit. 

RAY: These days, gas tanks are made of plastic, 
and they’re pretty hard to puncture. They’re actu- 
ally very resilient, in our experience. 

TOM: If something entered the driver’s side of 
the car with enough force to wipe out the gas tank, 
it probably would wipe out the entire front seat, 
too, if you catch my drift. So either way, your wife 
won’t have to worry about it. 

RAY: I’m sure my brother’s making you feel a lot 
better, huh, Prentiss? 

TOM: Actually, while we can’t say for certain, we 
have no evidence that suggests it’s a problem. If it 
gives you any additional confidence, the placement 
of the gas tank doesn’t stop us from recommending 
the Fit, which we think is an excellent little car.

There is so much pom on the Internet these days, really, why even bother with 
an erotica art show? Perhaps you have a beef with representationalism? Maybe you 
like your body parts all angled and askew and akimbo like a Picasso cubist nude? Or 
maybe you’re into Bambi-eyed hentai bimbos with huge, shiny, watermelon boobs 
and hairless nethers who straddle anaconda-sized penises spewing ropy fountains 
of shimmering jiz? Maybe you’re especially fond of the ones where the girls have 
furry bunny ears and hooves instead of feet? With anime, anything’s possible. Same 
with Photoshop. If you haven’t taken a nude picture of yourself and then pasted 
Johnny Wadd’s tally-whacker (enlarged 1000% so it’s roughly the girth of a duffel 
bag) over your shmnken tadpole, you’re not really utilizing technology to its fullest 
extent. If you do it right, people will be asking you, “What’s that giant mushroom 
in the foreground of your MySpace photo?” So what if you can’t deliver the goods in 
meatspace. Real life is just a consecutive series of emshing disappointments anyway, 
isn’t it? Besides, imagine having to schlep around a duffel-bag-sized penis all the 
time. The camies would tease you mercilessly. You’re much better off packing your 
spandex banana hammock with a baby-arm-shaped wad of biscuit dough. Sure, it 
might start smelling a little yeasty down there after a while, but people expect that 
from someone wearing a spandex banana hammock in the real world. Rocking a 
slingshot on the Internet, however, is considered kitschy, especially if you’ve grafted 
your head onto Arnold Schwarzenegger’s 1967 Mr. Universe photo. Of course, you 
shouldn’t miss out on all the fun just because your Y chromosome is on permanent 
sabbatical. Imagine how many Facebook friend requests you’d have if your profile 
photo featured a Dolly Parton-sized cleavage crevasse? Having a plastic surgeon 
load that kind of baggage on your fragile desk chair spine would be insane, but the 
Internet is a zero gravity environment. Even if you decide not to go top-heavy, at 
the very least you should drop in a Marilyn Monroe beauty mark. Passing up an 
opportunity like that is just being lazy. With just a little more effort, you could also 
throw a little digital collagen into those lips and pencil in some butterfly eyelashes. 
First impressions go a long way, and really, expecting people to live up to their image 
on the Internet is sort of like expecting all radio DJs to look like Ryan Seacrest. And 
really, for all you know, Ryan has three nipples and a wicked case of toenail fungus. 
Reality isn’t always pretty, even when you dress it up and hit it with an airbrush. 
People are inevitably imperfect - even Jenna Jameson doing a muff-n-duff with a 
couple of well-greased Gold’s Gym night managers is still going to reveal a few 
moles and stray hairs. Art, on the other hand, is always perfect because it’s always 
the embodiment of the artist’s ideal. That doesn’t mean it isn’t butt-ugly a lot of the 
time, it’s just that it’s as good as it could have possibly been at the time and under 
the circumstances in which it was created. Pom may be exhibitionistic, but certainly 
no more so than any other kind of art. The artist exposes his or her idealism to 
the rest of the world, and the rest of the world gets to appreciate it or mercilessly 
ridicule it, as the case may be. It’s a sort of pom of idealism. So really, art and pom 
aren’t even distant cousins. It’s just that when art gets sexy, it’s called erotica, and 
there’s usually not a money shot. That doesn’t mean it isn’t interesting and worth a 
peek. Maybe you should relax your grip on your joystick and head down to Gallery 
Lombardi, where this Saturday night from 7pm to 1 1pm they’re opening Erotica 
2008, an exhibit of 50 erotic works from area artists. Along with erotica you can 
actually meet real people, who, although they’re imperfect, are much more interest- 
ing and erotically satisfying than pom could ever be.
